During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Roofing  Felts  and  Coatings  Industry  shipped  pro- 
ducts valued  at  $463  million,  an  increase  of  7 
percent  over  1954,  according  to  preliminary  re- 
sults obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  De- 
partment of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in 
this  industry  showed  a  decrease  of  1  percent 
from  1954-  to  1958  to  a  total  of  15.5  thousand 
employees  in  1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture 
in  the  industry  amounted  to  $159  million  in 
1958,  an  increase  of  2  percent  from  1954-  when 


the  previous  census  was  taken.  Value  added  is 
derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  shipments.  It  avoids 
the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which 
results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manu- 
facturing establishments  as  materials  by  others, 
and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  industries  or  geo- 
graphic areas.  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in 
the  money  figures  shown  in  this  report  for 
changes  in  price  levels  from  1954  to  1958.

The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957 
edition  of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  exten- 
sive revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the 
manufacturing  sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location. 
Also,  companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted 
separate  reports  if  the  company  records  per- 
mitted such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate 
activities  were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  1954- .  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Roofing  Felts  and 
Coatings  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Roofing  Felts  and  Coatings  Industry 
amounted  to  $463  million.  Of  this  total,  $376 
million  were  products  primary  to  the  industry, 
$42  million  were  products  primary  to  other  in- 
dustries, and  $45  million  were  receipts  for  mis- 
cellaneous activities.  The  industry  shipments 
of  primary  products  represented  90  percent  of 
the  total  manufactured  product  shipments  (pri- 
mary and  secondary) .  The  1954  ratio  was  91  per- 
cent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 


of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry 
shipped  by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure, 
appearing  in  table  3,  indicates  that  $409  mil- 
lion of  roofing  felts  and  coatings  were  shipped 
by  all  producers  of  these  products.  Of  this 
total,  $376  million,  or  92  percent,  were  shipped 
by  plants  classified  in  Industry  2952,  Roofing 
Felts  and  Coatings,  while  the  remainder  was 
shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other  indus- 
tries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  in- 
dustry reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities 
of  the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others, 
repair  work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken 
into  account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  in- 
dustry will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production, "  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment, " 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  census  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorized  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Petroleum  Refining  Industry  (S.I.C.  29110  shipped 
products  valued  at  $14,535  million,  and  manufac- 
turers in  the  Lubricants,  Not  Elsewhere  Clas- 
sified, Industry  (S.I.C.  2992)  $279  million, 
increases  of  19  percent  and  5  percent,  respec- 
tively over  195-4,  according  to  preliminary 
results  obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manu- 
factures conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
Department  of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in 
the  Petroleum  Refining  Industry  decreased  5  per-- 
cent  from  1954-  to  a  total  of  14-6.1  thousand 
employees,  while  employment  in  the  Lubricants, 
N.E.C.,  Industry  decreased  8  percent  to  a  total 
of  7.5  thousand  in  1958.  Value  added  by  manu- 
facture in  the  Petroleum  Refining  Industry 
amounted  to  $2,112  million  in  1958,  an  increase 
of  10  percent  from  1954,  while  the  Lubricants, 
N.E.C.,  Industry  amounted  to  $101  million,  an 
increase  of  12  percent  from  1954.  Value  added 
is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
fuels ,  etc . ,  from  value  of  shipments .  It  avoids 
the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which

The  Petroleum  Refining  Industry  in- 
cludes establishments  engaged  primarily  in  the 
manufacturing  of  gasoline,  fuel  oils,  lubricants, 
illuminating  oils,  kerosene,  petroleum  waxes, 
liquefied  gases,  asphalt,  unfinished  oils,  and 
other  finished  petroleum  products  from  crude 
petroleum  and  its  fractionation  in  petroleum 
refineries.  Establishments  primarily  engaged  in 
re-refining  or  reclaiming  used  oils  (erankcase 
draining)  by  a  distillation  process  are  also 
included  in  this  industry.  Refineries  engaged 
in  blending  and  compounding  lubricants  are  in- 
cluded in  Industry  2911  but  establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  blending  and  compounding 
lubricants  from  purchased  materials  are  clas- 
sified in  Industry  2992,  Lubricants,  N.E.C.

1958   CENSUS   OF   MANUFACTURES 


ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Petroleum 
Refining  and  Lubricants,  N.E.C.,  Industries  con- 
sisted not  only  of  products  described  above  as 
primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  included  the 
value  of  secondary  products  (which  are  primary 
in  other  industries),  and  miscellaneous  receipts 
for  contract  work,  resale  of  products,  etc.  The 
total  value  of  shipments  and  other  receipts  of 
establishments  classified  in  the  Petroleum 
Refining  Industry  amounted  to  $1^,535  million. 
Of  this  total,  $13,825  million  were  products 
primary  to  the  industry,  $^26  million  were  prod- 
ucts primary  to  other  industries,  and  $k-8k  mil- 
lion were  receipts  for  miscellaneous  activities. 
The  industry  shipments  of  primary  products 
represented  98  percent  of  the  total  manufactured 
product  shipments  (primary  and  secondary).  The 
195^  ratio  was  99  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  and  other 
receipts  of  establishments  classified  in  the 
Lubricants,  N.E.C.,  Industry  amounted  to  $279 
million.  Of  this  total  $221  million  were  prod- 
ucts primary  to  the  industry,  $45  million  were 
'products  primary  to  other  industries,  and  $13 
million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous  activi- 
ties. The  industry  shipments  of  primary  prod- 
ucts represented  83  percent  of  the  total  manu- 
factured product  shipments  (primary  and 
secondary).  The  1954  ratio  was  87  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  an 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  that  industry 
shipped  by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure, 
appearing  in  table  3,  indicates  that  $14,135 
million  of  petroleum  products  and  other  products 
primary  to  Industries  2911  and  2992  were  shipped 
by  all  producers  of  these  products.  Of  this 
total,  $13,826  million,  or  98  percent,  were 
shipped  by  plants  classified  in  Industry  2911, 
Petroleum  Refining,  and  $221  million  were  shipped 


by  plants  classified  in  Industry  2992.  The 
remainder  totaling  $88  million  was  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  other  industries. 


GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
retc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 


PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  these  indus- 
tries will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  census  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  l8lC 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963*  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

During  1958,  manufacturers  In  the 
Rubber  Footwear  Industry  shipped  products  valued 
at  $229.4  million,  an  increase  of  34  percent 
over  1954,  according  to  preliminary  results 
obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this 
industry  showed  an  increase  of  11  percent  from 
1954  to  1958  to  a  total  of  20.4  thousand  employ- 
ees in  1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture  in  the 
industry  amounted  to  $149.6  million  in  1958, 
an  increase  of  40  percent  from  1954  when  the 


previous  census  was  taken.  Value  added  is  de- 
rived by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  shipments.  It  avoids 
the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which 
results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manu- 
facturing establishments  as  materials  by  others, 
and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  industries  or  geo- 
graphic areas.

The  Rubber  Footwear  Industry  includes 
establishments  engaged  primarily  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  all  rubber  footwear,  waterproof  fabric 
upper  footwear,  and  other  fabric  upper  footwear 
having  rubber  soles  vulcanized  to  the  uppers.

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Rubber  Footwear 
Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products  de- 
scribed above  as  primary  to  the  Industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Rubber  Footwear  Industry  amounted  to 
$229.4  million.

During  1958,  value  added  by  manufac- 
ture in  the  Reclaimed  Rubber  Industry  amounted 
to  $21  million,  a  decrease  of  11  percent  from 
1954- ,  according  to  preliminary  results  obtained 
from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of 
Commerce.  Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value 
of  shipments.  It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the 
value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of 
products  of  some  manufacturing  establishments  as 


materials  by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes, 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
industries  or  geographic  areas.  Average  employ- 
ment in  this  industry  showed  a  decrease  of  27 
percent  from  1954  to  1958  to  a  total  of  2.2 
thousand  employees  in  1958.  No  adjustments  have 
been  made  in  the  money  figures  shown  in  this  re- 
port for  changes  in  price  levels  from  1954-  to 
1958.

1958  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 


The  Reclaimed  Rubber  Industry  includes 
establishments  engaged  primarily  in  reclaiming 
rubber  from  used  tires,  scrap ;  and  miscellaneous 
waste  rubber  by  manufacturing  processes  which 
result  in  a  product  that  is  sold  for  mixing  with 
crude  rubber  and  synthetic  rubber  as  an  extender. 
This  report  aoes  not  include  figures  for  admin- 
istrative offices.,  warehouses,-  garages,  or  other 
auxiliary  units  which  service  manufacturing  es- 
tablishments. 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  19^-5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^«  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Reclaimed  Rubber 
Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products  describ- 
ed above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also 
included  the  value  of  secondary  products  (which 
are  primary  in  other  industries),  and  miscel- 
laneous receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of 
products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments  and 
other  receipts  of  establishments  classified  in 
Reclaimed  Rubber  Industry  amounted to  $39  million. 
Of  this  total,  $35  million  were  products  primary 
to  the  industry  $2  million  were  products  primary 
to  other  Industries,  and  $2  million  were  receipts 
for  miscellaneous  activities  and  resale  of  prod- 
ucts. The  industry  shipments  of  primary  products 
represented  9^  percent  of  the  total  manufactured 
product  shipments  (primary  and  secondary).  The 
195^  ratio  was  87  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts  of 


establishments  classified  in  the  industry,  should 
be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total  value  of 
primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped  by  all 
producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing  in  table 
3,  indicates  that  $1+8  million  of  reclaimed  rubber 
and  crumb  or  ground  rubber  were  shipped  by  all 
producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  $35 
million,  or  'jk  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants 
classified  in  Industry  3031 >  Reclaimed  Rubber, 
while  the  remainder  was  shipped  of  plants  classi- 
fied in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 


The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventy  Census  of  Manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  l8l0 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1956,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  ne;rt  Census  will  be  conducted  in  196*1- 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  I963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^«  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Rubber  Products, 
N.E.C.,  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries) ,  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classif  ieddn 
the  Rubber  Products,  N.E.C.,  Industry  amounted 
to  $1,954  million.  Of  this  total,  $1,576  million 
were  products  primary  to  the  industry,  $249  mil- 
loin  were  products  primary  to  other  industries, 
and  $129  million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous 
activities.  The  industry  shipments  of  primary 
products  represented  86  percent  of  the  total 
manufactured  product  shipments  (primary  and 
.  secondary) .  The  1954  ratio  was  88  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 


of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $1,943  million  of 
rubber  products,  n.e.c.,  were  shipped  by  all 
producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total, 
$1,576  million,  or  81  percent,  were  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  Industry  3099,  Rubber  Prod- 
ucts, N.E.C,  while  the  remainder  was  shipped 
by  plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  census  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  I963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

During  1958,  manufactures  in  the 
Industrial  Leather  Belting  Industry  shipped  prod- 
ucts valued  at  $66  million,  a  decrease  of 
1  percent  from  1954,  according  to  preliminary 
results  obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manu- 
factures conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
Department  of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in 
this  industry  showed  a  decrease  of  13  percent 
from  1954  to  1958  to  a  total  of  4  thousand  em- 
ployees in  1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture  in 
the  industry  amounted  to  $34.7  million  in  1958, 
a  slight  decrease  from  1954  when  the  previous 


census  was  taken.  Value  added  is  derived  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  materials,  fuels,  etc., 
from  value  of  shipments.  It  avoids  the  duplica- 
tion in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results 
from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manufacturing 
establishments  as  materials  by  others,  and  is 
for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure  avail- 
able for  comparing  the  relative  economic  impor- 
tance of  manufacturing  industries  or  geographic 
areas.  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in  the 
money  figures  shown  in  this  report  for  changes 
in  price  levels  from  1954  to  1958.

The  Industrial  Leather  Belting  Indus- 
try includes  establishments  engaged  primarily  in 
the  manufacture  of  leather  belting  used  for 
transmission  of  power  and  leather  packing.  Other 
products  included  in  this  industry  are  leather 
oil  and  grease  retainers  and  other  industrial 
leather  products.  Establishments  primarily  en- 
gaged in  producing  gaskets  (regardless  of  mate- 
rial) and  asbestos  packings  are  included  in 
Industry  3293,  Gaskets  and  Asbestos  Insulations; 
rubber  belting  and  packing  are  included  in 
Industry  3099,  Rubber  Industries,  n.e.c,  plas- 
tic belting  and  packing  in  Industry  3971,  Plas- 
tics Products,  n.e.c;  and  metallic  packing 
Industry  3599,  Machine  Shops. 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  194-5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size.

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  Industrial  Leather 
Belting  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Industrial  Leather  Belting  Industry 
amounted  to  $66  million.  Of  this  total,, 
million  were  products  primary  to  the  industry. 


The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  ship- 
ped by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  ap- 
pearing in  table  3,  indicates  that  $60  million 
of  industrial  leather  belting  and  packing  were 
shipped  by  all  producers  of  these  products.  Of 
this  total,  $55  million,  or  92  percent,  were 
shipped  by  plants  classified  in  industry  3121 
Industrial  Leather  Belting  while  the  remainder 
was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other  indus- 
tries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of  , 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as-  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  State  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  1960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  Census  of  Manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  the  United  States.  The  first  Census  of 
Manufactures  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses 
of  Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight.

and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Footwear  Cut  Stock  Industry  amounted  to 
$256  million.  Of  this  total,  $226  million  were 
products  primary  to  the  industry,  $12  million 


were  products  primary  to  other  industries,  and 
$18  million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous  ac- 
tivities. The  industry  shipments  of  primary 
products  represented  95  percent  of  the  total 
manufactured  product  shipments  (primary  and 
secondary).  The  1954  ratio  was  97  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  ship- 
ped by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  ap- 
pearing in  table  3,  indicates  that  $237  million 
of  footwear  cut  stock  were  shipped  by  all  pro- 
ducers of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  $226 
million,  or  95  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants 
classified  in  Industry  3131,  Footwear  Cut  Stock, 
while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  clas- 
sified in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc . ) .  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
House  Slippers  Industry  produced  products  valued 
at  $110  million,  an  increase  of  21  percent  over 
1954,  according  to  preliminary  results  obtained 
from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Com- 
merce. Average  employment  in  this  industry 
showed  an  increase  of  4  percent  from  1954  to 
1958  to  a  total  of  11.3  thousand  employees  in 
1958.  Adjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  in 
the  industry  amounted  to  $59  million  in  1958, 
an  increase  of  29  percent  from  1954-  when  the 


previous  census  was  taken.  Adjusted  value  added 
is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  production.  It  avoids 
the  duplication  in  the  value  of  production  which 
results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manu- 
facturing establishments  as  materials  by  others, 
and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  industries  or  geo- 
graphic areas.  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in 
the  money  figures  shown  in  this  report  for 
changes  in  price  levels  from  1954  to  1958.

1958  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 


The  House  Slippers  Industry  includes 
establishments  engaged  primarily  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  house  slippers  of  leather  or  other  mate- 
rials, except  as  noted.  Establishments  primarily 
engaged  in  making  vulcanized  rubber  slippers 
(beach  and  shower  slippers,  scuffs,  etc.)  are 
classified  in  Industry  3021,  Rubber  Footwear; 
wooden  slippers,  including  wooden  clogs,  are 
classified  in  Industry  2499,  Wood  Products, 
N.E.C.;  and  paper  bath  slippers  in  Industry  2699, 
Converted  Paper  Products,  N.E.C.  Textile  mills 
producing  slipper  socks  are  classified  in  In- 
dustry 2252,  Seamless  Hosiery.  This  report  does 
not  include  figures  for  administrative  offices, 
warehouses,  garages,  or  other  auxiliary  units 
which  service  manufacturing  establishments. 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  19^5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include'  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 


ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  1954.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  PRODUCTION 

The  value  of  production  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  House  Slippers  In- 
dustry consisted  not  only  of  products  described 
above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  in- 
cluded the  value  of  secondary  products  (which 
are  primary  in  other  industries),  and  miscella- 
neous receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of 
products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  production 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  House  Slippers  Industry  amounted  to  $110 
million.  Of  this  total,  $98  million  were  prod- 
ucts primary  to  the  industry,  $10  million  were 
products  primary  to  other  industries,  and  $2 


million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous  activi- 
ties. The  industry  shipments  of  primary  products 
represented  90  percent  of  the  total  manufactured 
product  shipments  (primary  and  secondary).  The 
19514.  ratio  was  89  percent. 

The  total  value  of  production  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  pro- 
duced by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure, 
appearing  in  table  3,  indicates  that  $113  million 
of  house  slippers  were  produced  by  all  producers 
of  these  products.  Of  this,  total,  $97  million, 
or  86  percent,  were  produced  by  plants  classified 
in  Industry  31^2,  House  Slippers,  while  the 
remainder  was  produced  by  plants  classified  in 
other  industries. 


GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  production, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact" should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  production  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 


PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  was 
conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Leather  Tanning  and  Finishing  Industry  shipped 
products  valued  at  $74-2  million,  an  increase  of 
4  percent  over  1954,  according  to  preliminary 
results  obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manu- 
factures conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
Department  of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in 
this  industry  showed  a  decrease  of  15  percent 
from  1954  to  1958  to  a  total  of  37.1  thousand 
employees  in  1958.  Adjusted  value  added  by  man- 
ufacture in  the  industry  amounted  to  $276  mil- 
lion in  1958,  an  increase  of  6  percent  from  1954 


when  the  previous  census  was  taken.  Value  added 
is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  shipments.  It  avoids 
the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which 
results  from  the  use  of  products  of  seme  manu- 
facturing establishments  as  materials  by  others, 
and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  meas- 
ure available  for  comparing  the  relative  eco- 
nomic importance  of  manufacturing  industries  or 
geographic  areas.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  money  figures  shown  in  this  report 
for  changes  in  price  levels  from  1954  to  1958.

The  Leather  Tanning  and  Finishing 
Industry  includes  establishments  engaged  pri- 
marily ■  in  tanning,  currying, .  and  finishing 
sole  and  belting  leathers,  upper  and  lining 
leathers,  and  miscellaenous  specialty  leathers, 
and  in  embossing,  japanning,  and  currying 
leathers.  This  report  does  not  include  figures 
for  administrative  offices,  warehouses,  garages, 
or  other  auxiliary  units  which  service  manu- 
facturing establishments. 


This  report  is  based  upon  the  19^5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries. 
The  final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957 
edition  of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  exten- 
sive revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the 
manufacturing  sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  conducted 
by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each  estab- 
lishment. Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of 
almost  300,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms 
operating  more  than  one  establishment  were 
required  to  submit  a  report  for  each  separate 
location.  Also,  companies  engaged  in  distinctly 
different  lines  of  activity  at  one  location 
submitted  separate  reports  if  the  company  records 
permitted  such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate 
activities  were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  Leather  Tanning 
and  Finishing  Industry  consisted  not  only  of 
products  described  above  as  primary  to  the  in- 
dustry, but  also  included  the  value  of  second- 
ary products  (which  are  primary  in  other 
industries),  and  miscellaneous  receipts  for 
contract  work,  resale  of  products,  etc.  The 
total  value  of  shipments  and  other  receipts  of 
establishments  classified  in  the  Leather  Tan- 
ning and  Finishing  Industry  amounted  to  $74-2 
million.  Of  this  total,  $632  million  were 
products  primary  to  the  industry,  $2  million 
were  products  primary  to  other  industries,  and 
$108  million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous 
activities  mainly  contract  receipts.  The  in- 
dustry shipments  of  primary  products  repre- 
sented almost  100  percent  of  the  total  manufac- 
tured product  shipments  (primary  and  secondary) . 
The  1954  ratio  was  98  percent. 


The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the   industry 
shipped  by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure, 
appearing  in  table  3,  indicates  that  $635  mil- 
lion of  tanned,  finished  and  rough  leathers 
were  shipped  by  all  producers  of  these  products. 
Of  this  total,  $632  million,  or  99  percent, 
were  shipped  by  plants  classified  in  Industry 
3111,  Leather  Tanning  and  Finishing,  while  the 
remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
other  industries. 


GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others, 
repair  work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken 
into  account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
5)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 


PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  industry 
will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports,  which 
will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at  a 
later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
"secondary  production, "  as  well  as  the  various 
statistical  items  such  as  "employment,"  "value 
added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and  final 
reports  will  be  issued  for  other  industries 
during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  prelim- 
inary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and 
totals  for  each  State  are  being  issued.  Final 
industry  reports  and  final  State  reports  will  be 
published  during  the  spring  and  summer  of  I960.

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  was 
conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Small  Leather  Goods  Industry  shipped  products 
valued  at  $78  million,  an  increase  of  34  percent 
over  1954,  according  to  preliminary  results  ob- 
tained from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  con- 
ducted by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department 
of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this  indus- 
try showed  an  increase  of  12  percent  from  1954 
to  1958  to  a  total  of  7.5  thousand  employees  in 
1958.  Adjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  in 
the  industry  amounted  to  $43  million  in  1958,  an 
increase  of  32  percent  from  1954  when  the 


previous  •census  was  taken.  Value  added  is  de- 
rived by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  shipments.  It  avoids 
the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which 
results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manu- 
facturing establishments  as  materials  by  others, 
and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  industries  or  geo- 
graphic areas.  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in 
the  money  figures  shown  in  this  report  for 
changes  in  price  levels  from  1954  to  1958.

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The  Small  Leather  Goods  Industry  in- 
cludes establishments  engaged  primarily  in  the 
manufacture  of  small  leather  articles  such  as 
billfolds,  card  cases,  cigarette  cases,  key 
cases,  coin  purses,  tobacco  pouches,  and  check- 
book covers.  Also  included  are  establishments 
making  these  products  from  plastic  and  non- 
leather  materials.  This  report  does  not  include 
figures  for  administrative  offices ,  warehouses , 
garages,  or  other  auxiliary  units  which  service 
manufacturing  establishments . 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  1945 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  195&  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  ,of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  1954.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  Small  Leather  Goods 
Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products  described 
above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  in- 
cluded the  value  of  secondary  products  (which 
are  primary  in  other  industries),  and  miscella- 
neous receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of 
products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments  and 
other  receipts  of  establishments  classified  in 
the  Small  Leather  Goods  Industry  amounted  to  $78 
million.  Of  this  total,  $67  million  were  prod- 
ucts primary  to  the  industry,  $4  million  were 
products  primary  to  other  industries,  and  $7 
million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous  activi- 
ties. The  industry  shipments  of  primary  products 
represented  $k  percent  of  the  total  manufactured 
product  shipments  (primary  and  secondary).  The 
195^  ratio  was  91  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 


should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $76  million  of  bill- 
folds and  other  small  leather  goods  were  shipped 
by  all  producers  of  these  products.  Of  this 
total,  $67  million,  or  89  percent,  were  shipped 
by  plants  classified  in  Industry  3172,  Small 
Leather  Goods  while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  State  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  report  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty -seventh  census  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  I96U 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim "years.

Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce. 
Average  employment  in  this  industry  showed  a 
decrease  of  1  percent  from  1954  to  1958  to  a 
total  of  15.7  thousand  employees  in  1958.  Ad- 
justed value  added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry 
amounted  to  $96  million  in  1958,  an  increase  of 
4  percent  from  1954  when  the  previous  census  was 


taken.  Adjusted  value  added  is  derived  by  sub- 
tracting the  cost  of  materials ,  fuels ,  etc . , 
from  value  of  shipments .  It  avoids  the  duplica- 
tion in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results 
from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manufacturing 
establishments  as  materials  by  others ,  and  is 
for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure  avail- 
able for  comparing  the  relative  economic  impor- 
tance of  manufacturing  industries  or  geographic 
areas.

1958  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 


The  Luggage  Industry  includes  estab- 
lishments engaged  primarily  in  the  manufacture 
of  suitcases,  briefcases,  bags,  trunks,  and 
related  luggage  of  leather  or  other  materials. 
Other  products  included  in  this  industry  are: 
hat  boxes  (except  paper  or  paperboard),  camera 
and  binocular  cases,  toilet  kits  and  cases. 
Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing 
luggage  hardware  are  classified  in  Industry 
3^29,  Hardware,  N.E.C.  This  report  does  not 
include  figures  for  administrative  offices, 
warehouses,  garages,  or  other  auxiliary  units 
which  service  manufacturing  establishments. 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  19^5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 


ESTABLISHMENTS 

Tne  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almcst 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  195&  Census,  most  are  operated  by  3 ingle - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  195& 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees .  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^  •  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Luggage  Industry 
consisted  not  only  of  products  described  above 
as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  included 
the  value  of  secondary  products  (which  are  pri- 
mary in  other  industries),  and  miscellaneous 
receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of  products, 
etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments  and  other 
receipts  of  establishments  classified  in  the 
Luggage  Industry  amounted  to  $165  million.  Of 
this  total,  $173  million  were  products  primary 
to  the  industry,  $7  million  were  products  pri- 
mary to  other  industries ,  and  $5  million  were 
receipts  for  miscellaneous  activities.  The  in- 
dustry shipments  of  primary  products  represented 
96  percent  of  the  total  manufactured  product 


shipments  (primary  and  secondary) .   The  195^ 
ratio  was  9^  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  j,  indicates  that  $182  million  of 
luggage  were  shipped  by  all  producers  of  these 
products.  Of  this  total,  $173  million,  or  95 
percent,  were  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
Industry  31ol,  Luggage,  while  the  remainder  was 
shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other  indus- 
tries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,'1  "establishments  . " 
and  "secondary  production."  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment,"

tries during  the  corning  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  report's  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.

The  195<^  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty -seventh  Census  of  Manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  the  United  States.  The  first  Census  of 
Manufactures  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses 
of  Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Handbags  and  Purses  Industry  shipped  products 
valued  at  $234-  million,  an  increase  of  21  percent 
over  1954,  according  to  preliminary  results  ob- 
tained from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department 
of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this  industry 
showed  a  decrease  of  4  percent  from  1954  to  1958 
to  a  total  of  22.1  thousand  employees  in  1958. 
Adjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  in  the 
industry  amounted  to  |112  million  in  1958,  an  in- 
crease of  20  percent  from  1954-  when  the  previous 


census  was  taken.  Adjusted  value  added  is 
derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
fuels ,  etc . ,  from  value  of  shipments .  It  avoids 
the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which 
results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manu- 
facturing establishments  as  materials  by  others, 
and  is  for  most  purposes ,  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  industries  or  geo- 
graphic areas.  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in 
the  money  figures  shown  in  this  report  for 
changes  in  price  levels  from  1954  to  1958.

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  Handbags  and  Purses 
Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products  described 
above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  in- 
cluded the  value  of  secondary  products  (which 
are  primary  in  other  industries),  and  miscella- 
neous receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of 
products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments  and 
other  receipts  of  establishments  classified  in 
the  Handbags  and  Purses  Industry  amounted  to 
$23^  million.  Of  this  total,  $210  million  were 
products  primary  to  the  industry,  $13  million 
were  products  primary  to  other  industries,  and 
$11  million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous 
activities.  The  industry  shipments  of  primary 
products  represented  9^  percent  of  the  total 
manufactured  product  shipments  (primary  and 
secondary).  The  195^  ratio  was  97  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 


should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $21 U  million  of 
handbags  and  purses  were  shipped  by  all  producers 
of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  $210  million, 
or  98  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants  classified 
in  Industry  3171,  Handbags  and  Purses,  while  the 
remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
other  industries.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Leather  Dress  Gloves  Industry  shipped  products 
valued  at  $34-  million,  an  increase  of  12  percent 
over  1954,  according  to  preliminary  results 
obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department 
of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this  industry 
showed  a  decrease  of  7  percent  from  1954  to  1958 
to  a  total  of  4.1  thousand  employees  in  1958. 
Adjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  in  the  in- 
dustry amounted  to  $17  million  in  1958,  an 
increase  of  29  percent  from  1954  when  the  pre- 


vious census  was  taken.  Value  added  is  derived 
by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials,  fuels, 
etc.,  from  value  of  production.  It  avoids  the 
duplication  in  the  value  of  production  which 
results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manu- 
facturing establishments  as  materials  by  others, 
and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  industries  or  geo- 
graphic areas.  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in 
the  money  figures  shown  in  this  report  for 
changes  in  price  levels  from  1954  to  1958.

1958  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 


The  Leather  Dress  Gloves  Industry  in- 
cludes establishments  engaged  primarily  in  the 
manufacture  of  dress  and  semidress  gloves  exclu- 
sively of  leather.  Establishments  primarily 
engaged  in  manufacturing  leather  work  gloves  and 
mittens  are  classified  in  Industry  3152,  Leather 
Work  Gloves;  knit  gloves  in  Industry  2255,  Knit 
Glove  Mills;  dress  and  semidress  gloves  and 
mittens  made  of  cloth  or  cloth  and  leather 
combined  in  Industry  2381, Fabric  and  Combination 
Dre3£  Gloves  and  sport  and  athletic  gloves  in 
Industry  394-9,  Sporting  and  Athletic  Goods.  This 
report  does  not  include  figures  for  administra- 
tive offices,  warehouses,  garages,  or  other 
auxiliary  units  which  service  manufacturing 
establishments . 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  19^5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  PRODUCTION 

The  value  of  production  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  Leather  Dress 
Gloves  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  production 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Leather  Dress  Gloves  Industry  amounted  to 
$34  million.  Of  this  total,  $26  million  were 
products  primary  to  the  industry,  $5  million 


were  products  primary  to  other  industries,  and 
$3  million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous 
activities.  The  industry  production  of  primary 
products  represented  84  percent  of  the  total 
manufactured  products  (primary  and  secondary) . 
The  1954-  ratio  was  86  percent. 

The  total  value  of  production  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  made 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3, indicates  that  $31  million  of  leather 
dress  and  semi -dress  gloves  and  mittens  were 
made  by  all  producers  of  these  products.  Of 
this  total,  $26  million,  or  85  percent,  were 
made  by  plants  classified  in  Industry  3151, 
Leather  Dress  Gloves,  while  the  remainder  was 
made  by  plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  production, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2.)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the ' production  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added, "  etc .  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C.

This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight.

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufac- 
turing dress  and  semidress  leather  gloves  are 
classified  in  Industry  3151,  Leather  Dress 
Gloves;  knitted  work  gloves  in  Industry  2255, 
Knit  Gloves  Mills;  work  gloves  and  mittens  of 
cloth,  or  cloth  and  leather  combined  in  Industry 
2382,  Fabric  and  Combination  Work  Gloves;  and 
Sporting  and  athletic  gloves  in  Industry  394-9, 
Sporting  and  Athletic  Goods.  This  report  does 
not  include  figures  for  administrative  offices, 
warehouses,  garages,  or  other  auxiliary  units 
which  service  manufacturing  establishments. 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  19^5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.

VALUE  OF  PRODUCTION 

The  value  of  production  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  Leather  Work  Gloves 
Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products  described 
above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  in- 
cluded the  value  of  secondary  products  (which 
are  primary  in  other  industries),  and  miscel- 
laneous receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of 
products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  production  and 
other  receipts  of  establishments  classified  in 
the  Leather  Work  Gloves  and  Mittens  Industry 
amounted  to  $19  million.  Of  this  total,  $14- 
million  were  products  primary  to  the  industry, 
$4-  million  were  products   primary  to  other 


industries,  and  $1  million  were  receipts  for 
miscellaneous  activities.  The  industry  pro- 
duction of  primary  products  represented  79  per- 
cent of  the  total  manufactured  products  (primary 
and  secondary) .   The  1954  ratio  was  82  percent. 

The  total  value  of  production  for  the 
.industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  made 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3, indicates  that  $18  million  of  leather 
work  gloves  and  mittens  were  produced  by  all 
producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  $14- 
million,  or  78  percent,  were  produced  by  plants 
classified  in  Industry  3152,  Leather  Work  Gloves 
and  Mittens,  while  the  remainder  was  produced  by 
plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc. )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in-

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During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Pressed  and  Blown  Glassware,  Not  Elsewhere  Clas- 
sified, Industry  shipped  products  valued  at  $449 
million,  an  increase  of  8  percent  over  1954, 
according  to  preliminary  results  obtained  from 
the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce. 
Average  employment  in  this  industry  showed  a 
decrease  of  12  percent  from  1954  to  1958  to  a 
total  of  36.8  thousand  employees  in  1958.  Value 
added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry  amounted  to 
$315  million  in  1958,  an  increase  of  7  percent 
from  1954  when  the  previous  census  was  taken. 


Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost 
of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  ship- 
ments. It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of 
products  of  some  manufacturing  establishments  as 
materials  by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes, 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
industries  or  geographic  areas.  No  adjustments 
have  been  made  in  the  money  figures  shown  in 
this  report  for  changes  in  price  levels  from 
1954  to  1958.

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  1954.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  Pressed  and  Blown 
Glassware,  N.E.C.,  Industry  consisted  not  onlyof 
products  described  above  as  primary  to  the  in- 
dustry, but  also  included  the  value  of  secondary 
products  fchich  are  primary  in  other  industries), 
and  miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work, 
resale  of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of 
shipments  and  other  receipts  of  establishments 
classified  in  the  Pressed  and  Blown  Glassware, 
N.E.C,  Industry  amounted  to  $¥(-9  million.  Of 
this  total,  $^37  million  were  products  primary 
to  the  industry,  $7  million  were  products  pri- 
mary to  other  industries,  and  $5  million  were 
receipts  for  miscellaneous  activities.

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $^6  million  of 
pressed  and  blown  glassware,  n.e.c,  were  shipped 
by  all  producers  of  these  products.  Of  this 
total,  $437  million,  or  98  percent,  were  shipped 
by  plants  classified  in  Industry  3229,  Pressed 
and  Blown  Glassware,  N.E.C,  while  the  remainder 
was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other  indus- 
tries. 


GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  " establishments^" 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 


The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  was 
conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight.

Glass  Industry  shipped  products  valued  at  $385 
million,  an  increase  of  3  percent  over  1954, 
according  to  preliminary  results  obtained  from 
the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce. 
Average  employment  in  this  industry  showed  a  de- 
crease of  14  percent  from  1954  to  1958  to  a 
total  of  21.2  thousand  employees  in  1958.  Value 
added  by  manufacture  In  the  industry  amounted  to 
$263  million  in  1958,  an  increase  of  6  percent 
from  1954  when  the  previous  census  was  taken. 


Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost 
of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  ship- 
ments. It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  prod- 
ucts of  some  manufacturing  establishments  as 
materials  by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes, 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufactur- 
ing industries  or  geographic  areas.  No  adjust- 
ments have  been  made  in  the  money  figures  shown 
in  this  report  for  changes  in  price  levels  from 
1954  to  1958.

The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Products  of 
Purchased  Glass  Industry  consisted  not  only  of 
products  described  above  as  primary  to  the  in- 
dustry, but  also  included  the  value  of  secondary 
products  (which  are  primary  in  other  industries), 
and  miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work, 
resale  of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of 
shipments  and  other  receipts  of  establishments 
classified  in  the  Glass  Products  of  Purchased 
Glass  Industry  amounted  to  $442  million.  Of  this 
total,  $412  million  were  products  primary  to  the 
industry,  $5  million  were  products  primary  to

(primary  and  secondary) .  The  1954  ratio  was 
97  percent. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table

value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  ship- 
ped by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appear- 
ing in  table  3,  indicates  that  $87  million  of 
sewer  pipe  were  shipped  by  all  producers  of  these 
products.  Of  this  total,  $83  million,  or  95 
percent,  were  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
Industry  325^  >  Sewer  Pipe,  while  the  remainder 
was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other  In- 
dustrie s . 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments,"

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty -seventh  census  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  frist 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1$6- 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  19c3»  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Cement,  Hydraulic  Industry  shipped  products 
valued  at  $1,073  million,  an  increase  of  30  per- 
cent over  1954,  according  to  preliminary  results 
obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department 
of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this  industry 
showed  an  increase  of  3  percent  from  1954-  to 
1958  to  a  total  of  4-1.1  thousand  employees  in 
1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry 
amounted  to  $723  million  in  1958,  an  increase  of 
37  percent  from  1954  when  the  previous  census 


was  taken.  Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value 
of  shipments.  It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the 
value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of 
products  of  some  manufacturing  establishments  as 
materials  by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes, 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
industries  or  geographic  areas.  No  adjustments 
have  been  made  in  the  money  figures  shown  in 
this  report  for  changes  in  price  levels  from 
1954  to  1958.

The  Cement,  Hydraulic  Industry  include 
establishments  engaged  primarily  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  hydraulic  cement,  including  portland, 
natural,  masonry,  and  puzzolan  cements.  This  re- 
port does  not  include  figures  for  administrative 
offices,  warehouses,  garages,  or  other  auxiliary 
units  which  service  manufacturing  establish- 
ments . 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  19*4-5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Cement,  Hydraulic 
Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products  (including 
containers)  described  above  as  primary  to  the 
industry,  but  also  included  the  value  of  second- 
ary products  (which  are  primary  in  other  indus- 
tries), and  miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract 
work,  resale  of  products,  etc.  The  total  value 
of  shipments  and  other  receipts  of  establishments 
classified  in  the  Cement,  Hydraulic  Industry 
amounted  to  $1,073  million.  Of  this  total,  $1,060 
million  were  products  primary  to  the  industry,  $6 
million  were  products  primary  to  other  industries, 
and  $7  million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous 
activities.  The  industry  shipments  of  primary 
products  represented  99  percent  of  the  total  man- 
ufactured product  shipments  (primary  and  second- 
ary) .   The  1954  ratio  was  99  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts  of 
establishments  classified  in  the  industry,  should 


be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total  value  of 
primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped  by  all 
producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing  in  table 
3,  indicates  that  $1,063  million  of  cement, 
hydraulic  were  shipped  by  all  producers  of  these 
products.  Of  this  total,  $1,060  million,  or 
almost  100  percent,  were  snipped  by  plants  clas- 
sified in  Industry  324-1,  Cement,  Hydraulic,  while 
the  remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  census  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  196k 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  I963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  1954.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHTFMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Vitreous -China 
Food  Utensils  Industry  consisted  not  only  of 
products  described  above  as  primary  to  the 
industry,  but  also  included  the  value  of  secondary 
products  (which  are  primary  in  other  industries) 
and  miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work, 
resale  of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of 
shipments  and  other  receipts  of  establishments 
classified  in  the  Vitreous -China  Food  Utensils 
Industry  amounted  to  $52  million.  Of  this  total, 
h&9  million  were  products  primary  to  the  indus- 
try, $2  million  were  products  primary  to  other 
industries,  and  $L  million  were  receipts  for 
miscellaneous  activities .  The  industry  shipments 
of  primary  products  represented  95  percent  of 
total  manufactured  product  shipments  (primary 
and  secondary).  The  195^  ratio  was  95  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 


should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry 
shipped  by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure, 
appearing  in  table  3>  indicates  that  $51  million 
of  vitreous -china  food  utensils  were  shipped  by 
all  producers  of  these  products .  Of  this  total, 
$^9  million,  or  Q6  percent,  were  shinned  by 
plants  classified  in  Industry  J262,  Vitreous- 
China  Food  Utensils,  wnile  the  remainder  was 
shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other  indus- 
tries . 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments,"

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  Census  of  Manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five, 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Earthenware 
Food  Utensils  Industry  consisted  not  only  of 
products  described  above  as  primary  to  the 
industry,  but  also  included  the  value  of 
secondary  products  (which  are  primary  in  other 
industries),  and  miscellaneous  receipts  for 
contract  work,  resale  of  products,  etc.  The 
total  value  of  shipments  and  other  receipts  of 
establishments  classified  in  the  Earthenware 
Food  Utensils  Industry  amounted  to  $^9  million.

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 


of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry 
shipped  by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure, 
appearing  in  table  3,  indicates  that  $52"  million 
of  Earthenware  Food  Utensils  were  shipped  by  all 
producers  of  these  products .  Of  this  total, 
$^7  million,  or  90  percent,  were  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  Industry  3^63,  Earthenware 
Food  Utensils,  while  the  remainder  was  shipped 
by  plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the  Lime 
Industry  shipped  products  valued  at  $131  million, 
an  increase  of  16  percent  over  1954,  according 
to  preliminary  results  obtained  from  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  conducted  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce.  Average 
employment  in  this  industry  showed  a  decrease  of 
10  percent  from  1954  to  1958  to  a  total  of  7.2 
thousand  employees  in  1958.  Value  added  by  manu- 
facture in  the  industry  amounted  to  $73  million 
in  1958,  an  increase  of  27  percent  from  1954- 
when  the  previous  census  was  taken.

The  Lime  Industry  includes  establish- 
ments engaged  primarily  in  the  manufacture  of 
quicklime,  hydrated  lime,  and  dead-burned  dolo- 
mite from  limestone,  dolomite,  shells,  or  other 
substances.  This  report  does  not  include  figures 
for  administrative  offices,  warehouses,  garages, 
or  other  auxiliary  units  which  service  manufac- 
turing establishments. 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  19^5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  I958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Lime  Industry 
consisted  not  only  of  products  described  above 
as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  included 
the  value  of  secondary  products  (which  are  pri- 
mary in  other  industries),  and  miscellaneous 
receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of  products, 
etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments  and  other 
receipts  of  establishments  classified  in  the 
Lime  Industry  amounted  to  $131  million.  Of  this 
total,  $106  million  were  products  primary  to  the 
industry,  $20  million  were  products  primary  to 
other  industries,  and  $5  million  were  receipts 
for  miscellaneous  activities.  The  industry 
shipments  of  primary  products  represented  84- 
percent  of  the  total  manufactured  product  ship- 
ments (primary  and  secondary).  The  1954-  ratio 
was  84-  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,   which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 


of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $114  million  of 
Lime  were  shipped  by  all  producers  of  these 
products.  Of  this  total,  $106  million,  or  95 
percent,  were  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
Industry  3274,  Lime,  while  the  remainder  was 
shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3 )  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry/'  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  census  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  l8l0 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  I95O  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  I963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

The  Concrete  Products  Industry  includes

This  report  does  not  include  figures 
for  administrative  offices,  warehouses,  garages, 
or  other  auxiliary  units  which  service  manufac- 
turing establishments.

ESTABLISHMENTS

The  Cut-Stone  and  Stone  Products  Indus- 
try includes  establishments  engaged  primarily  in 
cutting,  shaping,  and  finishing  marble,  granite, 
slate  and  other  stone  for  building  and  miscella- 
neous uses.  Important  products  of  this  industry 
include  monuments  and  tombstones,  dimension 
stones  for  building,  slate  blackboards,  and  stone 
furniture.  This  report  does  not  include  figures 
for  administrative  offices,  warehouses,  garages, 
or  other  auxiliary  units  which  service  manufac- 
turing establishments. 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  19^5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries. 
The  final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957 
edition  of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  exten- 
sive revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the 
manufacturing  sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  conducted 
by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each  estab- 
lishment. Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of 
almost  300,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms 
operating  more  than  one  establishment  were 
required  to  submit  a  report  for  each  separate 
location.  Also,  companies  engaged  in  distinctly 
different  lines  of  activity  at  one  location 
submitted  separate  reports  if  the  company  records 
permitted  such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate 
activities  were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Cut-Stone  and 
Stone  Products  Industry  consisted  not  only  of 
products  described  above  as  primary  to  the  in- 
dustry, but  also  included  the  value  of  secondary 
products  (which  are  primary  in  other  industries), 
and  miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work, 
resale  of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of 
shipments  and  other  receipts  of  establishments 
classified  in  the  Cut-Stone  and  Stone  Products 
Industry  amounted  to  $208  million.  Of  this 
total,  $189  million  were  products  primary  to  the 
industry,  $7  million  were  products  primary  to 
other  industries,  and  $12  million  were  receipts 
for  miscellaneous  activities.  The  industry 
shipments  of  primary  products  represented  % 
percent  of  the  total  manufactured  product  ship- 


ments (primary  and  secondary) .  The  1954  ratio 
was  93  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $195  million  of  cut- 
stone  and  stone  products  were  shipped  by  all 
producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  $189 
million,  or  97  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants 
classified  in  Industry  3281,  Cut-Stone  and  Stone 
Products,  while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  .materials  owned  by  others, 
repair  work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken 
into  account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

More  detailed  f igures  for  this  industry 
will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports,  which 
will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at  a 
later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
"secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  various 
statistical  items  such  as  "employment,"  "value 
added,"  etc.  .  Similar  preliminary  and  final 
reports  will  be  issued  for  other  industries 
during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  prelim- 
inary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and 
totals  for  each  State  are  being  issued.

The  Abrasive  Products  Industry  in- 
cludes establishments  engaged  primarily  in  the 
manufacture  of  abrasive  grinding  -wheels  of 
natural  or  synthetic  materials;  abrasive  sticks, 
stones,  bricks,  paper  and  cloth;  abrasive  grains, 
natural  or  manufactured;  and  buffing  and  polish- 
ing wheels.  This  report  does  not  include  figures 
for  administrative  offices,  warehouses,  garages, 
or  other  auxiliary  units  which  service  manufac- 
turing establishments. 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  194-5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  1954.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Abrasive  Products 
Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products  described 
above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also 
included  the  value  of  secondary  products  (which 
are  primary  in  other  industries),  and  miscella- 
neous receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of 
products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments  and 
other  receipts  of  establishments  classified  in 
the  Abrasive  Products  Industry  amounted  to  $492 
million.  Of  this  total,  $388  million  were  prod- 
ucts primary  to  the  industry,  $76  million  were 
products  primary  to  other  industries,  and  $28 
million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous  activi- 
ties. The  industry  shipments  of  primary  products 
represented  8^  percent  of  the  total  manufactured 
product  shipments  (primary  and  secondary) .  The 
1954  ratio  was  94  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 


of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $404  million  of  abra- 
sive products  were  shipped  by  all  producers  of 
these  products.  Of  this  total,  $388  million,  or 
96  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
Industry  3291,  Abrasive  Products,  while  the 
remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  classified  In 
other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  Census  of  Manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  fivei 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Gaskets  and 
Asbestos  Insulations  Industry  consisted  not  only 
of  products  described  above  as  primary  to  the 
industry,  but  also  included  the  value  of  second- 
ary products  (which  are  primary  in  other  indus- 
tries), and  miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract 
work,  resale  of  products,  etc.  The  total  value 
of  shipments  and  other  receipts  of  establish- 
ments classified  in  the  Gaskets  and  Asbestos 
Insulations  Industry  amounted  to  $188  million. 
Of  this  total,  $14-7  million  were  products  primary 
to  the  industry,  $21  million  were  products 
primary  to  other  industries,  and  $20  million 
were  receipts  for  miscellaneous  activities.  The 
industry  shipments  of  primary  products  repre- 
sented 87  percent  of  the  total  manufactured 
product  shipments  (primary  and  secondary) .  The 
1954-  ratio  was  86  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 


of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3-,  indicates  that  $213  million  of  gas- 
kets and  asbestos  insulations  were  shipped  by 
all  producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  ; 
$147  million,  or  69  percent,  were  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  Industry  3293,  Gaskets  and 
Asbestos  Insulations,  while  the  remainder  was 
shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry.

L>uring  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Nonclay  Refractories  Industry  shipped  products 
valued  at  $195  million,  an  increase  of  48  per- 
cent over  1954,  according  to  preliminary  results 
obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this 
industry  showed  a  decrease  of  1  percent  from 
1954  to  1958  to  a  total  of  8.5  thousand  em- 
ployees in  1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture  in 
the  Industry  amounted  to  $108  million  in  1958, 
an  increase  of  40  percent  from  1954  when  the 


previous  census  was  taken.  Value  added  is 
derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  shipments.

The  None  lay  Refractories  Industry  in- 
cludes establishments  engaged  primarily  in  the 
manufacture  of  Refractories  and  Crucibles  made* 
of  materials  other  than  clay.

This  report  is  based  upon  the  1945 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  axe  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  1954.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SEGMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  The  Nonclay  Refrac- 
tories Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Nonclay  Refractories  Industry  amounted  to 
$195  million.  Of  this  total,  $179  million  were 
products  primary  to  the  Industry,  $12  million 
were  products  primary  to  other  industries,  and 
$4  million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous  activ- 
ities. The  industry  shipments  of  primary  prod- 
ucts represented  94  percent  of  the  total  manu- 
factured product  shipments  (primary  and  second- 
ary). The  1954  ratio  was  96  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts  of 


establishments  classified  in  the  industry,  should 
be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total  value  of 
primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped  by  all 
producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing  in  table 
3,  indicates  that  $198  million  of  nonclay  refrac- 
tories were  shipped  by  all  producers  of  these 
products .  Of  this  total,  $  179  million,  or  90 
percent,  were  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
Industry  3297,  nonclay  refractories,  while  the 
remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
other  industries . 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months .  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  State  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  "and  summer  of  1960.

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  Census  of  Manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight.

The  latter  figure, 
appearing  in  table  3,  indicates  that  $420  million 
of  asbestos  products  were  shipped  by  all  pro- 
ducers of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  $385 
million,  or  92  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants 
classified  in  Industry  3292,  Asbestos  Products, 
while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by  plants 
classified  in  other  industries . 


GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others, 
repair  work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken 
into  account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry.

Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost 
of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  ship- 
ments. It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value

are  primary  in  other  industries),  and  miscella- 
neous receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of 
products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments  and 
other  receipts  of  establishments  classified  as 
Malleable -Iron  Foundries  amounted  to  $211  mil- 
lion.

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry.

During  1958,  value  added  by  manufac- 
ture in  Blast  Furnaces  and  Steel  Mills  amounted 
to  $6,065  million,  an  increase  of  20  percent 
over  1954,  according  to  preliminary  results  ob- 
tained from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  con- 
ducted by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department 
of  Commerce.  Value  added  is  derived  by  subtrac- 
ting the  cost  of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from 
value  of  shipments.  It  avoids  the  duplication 
in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the 
use  of  products  of  some  manufacturing  establish- 
ments as  materials  by  others,  and  is  for  most 
purposes,  the  best  value  measure  available  for 
comparing  the  relative  economic  importance  of 
manufacturing  industries  or  geographic  areas. 
No  adjustments  have  been  made  in  the  money  fig- 
ures shown  in  this  report  for  changes  in  price 
levels  from  1954-  to  1958.  Average  employment  in 
this  industry  showed  a  decrease  of  7  percent 
from  1954  to  1958  to  a  total  of  512.8  thousand 
employees  in  1958. 

This  industry  includes  establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  hot  metal, 
pig  iron,  silvery  pig  iron,  and  ferroalloys  from 
iron  ore  and  iron  and  steel  scrap;  converting 
pig  iron,  scrap  iron  and  scrap  steel  into  steel; 
and  in  hot  rolling  iron  and  steel  into  basic 
shapes  such  as  plates ,  sheets,  strips,  rods,  bars 
and  tubing.  In  many  such  establishments,  the 
manufacturing  processes  are  carried  beyond  the 
hot-rolling  stage  and  into  the  production  of 
steel  forgings,  drawn  wire,  welded  and  heavy- 
riveted  pipe,  cold-rolled  sheet  and  strip,  cold- 
finished  bars  and  shapes,  and  wire  nails  and 
spikes.  Merchant  blast  furnaces  and  byproduct  or 


beehive  coke  ovens  are  also  included  in  this  in- 
dustry. Establishments  primarily  engaged  in 
manufacturing  ferro  and  nonferrous  additive 
alloys  by  electrometallurgical  processes  are 
classified  in  Industry  3313.  This  report  does 
not  include  figures  for  administrative  offices, 
warehouses,  garages,  or  other  auxiliary  units 
which  service  manufacturing  establishments. 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  1945 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 


ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 
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VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS  AND  COST  OF  MATERIALS 

Data  an  cost  of  materials  and  value  of 
shipments  of  Industry  3312  include  extensive 
duplication  resulting  from  the  transfer  of  prod- 
ucts such  as  coke  to  establishments  producing 
pig  iron;  the  transfer  of  pig  iron  from  non- 
integrated  blast  furnaces  to  steel  works;  and 
the  fact  that  considerable  quantities  of  steel 
ingots,  semi -finished  shapes  and  finished  shapes 
and  forms  are  transferred  from  one  steel  mill  to 
another  for  further  processing.  The  value  of 
such  shipments  are  duplicated  in  the  total  value 
of  shipments.  A  corresponding  duplication  enters 
into  the  total  cost  of  materials.  Totals  are, 
therefore,  not  shown  for  cost  of  materials  and 
value  of  shipments.  The  data  shown  for  value 
added  by  manufacture  (value  of  shipments  less 
cost  of  materials,  etc.)  avoid  this  duplication. 

In  view  of  the  duplication  in  value  of 
shipments,  the  exact  "primary  product  speciali- 
zation ratio"  for  this  industry  cannot  be  com- 
puted. Similarly,  the  exact  "coverage  ratio" 
for  Industry  3312  cannot  be  computed. 


GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3A)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 


DESCRIPTION  OF  TABLES  3A.  3B.  3C.  AND  3D 

Table  3A  of  this  report  presents  data 
for  1958  and  1954  for  all  steel  works  and  rol- 
ling mill  products  including  coke  oven  products, 
blast  furnace  products,  steel  ingot,  semi- 
finished steel  mill  shapes,  and  finished  steel 
shapes.  The  data  in  this  table  for  ingot,  semi- 
finished shapes  and  finished  steel  shapes  are 
shown  only  at  product  class  levels. 

Table  3B  represents  a  consolidated 
tabulation,  by  grade,  shape  and  form  of  receipts, 


production,  consumption  within  the  industry, 
shipments  and  interplant  transfers  for  1958. 
Table  3C  presents  the  same  data  for  1954. 

Table  3D  presents  data  for  1954-1958 
on  net  shipments  of  steel  mill  products  including 
ingot,  semi-finished  shapes  and  finished  mill 
shapes.  The  figures  on  net  shipments  are  derived 
by  subtracting  the  steel  mills'  receipts  of  each 
mill  shape  from  the  total  of  shipments  to  other 
companies,  transfers  to  other  plants,  and  tonnage 
consumed  in  the  steel  mill  in  the  production  of 
fabricated  products  and  as  maintenance,  repair 
and  operating  supplies. 


PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  State  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  1960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  census  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

During  1958,  value  added  by  manufacture 
in  the  Primary  Copper  Industry  amounted  to  $l6l 
million,  a  decrease  of  3  percent  from  195^, 
according  to  preliminary  results  obtained  from 
the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce. 
Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost 
of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  ship- 
ments. It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of 
products  of  some  manufacturing  establishments  as 


materials  by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes, 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
industries  or  geographic  areas.  No  adjustments 
have  been  made  in  the  money  figures  shown  in 
this  report  for  changes  in  price  levels  from 
195^  to  1958.  Average  employment  in  this  indus- 
try showed  a  decrease  of  1  percent  from  195it-  to 
1958  to  a  total  of  1^.6  thousand  employees  in 
1958.

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 


VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS  AMD  COST  OF  MATERIALS 

Data  on  cost  of  materials  and  value  of 
shipments  of  Industry  3331  include  extensive 
duplication  resulting  from  the  use  of  the  prod- 
ucts of  the  smelter  as  materials  for  the  refiners . 
Thus,  the  value  of  blister  copper,  which  repre- 
sents an  intermediate  stage  in  the  production  of 
refined  copper,  appears  twice  in  the  total  value 
of  shipments  and  a  corresponding  duplication 
enters  into  the  total  cost  of  materials.  Totals 
are,  therefore,  not  shown  for  cost  of  materials 
and  value  of  shipments.  The  data  shown  for  value 
added  by  manufacture  (value  of  shipments  less 
cost  of  materials,  etc.)  avoid  this  duplication. 

In  view  of  the  duplication  in  value  of 
shipments,  the  exact  "primary  product  special- 


ization ratio"  for  this  industry  cannot  be  com- 
puted. Similarly,  the  exact  "coverage  ratio" 
for  Industry  3331  cannot  be  computed. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3 )  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  census  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  l8l0 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  19^3  •  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS  AND  COST  OF  MATERIALS 

Data  on  cost  of  materials  and  value  of 
shipments  of  Industry  3332  include  extensive 
duplication  resulting  from  the  use  of  the  products 
of  the  smelter  (lead-base  bullion)  as  the  materi- 
al for  the  refiners.  Thus,  the  value  of  the 
lead-base  bullion  which  represents  an  intermedi- 
ate stage  in  the  production  of  refined  lead, 
appears  twice  in  the  total  value  of  shipments  and 
a  corresponding  duplication  enters  into  the  total 
cost  of  materials.  Totals  are,  therefore,  not 
shown  for  cost  of  materials  and  value  of  shipments. 
The  data  shown  for  value  added  by  manufacture

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports

The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958'  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963-  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

Establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  rolling,  drawing,  and 
extruding  primary  aluminum  are  classified  in 
Industry  3352,  Aluminum  Rolling  and  Drawing. 
Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  producing 
aluminum  from  scrap  but  which  are  not  engaged  in 
further  fabrication  are  classified  in  Industry 
3341,  Secondary  Nonferrous  Metals.  This  report 
does  not  include  figures  for  administrative 
offices,  warehouses,  garages,  or  otner  auxiliary 
units  which  service  manufacturing  establishments.

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc. )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the  Sec- 
ondary Nonferrous  Metals  Industry  shipped  prod- 
ucts valued  at  $716  million,  a  decrease  of  5 
percent  from  1954,  according  to  preliminary  re- 
sults obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
Department  of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in 
this  industry  showed  a  decrease  of  3  percent  from 
1954  to  1958  to  a  total  of  14.7  thousand  employ- 
ees in  1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture  in  the 
industry  amounted  to  $149  million  in  1958,  an 
increase  of  3  percent  from  1954  when  the  previous 


census  was  taken.  Value  added  is  derived  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  materials,  fuels,  etc., 
from  value  of  shipments.  It  avoids  the  duplica- 
tion in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from 
the  use  of  products  of  some  manufacturing  es- 
tablishments as  materials  by  others,  and  is  for 
most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure  available 
for  comparing  the  relative  economic  importance 
of  manufacturing  industries  or  geographic  areas. 
No  adjustments  have  been  made  in  the  money  fig- 
ures shown  in  this  report  for  changes  in  price 
levels  from  1954  to  1958.

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^«  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Secondary  Non- 
ferrous  Metals  Industry  consisted  not  only  of 
products  described  above  as  primary  to  the  in- 
dustry, but  also  included  the  value  of  secondary 
products (which  are  primary  in  other  industries), 
and  miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work, 
resale  of;  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of 
shipments  and  other  receipts  of  establishments 
classified  in  the  Secondary  Nonferrous  Metals 
Industry  amounted  to  $716  million.  Of  this 
total,  $567  million  were  products  primary  to  the 
industry,  $62  million  were  products  primary  to 
other  industries,  and  $87  million  were  receipts 
for  miscellaneous  activities.  The  industry  ship- 
ments of  primary  products  represented  90  percent 
of  the  total  manufactured  product  shipments 
(primary  and  secondary).  The  1954-  ratio  was 
93  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 


of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers. 


The  latter  figure,  totaling  $895  mil- 
lion of  alloyed  nonferrous  metals  was  shipped 
by  all  producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  to- 
tal, $44-3  million,  or  4-9  percent,  were  shipped 
by  plants  classified  in  Industry  334-1,  Secondary 
Nonferrous  Metals,  while  the  remainder  was  shipped 
by  plants  classified  in  other  industries,  no- 
tably Industry  3334,  Primary  Aluminum.  This 
percentage  is  based  on  shipments  of  alloyed  non- 
ferrous  metals  only.  The  data  on  primary  prod- 
ucts of  the  industry  in  the  preceding  paragraph 
include  unalloyed  nonferrous  metals  as  primary 
products  for  this  industry.  It  is  believed  that 
this  treatment  provides  the  most  meaningful 
measures  of  specialization  and  coverage  for  this 
industry. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table. 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  was 
conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  Nonfer- 
rous  Foundries  shipped  products  valued  at  $888 
million,  practically  equal  to  shipments  in  1954, 
according  to  preliminary  results  obtained  from 
the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce. 
Average  employment  in  this  industry  showed  a 
decrease  of  15  percent  from  1954-  to  1958  to  a 
total  of  62.6  thousand  employees  in  1958.  Value 
added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry  amounted  to 
$473  million  in  1958,  practically  equal  to  the 
1954  total  when  the  previous  census  was  taken. 


Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost 
of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  ship- 
ments. It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  prod- 
ucts of  some  manufacturing  establishments  as 
materials  by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes, 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
industries  or  geographic  areas.  No  adjustments 
have  been  made  in  the  money  figures  shown  in 
this  report  for  changes  in  price  levels  from 
1954  to  1958.

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  s ingle - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  Nonferrous  Foundries 
consisted  not  only  of  products  described  above 
as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  included 
the  value  of  secondary  products  (which  are  pri- 
mary in  other  industries),  and  miscellaneous 
receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of  products, 
etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments  and  other 
receipts  of  establishments  classified  in  Non- 
ferrous  Foundries  amounted  to  $888  million.  Of 
this  total,  $792  million  were  products  primary 
to  the  industry,  $72  million  were  products  pri- 
mary to  other  industries,  and  $2^  million  were 
receipts  for  miscellaneous  activities.  T5ie 
industry  shipments  of  primary  products  repre- 
sented  92  percent  of  the  total  manufactured 
product  shipments  (primary  and  secondary. )  The 
195^  ratio  was  90  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the  j 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 


should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $866  million  of 
nonferrous  castings  were  shipped  by  all  producers 
of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  $792  million, 
or  91  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants  classified 
in  Industry  3361,  Nonferrous  Foundries  while  the 
remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc . ) .  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  Census  of  Manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.

1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Copper  Rolling  and  Drawing  Industry  shipped 
products  valued  at  $1,267  million,  a  decrease  of 
5  percent  from  1954-,  according  to  preliminary 
results  obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manu- 
factures conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
Department  of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in 
this  industry  showed  a  decrease  of  1  percent 
from  1954  to  1958  to  a  total  of  41.3  thousand 
employees  in  1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture 
in  the  industry  amounted  to  $458  million  in  1958, 
an  increase  of  8  percent  from  1954  when  the  pre- 


vious census  was  taken.  Value  added  is  derived 
by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials,  fuels, 
etc.,  from  value  of  shipments.  It  avoids  the 
duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  re- 
sults from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manufac- 
turing establishments  as  materials  by  others, 
and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  industries  or  geo- 
graphic areas.  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in 
the  money  figures  shown  in  this  report  for 
changes  in  price  levels  from  1954  to  1958.

300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size.

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  Copper  Rolling  and 
Drawing  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Copper  Rolling  and  Drawing  Industry 
amounted  to  $1,267  million.  Of  this  totaJ,  $1,058 
million  were  products  primary  to  the  industry, 
$125  million  were  products  primary  to  other  in- 
dustries, and  $84  million  were  receipts  for 
miscellaneous  activities.  The  industry  shipments 
of  primary  products  represented  89  percent  of  the 
total  manufactured  product  shipments  (primary 
and  secondary).  The  1954-  ratio  was  95  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 


should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $1,191  million  of 
rolled,  drawn  and  extruded  copper  and  copper-base 
alloy  mill  products,  including  wire  were  shipped 
by  all  producers  of  these  products.  Of  this 
total,  $1,058  million,  or  89  percent,  were  shipped 
by  plants  classified  in  Industry  3351,  Copper 
Rolling  and  Drawing,  while  the  remainder  was 
shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the  Alu- 
minum Rolling  and  Drawing  Industry  shipped 
products  valued  at  $1,375  million,  an  increase 
of  57  percent  over  1954,  according  to  preliminary 
results  ohtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
Department  of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in 
this  industry  showed  an  increase  of  15  percent 
from  1954  to  1958  to  a  total  of  42.4  thousand 
employees,  in  1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture 
in  the  industry  amounted  to  $474  million  in  1958, 
an  increase  of  34  precent  from  1954  when  the 


the  previous  census  was  taken.  Value  added  is 
derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  shipments.  It  avoids 
the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which 
results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manufac- 
turing establishments  as  materials  by  others, 
and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  industries  or  geo- 
graphic areas.

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.

300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  'for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size.

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Aluminum  Rolling 
and  Drawing  Industry  consisted  not  only  of 
products  described  above  as  primary  to  the 
industry,  bub  also  included  the  value  of  secondary 
products  (which  are  primary  1n  other  industries) , 
and  miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work, 
resale  of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of 
shipments  and  other  receipts  of  establishments 
classified  in  the  Aluminum  Rolling  and  Drawing 
Industry  amounted  to  $1,375  million.  Of  this 
total,  $1,155  mill  ion  were  products  primary  to 
the  industry,  $166  million  were  products  primary 
to  other  industries,  and  $54  million  were  receipts 
for  miscellaneous  activities.  The  industry 
shipments  of  primary  products  represented  87  per- 
cent of  the  total  manufactured  product  shipments 
(primary  and  secondary).  The  1954  ratio  was 
92  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 


of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  totaling 
$1,163  million  of  rolled  drawn  and  extruded  alu- 
minum were  shipped  by  all  producers  of  these 
products.  Of  this  total,  $1,061  million,  or  91 
percent,  were  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
Industry  3352,  aluminum  rolling  and  drawing, 
while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  classi- 
fied in  other  industries.  This  percentage  is 
based  on  shipments  of  rolled  and  drawn  aluminum 
mill  shapes  and  wire  only.  The  data  on  pi-*T"»Ty 
products  of  the  industry  in  the  preceeding  para- 
graph  include  aluminum  ingot  as  primary  products 
for  this  industry.  It  is  believed  that  this 
method  of  calculating  these  ratios  provides  the 
most  meaningful  measure  of  specialization  and 
coverage  in  the  light  of  the  production  facilities 
and  distribution  procedures  typically  maintained 
by  this  industry. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  oh  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.)-  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 


PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  ■  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

For  the  most  part,  the  definitions  and 
methods  used  in  conducting  the  1958  Census  of 
Manufactures  are  comparable  with  those  in 
earlier  Censuses.  A  difference  of  some  con- 
sequence, however,  exists  in  connection  with  the 
definition  of  value  of  shipments  shown  in  tables 
1  and  2.   In  the  195^  and  earlier  Censuses,  the 


total  value  of  shipments  for  all  establishments 
in  an  industry  or  area  excluded  the  receipts 
for  the  sale  of  products  bought  and  resold  with- 
out further  manufacturing,  fabrication,  or 
assembly.  That  is,  the  receipts  for  merchandis- 
ing activities  were  excluded  from  the  value  of 
shipments  published  in  the  195^  and  earlier 
Censuses.  In  the  1958  Census,  such  receipts  are 
included  in  the  total  value  of  shipments.  The 
19514.  value  of  shipments  figure  shown  in  table  1 
has  been  revised  so  that  it  is  comparable. 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Welded  and 
Heavy-Riveted  Pipe  Industry  consisted  not  only 
of  products  described  above  as  primary  to  the 
industry,  but  also  included  the  value  of 
secondary  products  (which  are  primary  to  other 
industries),  and  miscellaneous  receipts  for 
contract  work,  repair  work,  sale  of  scrap, 
resale  of  products  not  manufactured  at  the  estab- 
lishment, etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Welded  and  Heavy-Riveted  Pipe  Industry 
amounted  to  $691  million.  Of  this  total,  $6ll 
million  were  products  primary  to  the  industry. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts  of 
establishments  classified  in  the  industry  should 
be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total  value  of 
primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped  by  all 
producers.  The  latter  figure  appearing  in  table 
3  indicates  that  $1,727  million  of  welded  and 
heavy-riveted  steel  pipe  were  shipped  by  all 
producers  of  such  products.  Of  this  total,  $650 
million  or  38  percent  were  shipped  by  plants 
classified  in  Industry  3393 >  while  the  remainder 
was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other  indus- 
tries. The  figure  of  38  percent  is  designated 
as  the  "coverage  ratio."  That  is,  it  measures 
the  extent  to  which  all  shipments  of  primary 
products  of  an  industry  are  "covered"  by  plants 
classified  in  that  industry.  Other  industries 
producing  welded  and  heavy  riveted  pipe  con- 
sisted mainly  of  Industry  3312,  Blast  Furnaces 
and  Steel  Mills  with  shipments  totaling  $1,077 
million . 


GENERAL  STATISTICS 


The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others, 
repair  work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken 
into  account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3 )  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers 
of  the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 
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More  detailed  figures  for  this  industry- 
will  appear  later  in  the  final  Census  report, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at

Of 
almost  300,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms 
operating  more  than  one  establishment  were 
required  to  submit  a  report  for  each  separate 
location.  Also,  companies  engaged  in  distinctly 
different  lines  of  activity  at  one  location 
submitted  separate  reports  if  the  company  records 
permitted  such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate 
activities  were  substantial  in  size.

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Iron  and  Steel 
Forgings  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries ) ,  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Iron  and  Steel  Forgings  Industry  amounted 
to  $670  million.  Of  this  total,  $553  million 
were  products  primary  to  the  industry. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Cutlery  Industry  shipped  products  valued  at  $179 
million,  an  increase  of  3  percent  over  1954- , 
according  to  preliminary  results  obtained  from 
the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce. 
Average  employment  in  this  industry  showed  a  de- 
crease of  21  percent  from  1954  to  1958  to  a  total 
of  11.9  thousand  employees  in  1958.  Value  added 
by  manufacture  in  the  industry  amounted  to  $125 
million  in  1958,  an  increase  of  3  percent  from 
1954  when  the  previous  census  was  taken.  Value 


added  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  ma- 
terials, fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  shipments. 
It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  ship- 
ments which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of 
some  manufacturing  establishments  as  materials 
by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best 
value  measure  available  for  comparing  the  rela- 
tive economic  importance  of  manufacturing  indus- 
tries or  geographic  areas .  No  adjustments  have 
been  made  in  the  money  figures  shown  in  this 
report  for  changes  in  price  levels  from  1954  to 
1958.

1958    CENSUS   OF    MANUFACTURES 


The  Cutlery  Industry  includes  estab- 
lishments engaged  primarily  in  the  manufacture 
of  cutlery,  scissors,  clippers,  except  hair 
clippers,  and  razors  (except  electric),  safety- 
razor  blades,  manicure  implements,  pocket  knives, 
butcher  knives,  tinner's  snips  and  hedge  clip- 
pers. This  report  does  not  include  figures  for 
administrative  offices,  warehouses,  garages,  or 
other  auxiliary  units  which  service  manufac- 
turing establishments . 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  1945 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC )  Manual  definitions  of  industries .  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment .  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  s ingle - 
establishment  companies .  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies .  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  1954- .  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Cutlery  Industry 
consisted  not  only  of  products  described  above 
as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  included 
the  value  of  secondary  products  (which  are  pri- 
mary in  other  industries),  and  miscellaneous 
receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of  products . 
etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments  and  other 
receipts  of  establishments  classified  in  the 
Cutlery  Industry  amounted  to  $179  million.  Of 
this  total,  $158  million  were  products  primary 
to  the  industry,  $15  million  were  products  pri- 
mary to  other  industries,  and  $6  million  were 
receipts  for  miscellaneous  activities .  The  in- 
dustry shipments  of  primary  products  represented 
91  percent  of  the  total  manufactured  product 
shipments  (primary  and  secondary) .  The  1954 
ratio  was  88  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 


of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $165  million  of  cut- 
lery were  shipped  by  all  producers  of  these 
products.  Of  this  total,  $158  million,  or  96 
percent,  were  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
Industry  3421  Cutlery  while  the  remainder  was 
shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc,).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AMD  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months .  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  State  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  shimmer  of  1960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  Census  of  Manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades .  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code .  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

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During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the  Hand 
Tools,  Not  Elsewhere  Classified  Industry  shipped 
products  valued  at  $318  million,  an  increase  of 
16  percent  over  1954,  according  to  preliminary 
results  obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manu- 
factures conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census , 
Department  of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in 
this  industry  showed  a  decrease  of  10  percent 
from  1954-  to  1958  to  a  total  of  21.1  thousand 
employees  in  1958.

The  Hand  Tools,  N.E.C.  Industry  in- 
cludes establishments  engaged  primarily  in  the 
manufacture  of  hand  tools,  such  as  hammers,

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).

U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  Census  of  Manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale ,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

Of  this  total,  $66  million  were  products  primary 
to  the  industry,  $10  million  were  products  pri- 
mary to  other  industries,  and  $7  million  were 
receipts  for  miscellaneous  activities.  The  in- 
dustry shipments  of  primary  products  represented 
87  percent  of  the  total  manufactured  product 
shipments  (primary  and  secondary) .  The  1954 
ratio  was  83  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 


value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry 
shipped  by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure, 
appearing  in  table  3,  indicates  that  $91  million 
of  edge  tools  were  shipped  by  all  producers  of 
these  products.  Of  this  total,  $66  million,  or 
73  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants  classified 
in  Industry  3422,  Edge  Tools,  while  the  remainder 
was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other  in- 
dustries.

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During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the  Tin 
Cans  and  other  Tinware  Industry  shipped  products 
valued  at  $1,832  million,  an  increase  of  33  per- 
cent over  1954,  according  to  preliminary  results 
obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce.

It  avoids  the 
duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  re- 
sults from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manufac- 
turing establishments  as  materials  by  others, 
and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  industries  or  geo- 
graphic areas.  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in 
the  money  figures  shown  in  this  report  for 
changes  in  price  levels  from  1954  to  1958.

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  195o'  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  195b 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^-  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Tin  Cans  and 
other  Tinware  Industry  consisted  not  only  of 
products  described  above  as  primary  to  the  in- 
dustry, but  also  included  the  value  of  secondary 
products  (which  are  primary  mother  industries), 
and  miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work, 
resale  of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of 
shipments  and  other  receipts  of  establishments 
classified  in  the  Tin  Cans  and  other  Tinware  In- 
dustry amounted  to  $1,832  million.  Of  this  to- 
tal, $1,701  million  were  products  primary  to  the 
industry,  $97  million  were  products  primary  to 
other  industries,  and  $3^  million  were  receipts 
for  miscellaneous  activities.  The  industry  ship- 
ments of  primary  products  represented  95  percent 
of  the  total  manufactured  product  shipments 
(primary  and  secondary).  The  195^  ratio  was  9b 
percent. 


The  total'  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $1,766  million  of  tin 
cans  and  other  tinware  were  shipped  by  a.l  1  pro- 
ducers of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  $1,701 
million,  or  96  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants 
classified  in  Industry  3^11  >  Tin  Cans  and  other 
Tinware,  while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,''  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production."  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  3.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  195^  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  Census  of  Manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1010 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  lb09»  For 
195b,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale ,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  195b  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  196k 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this  in- 
dustry shoved  a  decrease  of  20  percent  from  1954 
to  1958  to  a  total  of  5.5  thousand  employees  in 
1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture  in  the  indus- 
try amounted  to  $54  million  in  1958,  an  increase

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Handsaws  and  Saw 
Blades  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Handsaws  and  Saw  Blades  Industry  amounted 
to  $88  million.

GENERAL  STATISTICS

Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.

Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size.

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Heating  and 
Cooking  Equipment,  N.E.C,  Industry  consisted 
not  only  of  products  described  above  as  primary 
to  the  industry,  but  also  included  the  value  of 
secondary  products  (which  are  primary  in  other 
industries),  and  miscellaneous  receipts  for 
contract  work,  resale  of  products,  etc.  The 
total  value  of  shipments  and  other  receipts  of 
establishments  classified  in  the  Heating  and 
Cooking  Equipment,  N.E.C,  Industry  amounted  to 
$1,397  million.  Of  this  total,  $1,07^  million 
were  products  primary  to  the  industry  $239  mil- 


lion were  products  primary  to  other  industries, 
and  $84-  million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous 
activities .  The  industry  shipments  of  primary 
products  represented  82  percent  of  the  total 
manufactured  product  shipments  (primary  and 
secondary).  The  195^  ratio  was  84-  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry 
shipped  by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure, 
appearing  in  table  3,  indicates  that  $1,233  mil- 
lion of  heating  and  cooking  equipment,  n.e.c, 
was  shipped  by  all  producers  of  these  products. 
Of  this  total,  $1,074  million,  or  87  percent, 
were  shipped  by  plants  classified  in  Industry 
3^39,  Heating  and  Cooking  Equipment,  N.E.C, 
while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  clas- 
sified in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the  Metal 
Doors,  Sash,  and  Trim  Industry  shipped  products 
valued  at  $971  million,  an  increase  of  43  per- 
cent over  1954,  according  to  preliminary  results 
obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department 
of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this  industry 
showed  an  increase  of  25  percent  from  1954  to 
1958  to  a  total  of  54.3  thousand  employees  in 
1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry 
amounted  to  $439  million  in  1958,  an  increase  of 
28  percent  from  1954  when  the  previous  census 


was  taken.  Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value 
of  shipments.  It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the 
value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of 
products  of  some  manufacturing  establishments  as 
materials  by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes, 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
industries  or  geographic  areas.

300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  conroanies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  esXablisnmenc  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size.

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Metal  Doors, 
Sash,  and  Trim  Industry  consisted  not  only  of 
products  described  above  as  primary  to  the  in- 
dustry, but  also  included  the  value  of  secondary 
products  (which  are  primary  in  other  industries), 
and  miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work, 
resale  of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of 
shipments  and  other  receipts  of  establishments 
classified  in  the  Metal  Doors,  Sash,  and  Trim 
Industry  amountedto  $971  million.  Of  this  total,

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 


of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $901  million  of  metal 
doors,  sash,  and  trim  were  shipped  by  all  pro- 
ducers of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  $836 
million,  or  93  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants 
classified  in  Industry  3^'+2,  Metal  Doors,  Sash, 
and  Trim,  while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  Census  of  Manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  lblO 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  lB09«  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  195b  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  196^ 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963 •  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Sheet-Metal  work 
Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products  de- 
scribed above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Sheet-Metal  Work  Industry  amounted  to 
$1,076  million.  Of  this  total,  $833  million 
were  products  primary  to  the  industry,  $108  mil- 
lion were  products  primary  to  other  industries, 
and  $135  million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous 
activities.

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the

of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry 
shipped  by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure, 
appearing  in  table  3,  indicates  that  $1,004-  mil- 
lion of  Sheet-Metal  Work  were  shipped  by  '  all 
producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total, 
$833  million,  or  83  percent,  were  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  Industry  3444,  Sheet-Metal 
Work,  while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by  plants 
classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others, 
repair  work,  etc . ) .

Of 
almost  300,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by 
single -establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms 
operating  more  than  one  establishment  were 
required  to  submit  a  report  for  each  separate 
location.  Also,  companies  engaged  in  distinctly 
different  lines  of  activity  at  one  location 
submitted  separate  reports  if  the  company  records 
permitted  such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate 
activities  were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^ •  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Boiler  Shop 
Products  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work^  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Boiler  Shop  Products  Industry  amounted  to 
$1,4-97  million.  Of  this  total,  $1,208  million 
were  products  primary  to  the  industry,  ■  $161  mil- 
lion were  products  primary  to  other  industries, 
and  $128  million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous 
activities.  The  industry  shipments  of  primary 
products  represented  88   percent  of  the  total 


manufactured  product  shipments  (primary  and  sec- 
ondary) .  The  1954-  ratio  was  82  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry 
shipped  by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure, 
appearing  in  table  3,  indicates  that  $1,4-13  mil- 
lion of  Boiler  Shop  Products  were  shipped  by  all 
producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total, 
$1,208  million,  or  85  percent,  were  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  Industry  3443,  Boiler  Shop 
Products,  while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others, 
repair  work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken 
into  account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3 )  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  industry 
will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports,  which 
will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at  a 
later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
"secondary  production, "  as  well  as  the  various 
statistical  items  such  as  "employment,"  "value 
added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and  final 
reports  will  be  issued  for  other  industries 
during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  prelim- 
inary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and 
totals  for  each  State  are  being  issued.  Final 
industry  reports  and  final  State  reports  will  be 
published  during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960. 
Order  forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their 
prices  may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department 
of  Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  was 
conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight.

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The  Structural  and  Ornamental  Work 
Industry  includes  establishments  engaged  pri- 
marily in  the  manufacture  of  fabricated  iron  and 
steel  or  other  metal  for  structural  purposes, 
and  architectural  ornamental  work  of  ferrous  and 
nonferrous  metals .  This  report  does  not  include 
figures  for  administrative  offices,  warehouses, 
garages,  or  other  auxiliary  units  which  service 
manufacturing  establishments. 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  194-5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  1954.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Structural  and 
Ornamental  Work:  Industry  consisted  not  only  of 
products  described  above  as  primary  to  the 
industry,  but  also  included  the  value  of  secondary 
products  (which  are  primary  in  other  industries), 
and  miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work, 
resale  of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of 
shipments  and  other  receipts  of  establishments 
classified  in  the  Structural  and  Ornamental  Work 
Industry  amounted  to  $2,873  million.  Of  this 
total,  $2,255  million  were  products  primary  to 
the  industry,  $297  million  were  products  primary 
to  other  industries,  and  $321  million  were 
receipts  for  miscellaneous  activities .  The 
industry  shipments  of  primary  products  repre- 
sented 88  percent  of  the  total  manufactured 
product  shipments  (primary  and  secondary).  The 
195^  ratio  was  89  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 


of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3 ,  indicates  that  $2,5^  million  of 
structural  and  ornamental  work  were  shipped  by 
all  producers  of  these  products .  Of  this  total, 
$2,255  million,  or  89  percent,  were  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  Industry  3^1>  Structural 
and  Ornamental  Work,  while  the  remainder  was 
shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months  .  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  State  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  1960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  pricesi 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  Census  of  Manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  fiva 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964- 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title

pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  whould  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months  .  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  State  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  1960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices! 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of' 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  Census  of  Manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  f ivei 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the  Nails 
and  Spikes  Industry  shipped  products  valued  at 
$4-3  million,  an  increase  of  26  percent  over  1954, 
according  to  preliminary  results  obtained  from 
the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce. 
Average  employment  in  this  industry  showed  an 
increase  of  4  percent  from  1954  to  1958  to  a  to- 
tal of  2.8  thousand  employees  in  1958.  Value 
added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry  amounted  to 
$23  million  in  1958,  an  increase  of  25  percent 
from  1954-     when  the  previous     census  was     taken. 


Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost 
of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  ship- 
ments. It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  prod- 
ucts of  some  manufacturing  establishments  as 
materials  by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes, 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
industries  or  geographic  areas.  No  adjustments 
have  been  made  in  the  money  figures  shown  in  this 
report  for  changes  in  price  levels  from  1954  to

The  Nails  and  Spikes  Industry  includes, 
establishments  engaged  primarily  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  wire  and  cut  nails,  brads,  spikes,  sta- 
ples and  tacks  from  purchased  wire  and  plate. 
Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  drawing  wire 
from  purchased  rods  and  in  manufacturing  nails 
brads,  spikes  and  staples  are  classified  in  In- 
dustry 3392,  Wire  Drawing,  and  Rolling  Mills 
Manufacturing  these  products  are  classified  in 
Industry  3312,  "Blast  Furnaces  and  Steel  Mills," 
This  report  does  not  include  figures  for  admin- 
istrative offices,  warehouses,  garages,  or  other 
auxiliary  units  which  service  manufacturing  es- 
tablishments . 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  19^5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^ •  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 


VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Nails  and  Spikes 
Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products  described 
above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  in- 
cluded the  value  of  secondary  products  (which 
are  primary  in  other  industries),  and  miscel- 
laneous receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of 
products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments  and 
other  receipts  of  establishments  classified  in 
the  Nails  and  Spikes  Industry  amounted  to  ;j&3 
million.  Of  this  total,  $33  million  were  pro- 
ducts primary  to  the  industry,  $8  million  were 
products  primary  to  the  other  industries,  $2 
million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous  activ- 
ities. The  industry  shipments  of  primary  pro- 
ducts represented  80  percent  of  the  total  manu- 


factured product  shipments  (primary  and  sec- 
ondary). The  195^  ratio  was  89  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3;  indicates  that  ^l62  million  of  Nails 
and  Spikes  were  shipped  by  all  producers  of  these 
products.  Of  this  total,  $32  million,  or  20 
percent,  were  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
Industry  3U8I,  Nails  and  Spikes,  while  the  re- 
mainder was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other 
industries,  mainly  Industry  3312,  Blast  Furnaces 
and  Steel  Mills  and  Industry  3392,  Wire  Drawing. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls;  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work .  etc . ) .  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry.

This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Lighting  Fixtures  Industry  shipped  products 
valued  at  $825  million,  an  increase  of  25  per- 
cent over  1954,  according  to  preliminary  results 
obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department 
of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this  industry 
showed  an  increase  of  5  percent  from  1954-  to 
1958  to  a  total  of  47.3  thousand  employees  in 
1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry 
amounted  to  $397  million  in  1958,  an  increase  of 
22  percent  from  1954-  when  the  previous  census 


was  taken.  Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value 
of  shipments.  It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the 
value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of 
products  of  some  manufacturing  establishments  as 
materials  by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes, 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
industries  or  geographic  areas.  No  adjustments

of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce.  Average 
employment  in  this  industry  showed  a  decrease  of 
8  percent  from  195^  to  1958  to  a  total  of  55. 0 
thousand  employees  in  1958.  Value  added  by 
manufacture  in  the  industry  amounted  to  $^36 
million  in  195^,  an  increase  of  5  percent  from 
195^  when  the  previous  census  was  taken.   Value 


added  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of 
materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  shipments. 
It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  ship- 
ments which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of 
some  manufacturing  establishments  as  materials 
by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best 
value  measure  available  for  comparing  the 
relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
industries  or  geographic  areas .  No  adjustments

Of 
almost  300,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by 
single -establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms 
operating  more  than  one  establishment  were 
required  to  submit  a  report  for  each  separate 
location.  Also,  companies  engaged  in  distinctly 
different  lines  of  activity  at  one  location 
submitted  separate  reports  if  the  company  records 
permitted  such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate 
activities  were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1953 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^ •  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Wirework,  N.E.C., 
Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products  described 
above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also 
included  the  value  of  secondary  products  (which 
are  primary  in  other  industries),  and  miscel- 
laneous receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of 
products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments  and 
other  receipts  of  establishments  classified  in 
the  Wirework,  N.E.C.,  Industry  amounted  to  $867 
million.  Of  this  total,  $755  million  were  prod- 
ucts primary  to  the  industry,  $59  million  were 
products  primary  to  other  industries,  and  $55 
million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous  activ- 
ities .  The  industry  shipments  of  primary  prod- 
ucts represented  93  percent  of  the  total  manufac- 
tured product  shipments  (primary  and  secondary). 
The  195^  ratio  was  89  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 


value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $1,220  million  of 
wire  products,  n.e.c,  were  shipped  by  all  pro'* 
ducers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  -$755 
million,  or  62  percent  were  shipped  by  plants 
classified  in  Industry  3^89,  Wirework,  N.E.C, 
while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  clas- 
sified in  other  industries,  mainly  Industry  3312, 
Blast  Furnaces  and  Steel  Works  and  Industry  3392, 
Wire  Drawing. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others, 
repair  work,  etc . ) .  This  fact  should  be  taken 
into  account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment, " 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months  .  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  State  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  1960.  Order

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  Census  of  Manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Bolts,  Nuts,  Washers,  and  Rivets  Industry  shipped 
products  valued  at  $885  million,  an  increase  of 
20  percent  over  1954,  according  to  preliminary 
results  obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
Department  of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in 
this  industry  showed  no  change  from  1954  to  1958 
and  totaled  53.6  thousand  employees  in  1958. 
Value  added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry 
amounted  to  $507  million  in  1958,  an  increase  of 
20  percent  from  1954  when  the  previous  census 


was  taken.  Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value 
of  shipments .  It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the 
value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of 
products  of  some  manufacturing  establishments  as 
materials  by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes, 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
industries  or  geographic  areas .  No  adjustments 
have  been  made  in  the  money  figures  shown  in 
this  report  for  changes  in  price  levels  from 
1954-  to  1958.

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  eon- 
ducted  by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment .  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census .  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies .  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  1954- .  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  Bolts,  Nuts,  Washers 
and  Rivets  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  prod- 
ucts described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry, 
but  also  included  the  value  of  secondary  prod- 
ucts (which  are  primary  in  other  industries  ) ,  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Bolts,  Nuts,  Washers,  and  Rivets  Industry 
amounted  to  $885  million.  Of  this  total,  $766 
million  were  products  primary  to  the  industry, 
$107  million  were  products  primary  to  other 
industries,  and  $12  million  were  receipts  for 
miscellaneous  activities .  The  industry  shipments 
of  primary  products  represented  8$  percent  of 
the  total  manufactured  product  shipments  (pri- 
mary and  secondary) .  The  1954-  ratio  was  91 
percent . 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 


should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $865  million  of  bolts, 
nuts,  washers,,  and  rivets  were  shipped  by  all 
producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total, 
$766  million,  or  89  percent,  were  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  Industry  3494,  Bolts,  Nuts, 
Washers,  and  Rivets  while  the  remainder  was 
shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc . ) .  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months .  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  State  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  1960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C.

The  Metal  Foil  Industry  includes  es- 
tablishments engaged  primarily  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  aluminum,  gold,  silver,  tin  and  other 
foil  and  leaf  including  converted  metal  foil. 
This  report  does  not  include  figures  for  admin- 
istrative offices,  warehouses,  garages,  or  other 
auxiliary  units  which  service  manufacturing  es- 
tablishments .

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.

Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.

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During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the  Safes 
and  Vaults  Industry  shipped  products  valued  at 
$60  million,  an  increase  of  43  percent  over  1954, 
according  to  preliminary  results  obtained  from 
the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce. 
Average  employment  in  this  industry  showed  an 
increase  of  3  percent  from  1954  to  1.958  to  a 
total  of  3.5  thousand  employees  in  1958.  Value 
added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry  amounted  to

The  Safes  and  Vaults  Industry  includes 
establishments  engaged  primarily  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  safes  and  vaults  (except  concrete  grave 
vaults — Industry  3271  Concrete  Products)  vault 
doors  and  linings, safe-deposit  boxes  and  chests, 
and  safe  and  locks.

GENERAL  STATISTICS

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Screw-Machine  Products  Industry  shipped  products 
valued  at  $4-33  million,  an  increase  of  7  percent 
over  1954,  according  to  preliminary  results 
obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department 
of  Commerce.

The  Screw-Machine  Products  Industry 
includes  establishments  engaged  primarily  in  the 
manufacture  of  automatic  or  hand  operated  screw- 
machine  products  from  rod,  bar,  or  tube  stock  of 
metal,  fiber,  plastics  or  other  material.  This 
report  does  not  include  figures  for  administra- 
tive offices,  warehouses,  garages,  or  other 
auxiliary  units  which  service  manufacturing  es- 
tablishments. 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  194-5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  1954.

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  Screw-Machine  Prod- 
ucts Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Screw-Machine  Products  Industry  amounted 
to  $433  million.  Of  this  total,  $383  million 
were  products  primary  to  the  industry,  $20  mil- 
lion were  products  primary  to  other  industries, 
and  $30  million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous 
activities.  The  industry  shipments  of  primary 
products  represented  95  percent  of  the  total 
manufactured  product  shipments  (primary  and 
secondary).  The  1954  ratio  was  93  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 


of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $444  million  of  screw- 
machine  products  were  shipped  by  all  producers 
of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  $383  million, 
or  86  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants  classified 
in  Industry  3495,  Screw^Machine  Products  while 
the  remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  classified 
in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc . ) .

The  CoHapslble  Tubes  Industry  In- 
cludes establishments  engaged  primarily  in  the 
manufacture  of  collapsible  tubes,  made  of  alumi- 
num, tin,  and  other  materials  for  use  as  con- 
tainers for  toilet  preparations,  adhesives,  etc. 
This  report  does  not  include  figures  for  admin- 
istrative offices,  warehouses,  garages,  or  other 
auxiliary  units  which  service  manufacturing  es- 
tablishments . 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  1945 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census .  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies .  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size.

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Collapsible  Tubes 
Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products  described 
above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  in- 
cluded the  value  of  secondary  products  (which  are 
primary  in  other  industries),  and  miscellaneous 
receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of  products, 
etc .  The  total  value  of  shipments  and  other 
receipts  of  establishments  classified  in  the 
Collapsible  Tubes  Industry  amounted  to  $45  mil- 
lion. Of  this  total,  $37  million  were  products 
primary  to  the  industry,  $4  million  were  products 
primary  to  other  industries ,  and  $4  million  were 
receipts  for  miscellaneous  activities.

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 


of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary- products  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $37  million  of  col- 
lapsible tubes  were  shipped  by  all  producers  of 
these  products.  Of  this  total,  $37  million,  or 
100  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants  classified 
in  Industry  3496,  Collapsible  Tubes. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the  Steam 
Engines  and  Turbines  Industry  shipped  products 
valued  at  $866  million,  an  increase  of  91  per- 
cent over  1954,  according  to  preliminary  results 
obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department 
of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this  industry 
showed  an  increase  of  36  percent  from  1954-  to 
1958  to  a  total  of  41.1  thousand  employees  in 
1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry 
amounted  to  $522  million  in  1958,  an  increase  of 
87  percent  from  1954  when  the  previous  census 


was  taien.  Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value 
of  shipments.  It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the 
value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of 
products  of  some  manufacturing  establishments  as 
materials  by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes, 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
industries  or  geographic  areas.

The  Steam  Engines  and  Turbines  Industry 
includes  establishments  engaged  primarily  in  the 
manufacture  of  steam  engines,  steam  turbines, 
water  wheels,  and  water  turbines.  This  report 
does  not  include  figures  for  administrative 
offices,  warehouses,  garages,  or  other  auxiliary 
units  which  service  manufacturing  establishments. 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  1945 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  1954.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  Steam  Engines  and 
Turbines  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Steam  Engines  and  Turbines  Industry 
amounted  to  $866  million.  Of  this  total,  $548 
million  were  products  primary  to  the  industry, 
$280  million  were  products  primary  to  other 
industries,  and  $38  million  were  receipts  for 
miscellaneous  activities.  The  industry  shipments 
of  primary  products  represented  66  percent  of 
the  total  manufactured  product  shipments  (pri- 
mary and  secondary).  The  1954  ratio  was  $8 
percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 


should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $651  million  of  steam 
engines  and  turbines  were  shipped  by  all  producers 
of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  $548  million, 
or  84  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants  classified 
in  Industry  3511,  Steam  Engines  and  Turbines 
while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  clas- 
sified in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  "Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  .  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  1960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  census  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958

figures  for  1954- .  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports . 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  Oil-Field  Machinery 
and  Tools  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  prod- 
ucts described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry, 
but  also  included  the  value  of  secondary  prod- 
ucts (which  are  primary  in  other  industries ) , 
and  miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work, 
resale  of  products ,  etc .  The  total  value  of 
shipments  and  other  receipts  of  establishments 
classified  in  the  Oil-Field  Machinery  and  Tools 
Industry  amounted  to  $588  million.  Of  this  to- 
tal, $4-71  million  were  products  primary  to  the 
industry,  $44-  million  were  products  primary  to 
other  industries ,  and  $73  million  were  receipts 
for  miscellaneous  activities .  The  industry  ship- 
ments of  primary  products  represented  91  percent 
of  the  total  manufactured  product  shipments 
(primary  and  secondary) .  The  1954-  ratio  was  89 
percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 


should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $4-98  million  of  oil- 
field machinery  and  tools  were  shipped  by  all 
producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  $4-71 
million,  or  95  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants 
classified  in  Industry  3532,  Oil-Field  Machinery 
and  Tools,  while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment,"

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  Census  of  Manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States .  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades .  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964- 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Tractors  Industry 
consisted  not  only  of  products  described  above 
as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  included 
the  value  of  secondary  products  (which  are  pri- 
mary in  other  industries),  and  miscellaneous 
receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of  products 
etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments  and  other 
receipts  of  establishments  classified  in  the 
Tractors  Industry  amounted  to  $1,636  million.  Of 
this  total,  $1,287  million  were  products  primary 
to  the  industry,  $272  million  were  products  pri- 
mary to  other  industries,  and  $77  million  were 
receipts  for  miscellaneous  activities.  The  in- 
dustry shipments  of  primary  products  represented 
33  percent  of  the  total  manufactured  product 
shipments  (primary  and  secondary).  The  1954- 
ratio  was  85  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry 


should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $1,392  million  of 
tractors  were  shipped  by  all  producers  of  these 
products.  Of  this  total,  $1,287  million,  or  92 
percent,  were  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
Industry  3521,  Tractors,  while  the  remainder  was 
shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc. )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of. 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers' of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 


The  I958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  census  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,,  Retail,  wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  I963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the  Farm 
Machinery  (Except  Tractors)  Industry  shipped 
products  valued  at  $1,520  million,  an  increase 
of  33  percent  over  1954,  according  to  preliminary 
results  obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manu- 
factures conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
Department  of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in 
this  industry  showed  an  increase  of  2  percent 
from  1954  to  1958  to  a  total  of  75.6  thousand 
employees  in  1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture 
in  the  industry  amounted  to  $690  million  in  1958, 
an  increase  of  31  percent   from  1954  when  the 


previous  census  was  taken.  Value  added  is 
derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  shipments.  It  avoids 
the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which 
results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manu- 
facturing establishments  as  materials  by  others, 
and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  industries  or  geo- 
graphic areas.  No  adjustments  have  been  made 
in  the  money  figures  shown  in  this  report  for 
changes  in  price  levels  from  1954  to  1958.

Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^«  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Farm  Machinery 
(Except  Tractors)  Industry  consisted  not  only 
of  products  described  above  as  primary  to  the 
industry,  but  also  included  the  value  of  sec- 
ondary products  (which  are  primary  in  other 
industries),  and  miscellaneous  receipts  for 
contract  work,  resale  of  products,  etc.  The 
total  value  of  shipments  and  other  receipts  of 
establishments  classified  in  the  Farm  Machinery 
(Except  Tractors)  Industry  amounted  to  $1,520 
million.  Of  this  total,  $1,313  million  were 
products  primary  to  the  industry,  $137  million 
were  products  primary  to  other  industries,  and 
$70  million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous 
activities.   The  industry  shipments  of  primary 


products  represented  91  percent  of  the  total 
manufactured  product  shipments  (primary  and 
secondary).  The  1954  ratio  was  89  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry 
shipped  by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure, 
appearing  in  table  3,  indicates  that  $1,422 
million  of  farm  machinery  were  shipped  by  ~"  all 
producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total, 
$1,313  million,  or  92  percent,  were  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  Industry  3522,  Farm 
Machinery  (Except  Tractors),  while  the  remainder 
was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other  in- 
dustries . 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing-  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 


The  I958  Census  of  Manufactures  was 
conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Internal  Combustion  Engines  Industry  shipped 
products  valued  at  $1,108  million,  an  increase 
of  21  percent  over  1954,  according  to  preliminary 
results  obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manu- 
factures conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
Department  of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in 
this  industry  showed  an  increase  of  3  percent 
from  1954  to  1958  to  a  total  of  53.4  thousand 
employees  in  1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture 
in  the  industry  amounted  to  $  518  m  illion  in  1958, 
an  increase  of  40  percent  from  1954  when  the 


previous  census  was  taken.  Value  added  is 
derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  shipments.  It  avoids 
the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which 
results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manu- 
facturing establishments  as  materials  by  others, 
and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  industries  or  geo- 
graphic areas.

A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  I958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  1951*.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Internal  Combus- 
tion Engines  Industry  consisted  not  only  of 
products  described  above  as  primary  to  the 
industry,  but  also  included  the  value  of  second- 
ary products  (which  are  primary  in  other  in- 
dustries), and  miscellaneous  receipts  for  con- 
tract work,  resale  of  products,  etc.  The  total 
value  of  shipments  and  other  receipts  of  estab- 
lishments classified  in  the  Internal  Combustion 
Engines  Industry  amounted  to  $1,108  million.  Of 
this  total,  $992  million  were  products  primary 
to  the  industry,  $63  million  were  products 
primary  to  other  industries,  and  $53  million 
were  receipts  for  miscellaneous  activities.  The 
industry  shipments  of  primary  products  repre- 
sented 94  percent  of  the  total  manufactured 
product  shipments  , primary  and  secondary).  The 
1954-  ratio  was  87  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts  of 


establishments  classified  in  the  industry,  should 

be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total  value 
of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped  by 
oil  producer::;.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
table  3,  indicate:.:  that  $1,184-  million  of  In- 
terna] Combustion  Engines  were  chipped  by  all 
producer.;  of  these  products.  Of  this  total, 
$992  million,  or  84-  percent,  were  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  Industry  3519,  Internal 
Combustion  Engines,  while  the  remainder  was 
shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industrv. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  price 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  ly58  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  census  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments  in  the  United  States.   The  firs 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  l8l 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.   For 
i/„<b\  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  c 
Mineral    Industries,    Retail,   Wholesale,   an 
Service  Trades.   The  1950  Census  of  Manufactur 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  1 
United  States  Code.   This  law  requires  that 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five! 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the  Con- 
struction and  Mining  Machinery  Industry  shipped 
products  valued  at  $1,672  million,  an  increase 
of  4-0  percent  over  195-4,  according  to  preliminary 
results  obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
Department  of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in 
this  industry  showed  an  increase  of  10  percent 
from  1954  to  1958  to  a  total  of  83.1  thousand 
employees  in  1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture 
in  the  industry  amounted  to  $775  million  in  1958, 
an  increase  of  34-  percent  from  1954  when  the 


previous  census  was  taken.  Value  added  is  de- 
rived by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
fuels ,  etc . ,  from  value  of  shipments .  It  avoids 
the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which 
results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manu- 
facturing establishments  as  materials  by  others, 
and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  industries  or  geo- 
graphic areas.  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in 
the  money  figures  shown  in  this  report  for 
changes  in  price  levels  from  1954-  to  1958.

Industry  includes  establishments  engaged  prima- 
rily in  the  manufacture  of  heavy  machinery  and 
equipment  used  by  the  construction  and  mining 
industries  for  portable  or  fixed-plant  operation; 
in  dredging,  excavating,  road  and  airport  con- 
struction; ore  and  rock  crushing,  screening  or 
washing,  ore  dressing  or  concentration.  This 
report  does  not  include  figures  for  adminis- 
trative offices,  warehouses,  garages,  or  other 
auxiliary  units  which  service  manufacturing 
establishments . 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  19^5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^-  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  Construction  and 
Mining  Machinery  Industry  consisted  not  only  of 
products  described  above  as  primary  to  the 
industry,  but  also  included  the  value  of  second- 
ary products  (which  are  primary  in  other  indus- 
tries), and  miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract 
work,  resale  of  products,  etc.  The  total  value 
of  shipments  and  other  receipts  of  establishments 
classified  in  the  Construction  and  Mining  Ma- 
chinery Industry  amounted  to  $1,672  million.  Of 
this  total,  $1,335  million  were  products  primary 
to  the  industry,  $218  million  were  products  pri- 
mary to  other  industries,  and  $119  million  were 
receipts  for  miscellaneous   activities.   The 


industry  shipments  of  primary  products  rep- 
resented 86  percent  of  the  total  manufacturer 
product  shipments  (primary  and  secondary) .  The 
1954-  ratio  was  86  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shippec 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appear- 
ing in  table  3,  indicates  that  $1,671  million  of 
construction  and  mining  machinery  were  shipped 
by  all  producers  of  these  products.  Of  thii- 
total,  $1,335  million,  or  80  percent,  were 
shipped  by  plants  classified  in  Industry  3531, 
Construction  and  Mining  Machinery  while  the  re- 
mainder was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  If 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  alst 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistic: 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  f 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry.

During  1958,  manufactures  in  the  Special 
Dies  and  Tools  Industry  shipped  products  valued 
at  $900  million,  a  decrease  of  5  percent  from 
1954- ,  according  to  preliminary  results  obtained 
from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census ,  Department  of 
Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this  industry 
showed  a  decrease  of  9  percent  from  1954-  to  1958 
to  a  total  of  70.5  thousand  employees  in  1958. 
Value  added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry 
amounted  to  $664  million  in  1958,  a  decrease  of 
3  percent  from  1954  when  the  previous  census  was 


taken.  Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting  the 
cost  of  materials ,  fuels ,  etc . ,  from  value  of 
shipments.  It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the 
value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of 
products  of  some  manufacturing  establishments  as 
materials  by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes, 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
industries  or  geographic  areas.  No  adjustments 
have  been  made  in  the  money  figures  shown  in 
this  report  for  changes  in  price  levels  from 
1954  to  1958.

The  Special  Dies  and  Tools  Industry  in 
eludes  establishments  engaged  primarily  in  the 
manufacture  of  special  dies  and  tools ,  die  sets, 
jigs  and  fixtures.  This  report  does  not  include 
figures  for  administrative  offices,  warehouses, 
garages,  or  other  auxiliary  units  which  service 
manufacturing  establishments. 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  19^5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195U.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  Special  Dies  and  Tools 
Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products  described 
above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  in- 
cluded the  value  of  secondary  products  (which 
are  primary  in  other  industries),  and  miscel- 
laneous receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of 
products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments  and 
other  receipts  of  establishments  classified  in 
the  Special  Dies  and  Tools  Industry  amounted  to 
$900  million.  Of  this  total,  $7*4-3  million  were 
products  primary  to  the  industry.  $80  million 
were  products  primary  to  other  industries ,  and 
$77  million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous  ac- 
tivities. The  industry  shipments  of  primary 
products  represented  90  percent  of  the  total 
manufactured  product  shipments  (primary  and  sec- 
ondary). The  195^  ratio  was  86  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts  of 
establishments  classified  in  the  industry,  should 
be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total  value  of 


primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped  by  all 
producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing  xn  table 
3,  indicates  that  $l,l6l  million  of  special  dies 
and  tools  were  shipped  by  all  producers  of  these 
products.  Of  this  total,  $"jkk  million,  or  6k 
percent,  were  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
Industry  3?kk  Special  Dies  and  Tools,  while  the 
remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Metalworlcing  Machinery  Attachments  Industry 
shipped  products  valued  at  $505  million,  an 
increase  of  4  percent  over  1954,  according  to 
preliminary  results  obtained  from  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  conducted  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce.  Average 
employment  in  this  industry  showed  a  decrease  of 
9  percent  from  1954  to  1958  to  a  total  of  40.9 
thousand  employees  in  1958.  Value  added  by  man- 
ufacture in  the  industry  amounted  to  $347  mil- 
lion in  1958,  an  increase  of  2  percent  from  1954 


when  the  previous  census  was  taken.  Value  added 
is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  shipments.  It  avoids 
the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which 
results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manu- 
facturing establishments  as  materials  by  others, 
and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  industries  or  geo- 
graphic areas.  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in 
the  money  figures  shown  in  this  report  for 
changes  in  price  levels  from  1954  to  1958.

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  1954.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 


VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  Metalworking  Machinery 
Attachments  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  prod- 
ucts described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry, 
but  also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  'industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Metalworking  Machinery  Attachments  In- 
dustry amounted  to  $505  million.  Of  this  total, 
$388  million  were  products  primary  to  the  indus- 
try, $85  million  were  products  primary  to  other 
industries,  and  #32  million  were  receipts  for 
miscellaneous  activities.  The  industry  ship- 
ments of  primary  products  represented  82  percent 
of  the  total  manufactured  product  shipments 


(primary  and  secondary) .  The  1954  ratio  was 
87  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  ship- 
ped by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appear- 
ing in  table  3,  indicates  that  $480  million  of 
metalworking  machinery  attachments  were  shipped 
by  all  producers  of  these  products.  Of  this 
total,  $388  million,  or  81  percent,  were  shipped 
by  plants  classified  in  Industry  3545,  Metal- 
working Machinery  Attachments,  while  the  re- 
mainder was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
other  industries. 


GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc . ) .  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 


PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  sill  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents", 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  1960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  was 
conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Machine  Tools  Industry  chipped  products  valued 
at  $698  million,  a  decrease  of  40  percent  from 
1954,  according  to  preliminary  results  obtained 
from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of 
Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this  industry 
showed  a  decrease  of  33  percent  from  1954  to 
1958  to  a  total  of  54.2  thousand  employees  in 
1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry 
amounted  to  $431  million  in  1958,  a  decrease  of 
42  percent  from  1954  when  the  previous  census 


was  taken.  Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value 
of  shipments.  It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the 
value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of 
products  of  some  manufacturing  establishments  as 
materials  by  others,  and  Is  for  most  purposes, 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
industries  or  geographic  areas.  No  adjustments 
have  been  made  in  the  money  figures  shown  in 
this  report  for  changes  in  price  levels  from 
1954  to  1958.

The  Machine  Tools  Industry  Includes 
establishments  engaged  primarily  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  power-driven  machine  tools  and  the 
rebuilding  of  machine  tools.  This  report  does 
not  include  figures  for  administrative  offices, 
warehouses,  garages,  or  other  auxiliary  units 
which  service  manufacturing  establishments. 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  19^5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Machine  Tools 
Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products  described 
above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  in- 
cluded the  value  of  secondary  products  (which 
are  primary  in  other  industries),  and  miscella- 
neous receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of 
products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments  and 
other  receipts  of  establishments  classified  In 
the  Machine  Tools  Industry  amounted  to  $698 
million.  Of  this  total,  $536  million  were  prod- 
ucts primary  to  the  industry,  $118  million  were 
products  primary  to  other  industries,  and  $44 
million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous  activi- 
ties. The  industry  shipments  of  primary  products 
represented  82  percent  of  the  total  manufactured 
product  shipments  (primary  and  secondary).  The 
1954  ratio  was  84  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 


value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $594  million  of 
machine  tools  were  shipped  by  all  producers  of 
these  products.  Of  this  total,  $536  million,  or 
90  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
Industry  3541,  Machine  Tools,  while  the  remainder 
was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other  indus- 
tries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  Indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  In  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.)-  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3 )  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 


PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  united  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  census  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  F°r 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  195b'  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

During  1958,  manufactures  in  the 
Paper-Industries  Machinery  Industry  shipped 
products  valued  at  $309  million,  an  increase  of 
50  percent  over  1954,  according  to  preliminary 
results  obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manu- 
factures conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
Department  of  Commerce.  Average  emp  oyment  in 
this  industry  showed  an  increase  of  5  percent 
from  1954  to  1958  to  a  total  of  15.7  thousand 
employees  in  1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture  in 
the  industry  amounted  to  $124  million  in  1958,. 
an  increase     of     13  percent  from    1954    when  the 


previous  census  was  taken.  Value  added  is  de- 
rived by  substracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  shipments.  It  avoids 
the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which 
results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manu- 
facturing establishments  as  materials  by  others, 
and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  industries  or  geo- 
graphic areas.  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in 
the  money  figures  shown  in  this  report  for 
changes  in  price  levels  from  1954  to  1958.

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishments  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  1954.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  Paper-Industries 
Machinery  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Paper-Industries  Machinery  Industry 
amounted  to  $309  million.  Of  this  total,  $252 
million  were  products  primary  to  the  industry, 
$20  million  were  products  primary  to  other  in- 
dustries, and  $37  million  were  receipts  for 
miscellaneous  activities.  The  industry  shipments 
of  primary  products  represented  93  percent  of 
the  total  manufactured  product  shipments  (prima- 
ry and  secondary).  The  1954  ratio  was  85 
percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 


value  of  primary  productsiof  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $280  million  of 
Paper-Industries  Machinery  Industry  were  shipped 
by  all  producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  to- 
tal, $252  million,  or  90  percent,  were  shipped 
by  plants  classified  in  Industry  3554,  Paper- 
Industries  Machinery  Industry,  while  the 
remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS

WOODWORKING  MACHINERY  INDUSTRY 

(Industry  Cede  3553 — SIC  system  in  use  through  1957)

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Woodworking  Machinery  Industry  shipped  products 
valued  at  $214-  million,  an  increase  of  19  per- 
cent over  195<4,  according  to  preliminary  results 
obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this 
industry  showed  an  increase  of  2  percent  from 
195-4  to  1958  to  a  total  of  12.2  thousand  em- 
ployees in  1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture  in 
the  industry  amounted  to  $112  million  in  1958, 
an  increase  of  10  percent  from  1954  when  the 


previous  census  was  taken.  Value  added  is  derived 
by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials,  fuels, 
etc.,  from  value  of  shipments.  It  avoids  the 
duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which 
results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manu- 
facturing establishments  as  materials  by  others, 
and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  industries  or  geo- 
graphic areas.  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in 
the  money  figures  shown  in  this  report  for 
changes  in  price  levels  from  1954  to  1958.

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  Woodworking  Machinery 
Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products  described 
above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  in- 
cluded the  value  of  secondary  products  (which 
are  primary  in  other  industries),  and  miscella- 
neous receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of 
products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments  and 
other  receipts  of  establishments  classified  in 
the  Woodworking  Machinery  Industry  amounted  to 
$21 14-  million.  Of  this  total,  $153  million  were 
products  primary  to  the  industry,  $it-0  million 
were  products  primary  to  other  industries,  and 
$21  million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous 
activities.  The  industry  shipments  of  primary 
products  represented  79  percent  of  the  total 
manufactured  product  shipments  (primary  and 
secondary).   The  195k   ratio  was  Qk   percent. 


The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $177  million  of  wood- 
working machinery  were  shipped  by  all  producers 
of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  $152  million, 
or  86  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants  classi- 
fied in  Industry  3553,  Woodworking  Machinery, 
while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  clas- 
sified in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activitiea 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments,' 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  Statec 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices:

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  Census  of  Manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  the  United  States.  The  first  Census  if 
Manufactures  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses 
of  Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufacturea 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight.

Value  added  by 
manufacture  in  the  industry  amounted  to  $188 
million  in  1958,  an  increase  of  5  percent  from 
1954-  when  the  previous  census  was  taken.  Value 


added  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of 
materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  shipments. 
It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  ship- 
ments which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of 
some  manufacturing  establishments  as  materials 
by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best 
value  measure  available  for  comparing  the  rela- 
tive economic  importance  of  manufacturing  indus- 
tries or  geographic  areas.

The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $270  million  of 
printing-trades  machinery  and  equipment  were 
shipped  by  all  producers  of  these  products.  Of 
this  total,  $250  million,  or  92  percent,  were 
shipped  by  plants  classified  in  Industry  3555, 
Printing-Trades  Machinery  and  Equipment,  while 
the  remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  classified 
in  other  industries. 

GENEPAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls;  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.

300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Textile  Machinery 
Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products  described 
above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  in- 
cluded the  value  of  secondary  products  (which 
are  primary  in  other  industries),  and  miscella- 
neous receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of 
products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments  and 
other  receipts  of  establishments  classified  in 
the  Textile  Machinery  Industry  amounted  to  $375 
million.  Of  this  total,  $30^  million  were 
products  primary  to  the  industry,  $1+6  million 
were  products  primary  to  other  industries,  and 
$25  million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous 
activities.  The  industry  shipments  of  primary 
products  represented  87  percent  of  the  total 
manufactured  product  shipments  (primary  and 
secondary).   The  I95I+  ratio  was  89  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 


value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $322  million  of 
textile  machinery  were  shipped  by  all  producers 
of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  $30U  million, 
or  9^.  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants  classified 
in  Industry  3552,  Textile  Machinery,  while  the 
remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities

1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades .  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963 .  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Power-Transmission  Equipment  Industry  shipped 
products  valued  at  $738  million,  an  increase  of 
18  percent  over  1954-,  according  to  preliminary 
results  obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manu- 
factures conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
Department  of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in 
this  industry  showed  a  decrease  of  1  percent 
from  1954-  to  1958  to  a  total  of  49  thousand  em- 
ployees in  1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture  in 
the  industry  amounted  to  $463  million  in  1958, 
an  increase  of  19  percent  from  1954  when  the 


previous  census  was  taken.  Value  added  is  de- 
rived by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  shipments.  It  avoids 
the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which 
results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manu- 
facturing establishments  as  materials  by  others, 
and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  industries  or  geo- 
graphic areas.  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in 
the  money  figures  shown  in  this  report  for 
changes  in  price  levels  from  1954  to  1958.

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^«  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Power-Transmission 
Equipment  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
scribed  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Power -Transmission  Equipment  Industry 
amounted  to  $738  million.  Of  this  total,  $590 
million  were  products  primary  to  the  industry, 
$101  million  were  products  primary  to  other 
industries,  and  $^7  million  were  receipts  for 
miscellaneous  activities.  The  industry  shipments 
of  primary  products  represented  85  percent  of 
the  total  manufactured  product  shipments  (pri- 
mary and  secondary) .  The  195^  ratio  was  88 
percent. 


The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $717  million  of  Power- 
Transmission  Equipment  were  shipped  by  all 
producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total, 
$590  million,  or  82  percent,  were  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  Industry  3566,  Power  Trans- 
mission Equipment,  while  the  remainder  was 
shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other  industries. 


GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 


PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Mechanical  Stokers  Industry  shipped  products 
valued  at  $10  million,  a  decrease  of  27  percent 
from  1954,  according  to  preliminary  results  ob- 
tained from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  con- 
ducted by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department 
of  Commerce .  Average  employment  in  this  indus- 
try showed  a  decrease  of  36  percent  from  1954-  to 
1958  to  a  total  of  700  employees  in  1958.  Value 
added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry  amounted  to 
$6  million  in  1958,  a  decrease  of  4-0  percent 
from  1954-  when  the  previous  census  was  taken. 


Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost 
of  materials ,  fuels ,  etc . ,  from  value  of  ship- 
ments .  It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  prod- 
ucts of  some  manufacturing  establishments  as 
materials  by  others ,  and  is  for  most  purposes , 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
industries  or  geographic  areas .  No  adjustments 
have  been  made  in  the  money  figures  shown  in

The  Mechanical  Stokers  Industry  in- 
cludes establishments  engaged' primarily  in  the 
manufacture  of  domestic  and  industrial  stokers 
for  anthracite  and  bituminous  coal,  either  hopper 
fed,  or  with  a  conveyor  for  direct  feed  from  the 
bin.  This  report  does  not  include  figures  for 
administrative  offices,  warehouses,  garages,  or 
other  auxiliary  units  which  service  manufactur- 
ing establishments. 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  19-4-5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies .  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  1954.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  Mechanical  Stokers 
Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products  described 
above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  in- 
cluded the  value  of  secondary  products (which  are 
primary  in  other  industries ) ,  and  miscellaneous 
receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of  products, 
etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments  and  other 
receipts  of  establishments  classified  in  the 
Mechanical  Stokers  Industry  amounted  to  $10  mil- 
lion. Of  this  total,  $7  million  were  products 
primary  to  the  industry,  $1  million  were  products 
primary  to  other  industries,  and  $2  million  were 
receipts  for  miscellaneous  activities.  The  in- 
dustry shipments  of  primary  products  represented 
89  percent  of  the  total  manufactured  products 
shipments  (primary  and  secondary).  The  1954 
ratio  was  74  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts  of 


establishments  classified  in  the  industry,  should 
be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total  value  of 
primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped  by  all 
producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing  in  table 
3,  indicates  that  $16  million  of  mechanical 
stokers  and  parts  were  shipped  by  all  producers 
of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  $7  million, 
or  46  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants  classified 
in  Industry  3568,  Mechanical  stokers,  while  the 
remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc,).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producess  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry/1  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months .  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  State  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  1960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  Census  of  Manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years .

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment^  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  195b1 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  Conveyors  Industry 
consisted  not  only  of  products  described  above 
as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  included 
the  value  of  secondary  products  (which  are  pri- 
mary in  other  industries),  and  miscellaneous 
receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of  products, 
etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments  and  other 
receipts  of  establishments  classified  in  the 
Conveyors  Industry  amounted  to  $57^  million.  Of 
this  total,  $392  million  were  products  primary 
to  the  industry,  $93  million  were  products 
primary  to  other  industries,  and  $89  million 
were  receipts  for  miscellaneous  activities.  The 
industry  shipments  of  primary  products  repre- 
sented 81  percent  of  the  total  manufactured 
product  shipments  (primary  and  secondary) .  The 
195^  ratio  was  77  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 


should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $^k  million  of 
conveyors  and  conveying  equipment  were  shipped 
by  all  producers  of  these  products.  Of  this 
total,  $392  million,  or  83  percent,  were  shipped 
by  plants  classified  in  Industry  35^3,  Conveyors, 
while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  clas- 
sified in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair worK,  etc . ) .  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 


PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AMD  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  te  published  and  offered  for  sale  at

The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  I96U 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  Census  of  Manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.

1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
vjas  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

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During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Industrial  Furnaces  and  Ovens  Industry  shipped 
products  valued  at  $190  million,  an  increase  of 
12  percent  over  1954,  according  to  preliminary 
results  obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manu- 
factures conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
Department  of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in 
this  industry  showed  an  increase  of  10  percent 
from  1954-  to  1958  to  a  total  of  9.2  thousand 
employees  in  1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture 
in  the  industry  amounted  to  $87  million  in  1958, 
an  increase  of  8  percent  from  1954-  when  the 


previous  census  was  taken.  Value  added  is 
derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  shipments.

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  Industrial  Furnaces 
and  Ovens  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  In  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Industrial  Furnaces  and  Ovens  Industry 
amounted  to  $190  million.  Of  this  total,  $139 
million  were  products  primary  to  the  industry, 
$26  million  were  products  primary  to  other 
industries,  and  $25  million  were  receipts  for 
miscellaneous  activities.

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in   the  industry, 


should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $172  million  of 
industrial  furnaces  and  ovens  were  shipped  by 
a  1  "l  producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total, 
$139  million,  or  8l  percent,  were  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  Industry  3567 ,  Industrial 
Furnaces  and  Ovens,  while  the  remainder  was 
shipped  by  plants  classified  In  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the

The  Industrial  Trucks  and  Tractors 
Industry  includes  establishments  engaged  pri- 
marily in  the  manufacture  of  industrial  trucks, 
tractors,  trailers,  stockers,  hand  lift  trucks, 
hand  trailers,  dollies,  and  metal  pallets  and 
skids  used  for  handling  materials  on  floors  and 
paved  surfaces  in  and  around  industrial  plants, 
depots,  docks  and  terminals.  This  report  does 
not  include  figures  for  administrative  offices, 
warehouses,  garages,  or  other  auxiliary  units 
which  service  manufacturing  establishments. 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  19^5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 


ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  I958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^  •  Hie  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 


VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  Industrial  Trucks 
and  Tractors  Industry  consisted  not  only  of 
products  described  above  as  primary  to  the  in- 
dustry, but  also  included  the  value  of  secondary- 
products  (which  are  primary  in  other  industries), 
and  miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work, 
resale  of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of 
shipments  and  other  receipts  of  establishments 
classified  in  the  Industrial  Trucks  and  Tractors 
Industry  amounted  to  $269  million.  Of  this 
total,  $230  million  were  products  primary  to  the 
industry,  $19  million  were  products  primary  to 
other  industries,  and  $20  million  were  receipts 
for  miscellaneous  activities.  The  Industry 
shipments  of  primary   products  represented  92 


percent  of  the  total  manufactured  product  ship- 
ments (primary  and  secondary).  The  195^  ratio 
was  88  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
In  table  3,  indicates  that  $275  million  of 
industrial  trucks  and  trailers  were  shipped  by 
all  producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total, 
$230  million,  or  8h  percent,  were  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  Industry  35^5,  Industrial 
Trucks  and  Trailers,  while  the  remainder  was 
shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other  industries. 


GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  c 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  0 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari-

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Elevators  and 
Escalators  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  prod- 
ucts described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry, 
but  also  included  the  value  of  secondary  prod- 
ucts (which  are  primary  in  other  industries ) , 
and  miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work, 
resale  of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of 
shipments  and  other  receipts  of  establishments 
classified  in  the  Elevators  and  Escalators  In- 
dustry amounted  to  $193  million.  Of  this  total, 
$133  million  were  products  primary  to  the  indus- 
try, $5  million  were  products  primary  to  other 
industries ,  and  $55  million  were  receipts  for 
miscellaneous  activities.

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 


should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  ship- 
ped by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  ap- 
pearing in  table  3,  indicates  that  $166  million 
of  Elevators  and  Escalators  were  shipped  by  all 
producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total, 
$133  million,  or  80  percent,  were  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  Industry  3562,  Elevators 
and  Escalators ,  while  the  remainder  was  shipped 
by  plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole .

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Typewriters  Industry  shipped  products  valued  at 
$238  million,  an  increase  of  33  percent  over 
1954,  according  to  preliminary  results  obtained 
from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Com- 
merce. Average  employment  in  this  industry 
showed  an  increase  of  7  percent  from  1954  to 
1958  to  a  total  of  19.7  thousand  employees  in 
1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry 
amounted  to  $167  million  in  1958,  an  increase  of 
27  percent  from  1954  when  the  previous  census 


was  taken.  Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value 
of  shipments.  It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the 
value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of 
products  of  some  manufacturing  establishments  as 
materials  by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes, 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufac- 
turing industries  or  geographic  areas.  No  ad- 
justments have  been  made  in  the  money  figures 
shown  in  this  report  for  changes  in  price  levels 
from  1954  to  1958.

The  Typewriters  Industry  includes  es- 
tablishments engaged  primarily  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  typewriters  and  parts.  This  report  does 
not  include  figures  for  administrative  offices, 
warehouses,  garages,  or  other  auxiliary  units 
which  service  manufacturing  establishments. 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  1945 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957 
edition  of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  exten- 
sive revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the 
manufacturing  sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location. 
Also,  companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted 
separate  reports  if  the  company  records  per- 
mitted such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate 
activities  were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  1954.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  Typewriters  Industry 
consisted  not  only  of  products  described  above 
as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  included 
the  value  of  secondary  products  (which  are  pri- 
mary in  other  industries),  and  miscellaneous 
receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of  products, 
etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments  and  other  re- 
ceipts of  establishments  classified  in  the  Type- 
writers Industry  amounted  to  $238  million.  Of 
this  total,  $187  million  were  products  primary 
to  the  industry,  $42  million  were  products 
primary  to  other  industries,  and  $9  million  were 
receipts  for  miscellaneous  activities.  The  in- 
dustry shipments  of  primary  products  represented 
82  percent  of  the  total  manufactured  product 
shipments  (primary  and  secondary) .  The  1954 
ratio  was  80  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 


by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $188  million  of 
Typewriters  and  parts  were  shipped  by  all  pro- 
ducers of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  $187 
million,  were  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
Industry  3572,  Typewriters,  while  the  remainder 
was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other  in- 
dustries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  in- 
dustry reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities 
of  the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others, 
repair  work,  etc . ) .

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the

The  Scales  and  Balances  Industry  in- 
cludes establishments  engaged  primarily  in  the 
manufacture  of  weighing  devices  of  all  types, 
including  those  with  automatic  computing  mecha- 
nisms and  coin-operated  scales.

Daring  1958,  manufactures  in  the 
Computing  and  Related  Machines  Industry  shipped 
products  valued  at  $1,117  million,  an  increase 
of  79  percent  over  1954,  according  to  prelimi- 
nary results  obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of 
Manufactures  conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census ,  Department  of  Commerce .  Average  employ- 
ment in  this  industry  showed  an  increase  of  45 
percent  from  1954  to -1958  to  a  total  of  82.3 
thousand  employees  in  1958.  Value  added  by  manu- 
facture in  the  industry  amounted  to  $589  million 
in  1958,  an  increase  of  45  percent  from  1954 


when  the  previous  census  was  taken.  Value  added 
is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
fuels ,  etc . ,  from  value  of  shipments .  "It  avoids 
the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which 
results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some  ;  manu- 
facturing establishments  as  materials  by  others , 
and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  industries  or  geo- 
graphic areas.  No  adjustments  have  .been  made  in 
the  money  figures  shown  in  this  report  for 
changes  in  price  levels  from  1954  to  1958.

1958  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 


The  Computing  and  Related  Machines 
Industry  includes  establishments  engaged  pri- 
marily in  the  manufacture  of  adding,  calculating, 
tabulating  and  bookkeeping  machines;  electronic 
computing  machines;  card -punching,  sorting  and 
tabulating  machines  and  cash  registers.  Estab- 
lishments primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing 
typewriters  and  billing  machines  without  account- 
ing registers,  are  classified  in  Industry  3572; 
office  duplicating  machines  and  devices,  and 
autographic  registers,  in  Industry  3579.  This 
report  does  not  include  figures  for  administra- 
tive offices,  warehouses,  garages,  or  other 
auxiliary  units  which  service  manufacturing  es- 
tablishments . 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  194-5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees ,  with  comparable 
figures  for  1954- .  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  Computing  and  Related 
Machines  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Computing  and  Related  Machines  Industry 
amounted  to  $1,117,  million.  Of  this  total,  $957 
million  were  products  primary  to  the  industry, 
$64-  million  were  products  primary  to  other  in- 
dustries, and  $96  million  were  receipts  for  mis- 
cellaneous activities.  The  industry  shipments 


of  primary  products  represented  94  percent  of 
the  total  manufactured  product  shipments  (pri- 
mary and  secondary) .  The  1954  ratio  was  78  per- 
cent .-'' 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  ship- 
ped by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  ap- 
pearing in  table  3,  indicates  that  $1,053  million 
of  computing  and  related  machines  were  shipped 
by  all  producers  of  these  products.  Of  this 
total,  $956  million,  or  91  percent,  were  ship- 
ped by  plants  classified  in  Industry  3571, 
computing  and  related  machines,  while  the  re- 
mainder was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
other  industries. 


GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  State  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  1960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  was 
conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight.

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry 
shipped  by  all  producers.

merce. Average  employment  in  this  industry 
showed  no  change  from  1954  to  1958  totaling  6.5 
thousand  employees  in  both  years.  Value  added 
by  manufacture  in  the  industry  amounted  to  $65 
million  in  1958,  an  increase  of  14  percent  from 
1954  when  the  previous  census  was  taken.   Value 


added  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of 
materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  shipments. 
It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  ship- 
ments which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of 
some  manufacturing  establishments  as  materials 
by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best 
value  measure  available  for  comparing  the  rela- 
tive economic  importance  of  manufacturing  in- 
dustries or  geographic  areas.

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size.

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  Commercial  Laundry, 
Dry-cleaning  and  Pressing  Machinery  Industry 
consisted  not  only  of  products  described  above 
as  primary  to  the  industry,,  but  also  included 
the  value  of  secondary  products  (which  are  pri- 
mary in  other  industries ) ,  and  miscellaneous 
receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of  products, 
etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments  and  other 
receipts  of  establishments  classified  in  the 
Commercial  Laundry,  Dry-cleaning  and  Pressing 
machinery  Industry  amounted  to  $117  million.

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
shoild  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry 
shipped  by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure, 
appearing  in  table  3,  indicates  that  $106  mil- 
lion of  laundry  and  dry  cleaning  machinery  were 
shipped  by  all  producers  of  these  products.

shipped  by  plants  classified  in  Industry  3582, 
commercial  laundry,  dry-cleaning  and  pressing 
machinery  while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).

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During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Sewing  Machines  Industry  shipped  products  valued 
at  $110  million,  a  decrease  of  7  percent  from 
1954,  according  to  preliminary  results  obtained 
from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of 
Commerce.

The  Sewing  Machines  Industry  includes 
establishments  engaged  primarily  In  the  manu- 
facture of  sewing  machines  for  domestic  and 
industrial  use  and  sewing  machine  parts  and 
attachments.  This  report  does  not  include  fig- 
ures for  administrative  offices,  warehouses, 
garages,  or  other  auxiliary  units  which  service 
manufacturing  establishments.    

This  report  is  based  upon  the  194-5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  1954- .  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  Sewing  Machines 
Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products  described 
above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also 
included  the  value  of  secondary  products  (which 
are  primary  in  other  industries),  and  miscella- 
neous receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of 
products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments  and 
other  receipts  of  establishments  classified  in 
the  Sewing  Machines  Industry  amounted  to  $110 
million.  Of  this  total,  $92  million  were  prod- 
ucts primary  to  the  industry,  $3  million  were 
products  primary  to  other  industries,  and  $15 
million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous  activi- 
ties. The  industry  shipments  of  primary  products 
represented  97  percent  of  the  total  manufactured 
product  shipments  (primary  and  secondary).  The 
1954  ratio  was  91  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 


should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $98  million  of  sewing 
machines  were  shipped  by  all  producers  of  these 
products.  Of  this  total,  $92  million,  or  94- 
percent,  were  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
Industry  3583,  Sewing  Machines,  while  the  re- 
mainder was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  Industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  Census  of  Manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Vacuum  Cleaners  Industry  shipped  products  valued 
at  $154-  million,  a  decrease  of  6  percent  from 
1954,  according  to  preliminary  results  obtained 
from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Com- 
merce. Average  employment  in  this  industry 
showed  a  decrease  of  31  percent  from  1954  to 
1958  to  a  total  of  5.8  thousand  employees  in 
1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry 
amounted  to  |89  million  in  1958,  a  decrease  of 
1  percent  from  1954  when  the  previous  census  was 


taken.  Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value 
of  shipments.  It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the 
value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of 
products  of  some  manufacturing  establishments  as 
materials  by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes, 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  iuanufactur- 
ing  industries  or  geographic  areas.  No  adjust-

The  Vacuum  Cleaners  Industry  includes 
establishments  engaged  primarily  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  vacuum  cleaners  for  domestic  and  indus- 
trial use.

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  Vacuum  Cleaners 
Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products  de- 
scribed above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Vacuum  Cleaners  Industry  amounted  to  $15^ 
million.

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 


value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  ship- 
ped by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appear- 
ing in  table  3,  indicates  that  $l6b  million  of 
vacuum  cleaners,  attachments  and  cleaning  tools 
and  parts  were  shipped  by  all  producers  of  these 
products.  Of  this  total,  $138  million,  or  82 
percent,  were  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
Industry  358U,  Vacuum  Cleaners,  while  the  re- 
mainder was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,1'  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.

The  1950  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  Census  of  Manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
195ti,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1950  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  1 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  19< 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  19&3.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable, 
figures  for  195^.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS  AND  COST  OF  MATERIALS 


The  total  cost  of  materials  and  total 
value  of  shipments  of  the  Refrigeration  Machin- 
ery Industry  have  not  been  published  because  of 
the  extensive  duplication  contained  in  these 
data.  This  duplication  results  from  the  intra  - 
industry  shipments  of  certain  products  by  some 
establishments  for  use  as  materials  by  others . 
For  this  reason,  the  "primary  product  special- 
ization ratio"  a  measure  to  the  extent  of  which 
plants  classified  in  an  industry  "specialize- 
in  making  the  products  regarded  as  primary  to 
the  industry,  could  not  be  computed  precisely. 


The  ratio,  however,  is  between  85  and  100,  with 
the  principal  secondary  products  shipped  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  this  industry  consist- 
ing of  electric  appliances,  pumps  and  compressors, 
aircraft  parts  and  ordnance.  Since  this  dupli- 
cation is  also  contained  in  the  value  of  refrig- 
eration machinery  shipped  by  all  producers ,  the 
total  of  such  shipments  is  not  shown  in  Table  3. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  Census  of  Manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  In  interim  years.

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During  1958;  manufacturers  in  the 
Industrial  Patterns  and  Molds  Industry  shipped 
products  valued  at  $263  million,  an  increase  of 
36  percent  over  195^ >  according  to  preliminary 
results  obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manu- 
factures conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
Department  of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in 
this  industry  showed  an  increase  of  11  percent 
from  1954  to  1958  to  a  total  of  22.1  thousand 
employees  in  1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture 
in  the  industry  amounted  to  $193  million  in  1958, 
an  increase  of  27  percent  over  195^  when  the

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  conducted 
by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each  estab- 
lishment. Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of 
almost  300,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  these  companies .  Firms 
operating  more  than  one  establishment  were 
required  to  submit  a  report  for  each  separate 
location.  Also,  companies  engaged  in  distinctly 
different  lines  of  activity  at  one  location 
submitted  separate  reports  if  the  company  records 
permitted  such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate 
activities  were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^ •  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Industrial 
Patterns  and  Molds  Industry  consisted  not  only 
of  products  described  above  as  primary  to  the 
industry,  but  also  included  the  value  of 
secondary  products  (which  are  primary  in  other 
industries),  and  miscellaneous  receipts  for 
contract  work,  resale  of  products,  etc.  The 
total  value  of  shipments  and  other  receipts  of 
establishments  classified  in  the  Industrial 
Patterns  and  Molds  Industry  amounted  to  $263 
million.  Of  this  total,  $2^1  million  were 
products  primary  to  the  industry  and  $22  million 
were  products  primary  to  other  industries  and 
receipts  for  miscellaneous  activities. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 


value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry 
shipped  by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure, 
appearing  in  table  :>,  indicates  that  $301  million 
of  industrial  patterns  and  molds  were  shipped  by 
all  producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total, 
$2^1  million,  or  80  percent,  were  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  Industry  359^;  Industrial 
Patterns  and  Molds,  while  the  remainder  was 
shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general'  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others, 
repair  work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken 
into  account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3 )  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the

(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Ball  and  Roller  Bearings  Industry  amounted 
to  $650  million.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Fabricated  Pipe  and  Fittings  Industry  shipped 
products  valued  at  $328  million,  an  increase  of 
31  percent  over  1954,  according  to  preliminary 
results  obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manu- 
factures conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
Department  of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in 
this  industry  showed  an  increase  of  19  percent 
from  1954  to  1958  to  a  total  of  15.1  thousand 
employees  in  1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture 
in  the  industry  amounted  to  #155  million  in 
1958,  an  increase  of  26  percent  from  1954  when 


the  previous  census  was  taken.  Value  added  is 
derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  shipments.  It  avoids 
the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which 
results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manu- 
facturing establishments  as  materials  by  others, 
and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  industries  or  geo- 
graphic areas.  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in 
the  money  figures  shown  in  this  report  for 
changes  in  price  levels  from  1954  to  1958.

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  Fabricated  Pipe  and 
Fittings  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Fabricated  Pipe  and  Fittings  Industry 
amounted  to  $328  million.  Of  this  total,  $244 
million  were  products  primary  to  the  industry, 
$27  million  were  products  primary  -to  other  in- 
dustries, and  $57  million  were  receipts  for  mis- 
cellaneous activities.  The  industry  shipments 
of  primary  products  represented  90  percent  of 
the  total  manufactured  product  shipments  (primary 
and  secondary) .  The  1954  ratio  was  92  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 


should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  ship- 
ped by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  ap- 
pearing in  table  3,  indicates  that  $264  million 
of  fabricated  pipe  and  fittings  were  shipped  by 
all  producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total, 
$244-  million,  or  92  percent,  were  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  Industry  3592,  while  the 
remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  State  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  1960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  Census  of  Manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others, 
repair  work,  etc.).

Value  added  by  manufacture 
in  the  industry  amounted  to  $472  million  in 
1958,  an  increase  of  36  percent  from  1954  when 


the  previous  census  was  ta&en.  Value  added  is 
derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
fuels ,  etc . ,  from  value  of  shipments .  It  avoids 
the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which 
results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manu- 
facturing establishments  as  materials  by  others, 
and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  industries  or  geo- 
graphic areas.

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 


The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  Wiring  Devices  and 
Supplies  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  to  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 


of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Wiring  Devices  and  Supplies  Industry 
amounted  to  $836  million.  Of  this  total,  $68l 
million  were  products  primary  to  the  industry, 
$109  million  were  products  primary  to  other 
industries,  and  $46  million  were  receipts  for 
miscellaneous  activities.  The  industry  shipments 
of  primary  products  represented  86  percent  of 
the  total  manufactured  product  shipments  (pri- 
mary and  secondary) .

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Electrical  Control  Apparatus  Industry  shipped 
products  valued  at  $1,375  million,  an  increase 
of  22  percent  over  1954,  according  to  preliminary 
results  obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manu- 
factures conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
Department  of  Commerce .  Average  employment  in 
this  industry  showed  an  increase  of  1  percent 
from  1954  to  1958  to  a  total  of  80.1  thousand 
employees  in  1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture 
in  the  industry  amounted  to  §838  million  in  1958, 
an  increase  of  22  percent  from  1954  when  the 


previous  census  was  taken.  Value  added  is  de- 
rived by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  shipments.  It  avoids 
the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which 
results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manu- 
facturing establishments  as  materials  by  others, 
and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  industries  or  geo- 
graphic areas.  No  adjustments  have  been  made 
in  the  money  figures  shown  in  this  report  for 
changes  in  price  levels  from  1954  to  1958.

The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  then  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  1954.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  Electrical  Control 
Apparatus  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  prod- 
ucts described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry, 
but  also  included  the  value  of  secondary  prod- 
ucts (which  are  primary  in  other  industries), 
and  miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work, 
resale  of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of 
shipments  and  other  receipts  of  establishments 
classified  in  the  Electrical  Control  Apparatus 
Industry  amounted  to  $1,375  million.  Of  this 
total,  $1,163  million  were  products  primary  to 
the  industry,   $L49  million  were  products  primary 


to  other  industries,  and  $63  million  were  re- 
ceipts for  miscellaneous  activities.  The  indus- 
try shipments  of  primary  products  represented 
89  percent  of  the  total  manufactured  product 
shipments  (primary  and  secondary).  The  1954  ra- 
tio was  also  89  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  ship- 
ped by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  ap- 
pearing in  table  3,  indicates  that  $l,326million 
of  Electrical  Control  Apparatus  were  shipped 
by  all  producers  of  these  products.  Of  this 
total,  $1,163  million,  or  88  percent,  were  ship- 
ped by  plants  classified  in  Industry  3616, 
Electrical  Control  Apparatus,  while  the  remainder 
was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other  indus- 
tries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc . ) .  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table' 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industr;?-, "  "establishments, " 
and  "secondary  production,  ■'  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  Issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  1960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  was 
conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  «Tiri  eight.

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TRANSFORMERS  INDUSTRY 

(Industry  Code  3615 — SIC  system  in  use  through  1957)

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the  Trans- 
formers Industry  shipped  products  valued  at  $642 
million,  a  decrease  of  7  percent  from  1954,  ac- 
cording to  preliminary  results  obtained  from  the 
1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted  hy  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce. 
Average  employment  in  this  industry  showed  a  de- 
crease of  16  percent  from  1954  to  1958  to  a  to- 
tal of  34  thousand  employees  in  1958.  Value 
added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry  amounted  to 
$368  million  in  1958,  a  decrease  of  7  percent 
from  1954  when  the  previous  census  was  taken. 


Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost 
of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  ship- 
ments .  It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  prod- 
ucts of  some  manufacturing  establishments  as 
materials  by  others ,  and  is  for  most  purposes , 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufac- 
turing industries  or  geographic  areas .  No  ad- 
justments have  been  made  in  the  money  figures 
shown  in  this  report  for  changes  in  price  levels 
from  1954  to  1958.

This  report  is  based  upon  the  1945 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees ,  with  comparable 
figures  for  1954- .  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports . 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Transformers  In- 
dustry consisted  not  only  of  products  described 
above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  in- 
cluded the  value  of  secondary  products  (which 
are  primary  in  other  industries),  and  miscel- 
laneous receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of 
products ,  etc .  The  total  value  of  shipments  and 
other  receipts  of  establishments  classified  in 
the  Transformers  Industry  amounted  to  $642  mil- 
lion.  Of  this  total,  $583  million  were  products 


primary  to  the  industry,  *51  million  7/ere  prod- 
ucts primary  to  other  industries ,  and  88  million 
were  receipts  for  miscellaneous  activities .  The 
industry  shipments  of  primary  products  repre- 
sented 92  percent  of  the  total  manufactured 
product  shipments  (primary  and  secondary) .  The 
1954  ratio  was  87  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  ship- 
ped by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  ap- 
pearing in  table  3,  indicates  that  $626  million 
of  Transformers  and  parts  were  shipped  by  all 
producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total, 
$583  million,  or  93  percent,  were  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  Industry  3615, Transformers, 
while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  clas- 
sified in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  -lso  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  1960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  was 
conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Electric  Welding  Apparatus  Industry  shipped  pi-od- 
ucts  valued  at  $248  million,  an  increase  of  38 
percent  over  1954,  according  to  preliminary  re- 
sults obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
Department  of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in 
this  industry  showed  an  increase  of  21  percent 
from  1954  to  1958  to  a  total  of  9.9  thousand 
employees  in  1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture 
in  the  industry  amounted  to  $113  million  in  1958, 
an  increase  of  46  percent  from  1954  when  the 


previous  census  was  taken.  Value  added  is 
derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  shipments.  It  avoids 
the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which 
results  from  the  use  of.  products  of  some  manu- 
facturing establishments  as  materials  by  others, 
and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic, 
importance  of  manufacturing  industries  or  geo- 
graphic areas.  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in 
the  money  figures  shown  in  this  report  for 
changes  in  price  levels  from  1954  to  1958.

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  Census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  1954.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  Electric  Welding 
Apparatus  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  to  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Electric  Welding  Apparatus  Industry 
amounted  to  $248  million.  Of  this  total,  $215 
million  were  products  primary  to  the  industry, 
$16  million  were  products  primary  to  other  in- 
dustries, and  $17  million  were  receipts  for 
miscellaneous  activities.  The  industry  shipments 
of  primary  products  represented  93  percent  of 
the  total  manufactured  product  shipments  (primary 
and  secondary).  The  1954  ratio  was  90  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 


of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $233  million  of 
electric  welding  apparatus  were  shipped  by  all 
producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total, 
$215  million,  or  92  percent,  were  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  Industry  3617,  Electric 
Welding  Apparatus,  while  the  remainder  was  shipped 
by  plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  or  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AM)  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  1960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  census  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Carbon  and  Graphite  Products  Industry  shipped 
products  valued  at  $155  million,  an  increase  of 
39  percent  over  1954,  according  to  preliminary 
results  obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manu- 
factures conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
Department  of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in 
this  industry  showed  an  increase  of  7  percent 
from  1954  to  1958  to  a  total  of  8.9  thousand 
employees  in  1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture 
in  the  industry  amounted  to  $103  million  in  1958, 
an  increase  of  59  percent  from  1954  when  the 


previous  census  was  taken.  Value  added  is 
derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  shipments.  It  avoids 
the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which 
results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manu- 
facturing establishments  as  materials  by  others, 
and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  industries  or  geo- 
graphic areas.  No  ad justments "have  been  made  in 
the  money  figures  shown  in  this  report  for 
changes  in  price  levels  from  1954  to  1958.

Of 
almost  500,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by 
single -establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  these  companies.

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Carbon  and 
Graphite  Products  Industry  consisted  not  only  of 
products  described  above  as  primary  to  the  in- 
dustry, but  also  included  the  value  of  secondary 
products  (which  are  primary  in  other  industries), 
and  miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work, 
resale  of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of 
shipments  and  other  receipts  of  establishments 
classified  in  the  Carbon  and  Graphite  Products 
Industry  amounted  to  $155  million.  Of  this 
total,  $149  million  were  products  primary  to  the 
industry,  $5  million  were  products  primary  to 
other  industries,  and  $1  million  were  receipts 
for  miscellaneous  activities.   The   industry 


shipments  of  primary  products  represented 
percent  of  the  total  manufactured  product  ship- 
ments (primary  and  secondary) .   The  1954  ratio 
was  98- percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $157  million  of  carbon 
and  graphite  products  were  shipped  by  all  pro- 
ducers of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  $149 
million,  or  95  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants 
classified  in  Industry  3612,  Carbon  and  Graphite 
Products,  while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  s 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary- 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others, 
repair  work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken 
into  account  in  comparing  industry  statistics

Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Motors  and  Generators  Industry  shipped  products 
valued  at  $1,394  million,  a  decrease  of  4  percent 
from  1954,  according  to  preliminary  results  ob- 
tained from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  con- 
ducted by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department 
of  Commerce.

Average  employment  in  this  industry 
showed  a  decrease  of  2.3  percent  from  1954  to 
1958  to  a  total  of  21  thousand  employees  in 
1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry 
amounted  to  $271  million  in  1958,  an  increase  of 
25.3  percent  from  1954  when  the  previous  census 


was  taken.  Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value 
of  shipments .  It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the 
value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of 
products  of  some  manufacturing  establishments  as 
materials  by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes, 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufac- 
turing industries  or  geographic  areas.  No  ad- 
justments have  been  made  in  the  money  figures 
shown  in  this  report  for  changes  in  price  levels 
from  1954  to  1958.

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The  Electric  Lamps  (Bulbs)  Industry 
includes  establishments  engaged  primarily  in  the 
manufacture  of  electric  bulbs ,  tubes  and  related 
light  sources.  Establishments  primarily  engaged 
in  manufacturing  electrotherapeutic  lamp  units 
for  ultraviolet  and  infrared  radiation  are  clas- 
sified in  Industry  3693,  X-ray  and  Therapeutic 
Apparatus;  electric  lighting  fixtures  in  Indus- 
try 3^71 >  Lighting  Fixtures;  glass  blanks  for 
bulbs  in  Industry  3229,  Pressed  and  Blown  Glass, 
N.E.C.;  and  electric  lamp  bases  and  other  elec- 
tric lamp  components  (except  glass  blanks)  in 
Industry  3699,  Electrical  Products,  .N.E.C. 
This  report  does  not  include  figures  for  admin- 
istrative offices,  warehouses,  garages,  or  other 
auxiliary  units  which  service  manufacturing 
establishments. 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  19^5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was' 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Electric  Lamps 
(Bulbs)  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Electric  Lamps  (Bulbs)  Industry  amounted 
to  $i+l8  million.  Of  this  total,  $36^-  million 
were  products  primary  to  the  industry,  $25  mil- 
lion were  products  primary  to  other  industries, 
and  $9  million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous 
activities.   The  industry  shipments  of  primary 


products  represented  92.  percent  of  the  total 
manufactured  product  shipments  (primary  and 
secondary).   The  195*+  ratio  was  9k   percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  ship2 
ped  by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  ap- 
pearing in  table  3,  indicates  that  $397  million 
of  Electric  Lamps  (Bulbs)  were  shipped  by  all 
producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total, 
$385  million,  or  97  percent,  were  shipped  bby 
plants  classified  in  Industry  3651,  Electric 
Lamps  (Bulbs)  while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

Tne  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc. )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 


PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at

The  first  Census  of 
Manufactures  was  conducted  jointly  with  censuses 
of  Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  I958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Electrical  Appliances  Industry  shipped  products 
valued  at  $790  million,  a  decrease  of  4  percent 
from  1954,  according  to  preliminary  results 
obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  manufactures 
conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department 
of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this  industry 
showed  a  decrease  of  18  percent  from  1954  to 
1958  to  a  total  of  39.7  thousand  employees  in 
1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture  in  the  indus- 
try amounted  to  $425  million  in  1958,  a  slight 
decrease  from  1954  when  the  previous  census  was 


taken.  Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value 
of  shipments.  It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the 
value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of 
products  of  some  manufacturing  establishments  as 
materials  by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes, 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
industries  or  geographic  areas.  No  adjustments 
have  been  made  in  the  money  figures  shown  in 
this  report  for  changes  in  price  levels  from 
1954  to  1958.

neous receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of 
products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments  and 
other  receipts  of  establishments  classified  in 
the  Electrical  Appliances  Industry  amounted  to 
$790  million.  Of  this  total,  $621  million  were 
products  primary  to  the  industry, $119  million 
were  products  primary  to  other  industries,  and 


$50  million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous 
activities.  The  industry  shipments  of  primary 
products  represented  84  percent  of  the  total 
manufactured  product  shipments  (primary  and 
secondary).  The  1954  ratio  was  76  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shippec 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $852  million  of  elec- 
trical appliances  were  shipped  by  all  producers 
of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  $621  million, 
or  73  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants  classified 
in  Industry  3621,  Electrical  Appliances,  while 
the  remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  classified 
in  other  industries.

factures conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
Department  of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in 
this  industry  showed  a  decrease  of  14  percent 
from  195-4  to  1958  to  a  total  of  39.9  thousand 
employees  in  1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture 
in  the  industry  amounted  to  $366  million  in  1958, 
an  increase  of  9  percent  from  1954-  when  the  pre- 
vious census  was  taken.   Value  added  is  derived 


by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials,  fuels, 
etc . ,  from  value  of  shipments .  It  avoids  the

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Insulated  Wire  and  Cable  Industry  shipped  prod- 
ucts valued  at  $380  million,  an  increase  of  16 
percent  over  1954,  according  to  preliminary 
results  obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manu- 
factures conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
Department  of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in 
this  industry  showed  an  increase  of  17  percent 
from  1954-  to  1958  to  a  total  of  16.8  thousand 
employees  in  1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture 
in  the  industry  amounted  to  $150  million  in  1958, 
an  increase  of  31    percent  from  1954  when  the 


previous  census  was  taken.  Value  added  is 
derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  shipments.  It  avoids 
the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which 
results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manu- 
facturing establishments  as  materials  by  others, 
and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  industries  or  geo- 
graphic areas.  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in 
the  money  figures  shown  in  this  report  for 
changes  in  price  levels  from  1954  to  1958.

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  conducted 
by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each  estab- 
lishment. Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of 
almost  500,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by 
single -establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms 
operating  more  than  one  establishment  were 
required  to  submit  a  report  for  each  separate 
location.  Also,  companies  engaged  in  distinctly 
different  lines  of  activity  at  one  location 
submitted  separate  reports  if  the  company  records 
permitted  such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate 
activities  were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  195° 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195*4- .  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Insulated  Wire 
and  Cable  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Insulated  Wire  and  Cable  Industry  amounted 
to  $380  million.  Of  this  total,  over  $365  mil- 
lion were  products  primary  to  the  industry 
representing  over  95  percent  of  the  total  manu- 
factured product  shipments  (primary  and  second- 
ary) .  The  1954-  ratio  was  96  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,      indicates  that  $1,320  million  of 


insulated  wire  and  cable  were  shipped  by  all 
producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  < 
to  30  percent,  was  shipped  by  plants  classified 
in  Industry  3631,  Insulated  Wire  and  Cable, 
while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  clas- 
sified in  other  industries,  mainly  by  Industry 
3392,  Wire  Drawing. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others, 
repair  work,  etc . ) .  This  fact  should  be  taken 
into  account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
5 )  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 


PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production, "  as  well  as  the 
various  statistical  items  such  as  "employment, " 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  industries 
during  the  coming  months .  A  series  of  prelim- 
inary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry- 
reports  and  final  State  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  Census  of  Manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States .  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  l8l0 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  15  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  196k 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1965.  Title 
15  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Phonograph  Records  Industry  shipped  products 
valued  at  $14-8  million,  an  increase  of  61  percent 
over  195-4,  according  to  preliminary  results 
obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census ,  Department 
of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this  industry 
showed  an  increase  of  19  percent  from  1954-  to 
1958  to  a  total  of  7.4  thousand  employees  in 
1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry 
amounted  to  |93  million  in  1958,  an  increase  of 
57  percent  from  1954  when  the  previous  census 


was  taken.  Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  materials ,  fuels ,  etc . ,  from  value 
of  shipments.  It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the 
value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of 
products  of  some  manufacturing  establishments  as 
materials  by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes, 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
industries  or  geographic  areas.  No  adjustments 
have  been  made  in  the  money  figures  shown  in 
this  report  for  changes  in  price  levels  from 
1954  to  1958.

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The  Phonograph  Records  Industy  includes 
establishments  engaged  primarily  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  phonograph  records  and  record  blanks. 
Establishments  engaged  excludively  in  the  prod- 
uction of  master  records  are  not  included  within 
the  scope  of  the  Census  of  Manufactures,  but 
establishments  engaged  both  in  the  manufacturing 
(or  pressing)  of  records  and  in  the  production 
of  master  records  are  included.

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  Phonograph  Records 
Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products  described 
above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also 
included  the  value  of  secondary  products  (which 
are  primary  in  other  industries),  and  miscella- 
neous receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of 
products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments  and 
other  receipts  of  establishments  classified  in 
the  Phonograph  Records  Industry  amounted  to  &LkQ 


million.  Of  this  total,  $136  million  were  prod- 
ucts primary  to  the  industry.  Virtually  all  of 
the  remainder  were  products  primary  to  other 
industries . 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $139  million  of 
phonograph  records  were  shipped  by  all  producers 
of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  $136  million, 
or  98  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants  classified 
in  Industry  3663,  Phonograph  Records,  while  the 
remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
other  industries. 


GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  was 
conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Electron  Tubes  Industry  shipped  products  valued 
at  $1,105  million,  an  increase  of  53  percent 
over  1954-,  according  to  preliminary  results  ob- 
tained from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  con- 
ducted by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department 
of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this  in- 
dustry showed  an  increase  of  30  percent  from 
1954  to  1958  to  a  total  of  92.3  thousand  em- 
ployees in  1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture  in 
the  industry  amounted  to  $746  million  in  1958, 
an  increase  of  66  percent  from  1954-  when  the 


previous  census  was  taken.  Value  added  is  de- 
rived by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  shipments.

6Except  for  "Number  of  establishments  with  20  or  more  employees,"  the  figures  shown  in  the  table  are  based  on  reports  for  all  establishments  (in- 
cluding those  with  less  than  20  employees)   classified   in  the  industry. 
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The  Electron  Tubes  Industry  includes 
establishments  engaged  primarily  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  .electron  tubes.  Products  of  this  in- 
dustry include  cathode  ray  tubes  (including  TV 
picture  tubes),  transistors  and-  diodes,  radio 
receiving-type  tubes,  transmitting  and  indus- 
trial type  tubes,  and  electron  tube  parts  (ex- 
cept glass  blanks)  sold  separately.  Establish- 
ments primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  X-Ray 
tubes  are  classified  in  Industry  3693,  X-Ray  and 
Therapeutic  Apparatus.  This  report  does  not  in- 
clude figures  for  administrative  offices,  ware- 
houses, garages,  or  other  auxiliary  units  which 
service  manufacturing  establishments.

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry 
shipped  by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure, 
appearing  in  table  3,  indicates  that  $1,025  mil- 
lion of  Electron  Tubes  were  shipped  by  all  pro- 
ducers of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  $985 
million,  or  96  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants 
classified  in  Industry  3662,  Electron  Tubes, 
while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  clas- 
sified in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry.

This  Industry  includes  establishments 
engaged  primarily  in  the  manufacture  of  telephone 
and  telegraph  equipment,  and  parts  specifically 
designed  for  inclusion  in  telephone  and  tele- 
graph circuits.  Establishments  primarily  engaged 
in  manufacturing  radio-telephone  and  radio- 
telegraph apparatus  and  supplies  are  classified 
in  Industry  3661,  and  radio  tubes  in  3662.  This 
report  does  not  include  figures  for  administra- 
tive offices,  warehouses,  garages,  or  other  aux- 
iliary units  which  service  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments . 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  19^5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS  AND  COST  OF  MATERIALS 

Data  on  *:ost  of  materials  and  value  of 
shipments  of  Industry  3664-  include  extensive 
duplication  resulting  from  the  use  of  the  prod- 
ucts of  some  establishments  of  a  company  as  ma- 
terials by  other  establishments  within  the  same 
company.  These  "interplant  transfers"  would 
appear  twice  in  the  total  value  of  shipments, 
since  both  complete  telephone  and  telegraph  sets, 
as  well  as  component  parts,  are  classified  in 
Industry  3664.  A  corresponding  duplication  ex- 
ists in  the  total  cost  of  materials.  Totals  are 
therefore  not  shown  for  cost  of  materials  and 
value  of  shipments.  The  data  shown  for  value 
added  by  manufacture  (value  of  shipments  less 
cost  of  materials,  etc.)  avoid  this  duplication. 

In  view  of  the  duplication  in  value  of 
shipments ,  the  exact  "primary  product  speciali- 
zation ratio"  for  this  industry  can  not  be  com- 
puted.  Similarly,  the  exact  "coverage  ratio" 


for  Industry  3664  can  not  be  computed.  This 
"coverage  ratio"  measures  the  extent  to  which 
all  shipments  of  primary  products  of  an  industry 
are  "covered"  by  plants  classified  in  that  in- 
dustry as  distinguished  from  secondary  producers 
elsewhere.  Both  the  "specialization"  and  "cov- 
erage" ratios  for  Industry  3664  are  estimated  at 
over  90  percent. 


GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment,"

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  census  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  195b  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  196^ 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Primary  Batteries  Industry  shipped  products 
valued  at  $138  million,  an  increase  of  12  per- 
cent over  1954,  according  to  preliminary  results 
obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce.  "Average  employment  in  this 
industry  showed  a  decrease  of  25  percent  from 
1954-  to  1958  to  a  total  of  8.1  thousand  employees 
in  1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture  in  the  in- 
dustry amounted  to  $76  million  in  1958,  an  in- 
crease of  29  percent  from  1954-  when  the  previous 


census  was  taken.  Value  added  is  derived  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  materials,  fuels,  etc., 
from  value  of  shipments .  It  avoids  the  duplica- 
tion in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results 
from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manufacturing 
establishments  as  materials  by  others,  and  is 
for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure  avail- 
able for  comparing  the  relative  economic  impor- 
tance of  manufacturing  industries  or  geographic 
areas .  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in  the 
money  figures  shown  in  this  report  for  changes 
in  price  levels  from  1954  to  1958.

1958   CENSUS   OF   MANUFACTURES 


The  Primary  Batteries  Industry  in- 
cludes establishments  engaged  primarily  in  the 
manufacture  of  dry  and  wet  cell  primary  batter- 
ies. Important  products  of  this  industry  are 
batteries  for  flashlights ,  hearing  aids ,  lan- 
terns ,  and  portable  and  farm  radios .  This  report 
does  not  include  figures  for  administrative  of- 
fices, warehouses,  garages,  or  other  auxiliary 
units  which  service  manuf acturing  establishments. 

This  report  is  based  .Tupon  the  194-5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  1954- .  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  Primary  Batteries 
Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products  described 
above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  in- 
cluded the  value  of  secondary  products  (which 
are  primary  in  other  industries ) ,  and  miscella- 
neous receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of 
products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments  and 
other  receipts  of  establishments  classified  in 
the  Primary  Batteries  Industry  amounted  to  $138 
million.  Of  this  total,  $133  million  were  prod- 
ucts primary  to  the  industry,  $1  million  were 
products  primary  to  other  industries,  and  $4 
million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous  activi- 
ties .  The  industry  shipments  of  primary  products 
represented  99  percent  of  the  total  manufactured 
product  shipments  (primary  and  secondary).  The 
1954  ratio  was  98  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 


of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should,  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  the  industry  shipped. 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figures,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $136  million  of  pri- 
mary batteries,  dry  and  wet  were  shipped  by  all 
producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  $133 
million,  or  98  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants 
classified  in  Industry  3692,  Primary  Batteries, 
while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  clas- 
sified in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months  .  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  State  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  1960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  pricesi 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  Census  of  Manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the  Truck 
Trailer  Industry  shipped  products  valued  at

by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of 
Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this  industry 
showed  a  decrease  of  5  percent  from  195^  to  1958 
to  a  total  of  15.6  thousand  employees  in  1958.

This  Industry  includes  establishments 
engaged  primarily  in  the  manufacture  of  truck 
trailers.  Establishments  primarily  engaged  in 
manufacturing  trailer  bodies  are  classified  in 
Industry  3713  >  Truck  and  Bus  Bodies.  Those 
primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  passenger 
car  trailers  are  classified  in  Industry  37l6> 
Automobile  Trailers .  This  report  does  not 
include  figures  for  administrative  offices, 
warehouses,  garages,  or  other  auxiliary  units 
which  service  manufacturing  establishments. 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  19^5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries. 
The  final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957 
edition  of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  exten- 
sive revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the 
manufacturing  sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  conducted 
by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each  estab- 
lishment. Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of 
almost  300,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by 
single -establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms 
operating  more  than  one  establishment  were 
required  to  submit  a  report  for  each  separate 
location.  Also,  companies  engaged  in  distinctly 
different  lines  of  activity  at  one  location 
submitted  separate  reports  if  the  company  records 
permitted  such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate 
activities  were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports . 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  'reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Truck  Trailer 
Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products  described 
above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also 
included  the  value  of  secondary  products  (which 
are  primary  in  other  industries),  and  miscel- 
laneous receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of 
products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments  and 
other  receipts  of  establishments  classified  in 
the  Truck  Trailer  Industry  amounted  to  $334.9 
million.  Of  this  total,  $264.4  million  were 
products  primary  to  the  industry.  Virtually  all 
of  the  remainder  represented  shipments  of  prod- 
ucts classified  in  other  industries. 


The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts  of 
establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry 
shipped  by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure, 
appearing  in  table  3>  indicates  that  $284  million 
of  truck  trailers  and  truck  trailer  chassis  were 
shipped  by  all  producers  of  these  products. 
this  total,  .3264.4  million,  or  93  percent  were 
shipped  by  plants  classified  in  Industry  3715> 
while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  clas- 
sified in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  s 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  c 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others, 
repair  work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taker 
into  account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3 )  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  industry 
will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports,  whict 
will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at  a 
later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Automobile  Trailers  Industry  shipped  products 
valued  at  $507  million,  an  increase  of  114  per- 
cent over  1954,  according  to  preliminary  results 
obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department 
of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this  industry 
showed  an  increase  of  86  percent  from  1954  to 
1958  to  a  total  of  20.7  thousand  employees  in 
1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry 
amounted  to  $146  million  in  1958,  an  increase  of 
112  percent  from  1954  when  the  previous  census 


was  taken.  Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value 
of  shipments.  It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the 
value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use 
of  products  of  some  manufacturing  establishments 
as  materials  by  others,  and  is  for  most  pur- 
poses, the  best  value  measure  available  for  com- 
paring the  relative  economic  importance  of  manu- 
facturing industries  or  geographic  areas.  No

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  Census  of  Manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  M.anuf actures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

During  1958, manufacturers  in  the  Truck 
and  Bus  Bodies  Industry  shipped  products  valued 
at  $305  million,  an  increase  of  25  percent  over 
1954- ,  according  to  preliminary  results  obtained 
from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of 
Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this  industry 
showed  an  increase  of  2  percent  from  1954-  to 
1958  to  a  total  of  19.9  thousand  employees  in 
1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry 
amounted  to  $144-  million  in  1958,  an  increase  of 
18  percent  from  1954  when  the  previous  census 


was  taken.  Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value 
of  shipments.  It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the 
value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of 
products  of  some  manufacturing  establishments 
as  materials^by _  others,  and  is  for  most  pur- 
poses, the  best  value  measure  available  for 
comparing  the  relative  economic  importance  of 
manufacturing  industries  or  geographic  areas.

Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so,  companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Truck  and  Bus 
Bodies  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Truck  and  Bus  Bodies  Industry  amounted  to 
$305  million.  Of  this  total,  $223  million  were 
products  primary  to  the  industry.  Virtually  all 
of  the  remainder  represented  shipments  of  prod- 
ucts classified  in  other  industries.

ped by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  ap- 
pearing in  table  3,  indicates  that  $273  million 
of  Truck  and  Bus  Bodies  were  shipped  by  all 
producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total, 
$223  million,  or  82  percent,  were  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  Industry  3713,  Truck  and 
Bus  Bodies  while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENEBAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  *n- 
to  account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments,"

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  Census  of  Manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1956,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  19&4- 
cov  ring  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

taxicabs,  scout  cars,  personnel  carriers,  amphib- 
ian motor  vehicles,  and  selected  parts  and  acesso- 
ries  for  motor  vehicles.  Establishments  primarily 
engaged  in  manufacturing  motor  vehicles  on  pur- 
chased chassis  (ambulances,  fire  engines,  etc.) 
are  classified  in  Industry  3713,  Truck  and  Bus 
Bodies. 

In  this  report,  based  on  the  1958  Census 
of  Manufactures,  as  in  1954,  the  three  Standard 


Industrial  Classification  Industries  (3711,3712, 
and  3714)  have  been  combined  because  of  a  major 
problem  of  defining  the  reporting  unit  in  terms 
of  these  industries.  This  difficulty  arises  from 
the  fact  that  many  large  establishments  have  in- 
tegrated operations  which  include  the  production 
of  parts  or  bodies  and  the  assembly  of  complete 
vehicles  at  the  same  location. 

Included  in  Industry  3717  are  such  parts 
as  passenger-car  bodies,  motor  vehicle  engines 
(except  Diesel)^  brakes,  clutches,  axles,  radia- 
tors, differentials,  transmissions,  wheels  and 
frames,  windshield  wipers,  automotive  bumpers, 
camshafts,  connecting  rods,  crankshaft  assemblies, 
cylinder  heads,  drive  shafts,  exhaust  systems, 
fuel  systems,  heaters,  hoods,  horns,  instrument 
board  assemblies,  lubrication  systems,  mufflers, 
power-transmission  equipment,  rear-axle  housings, 
shock  absorbers,  steering  mechanisms,  tops  (except 
stamped  metal),  universal  joints,  wheel' rims, 
windshield  frames,  and  automobile  accessories, 
not  elsewhere  classified.  A  considerable  number 
of  components,  parts  and  accessories  for  motor 
vehicles  are  not  classified  in  Industry  3717  but 
are  classified  in  other  Standard  Industrial  Clas- 
sification industries  based  on  the  characteristic 
of  the  product  itself  rather  than  the  use  to 
which  it  is  put.  Among  the  more  important  of 
these  are  automotive  hardware,  Industry  3429, 
Hardware,  N.E.C.;  automotive  stampings,  Industry 
3463,  Metal  Stampings;  Diesel  and  semi -Diesel 
engines,  Industry  3519,  Internal  Combustion  En- 
gines; sealed  beam  and  other  electric  lamps, 
Industry  3651,  Electric  Lamps  (Bulbs);  motor 
vehicle  lighting  fixtures,  Industry  3471,  Light- 
ing Fixtures;  bearings,  Industry  3566,  Power- 
Transmission  Equipment;  tire  and  inner  tubes, 
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Industry  3011,  Tires  and  Inner  Tubes;  automobile 
glass,  Industry  3211,  Flat  Glass;  ignition 
equipments  such  as  spark  plugs,  distributors, 
switches,  ignition  coils,  generators,  cranks, 
motors,  etc.,  Industry  364-1,  Engine  Electrical 
Equipment;  storage  batteries,  Industry  3691, 
Storage  Batteries;  automobile  radios,  Industry 
3661,  Radios  and  Related  Products;  and  carburet- 
ors and  pistons,  Industry  3599,  Machine  Shops. 
This  report  does  not  include  figures  for  admin- 
istrative offices,  warehouses,  garages,  or  other 
auxiliary  units  which  service  manufacturing  es- 
tablishments. 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  19^5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries. 
The  final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957 
edition  of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  exten- 
sive revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the 
manufacturing  sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  conducted 
by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each  estab- 
lishment. Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of 
almost  300,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms 
operating  more  than  one  establishment  were 
required  to  submit  a  report  for  each  separate 
location.  Also,  companies  engaged  in  distinctly 
different  lines  of  activity  at  one  location 
submitted  separate  reports  if  the  company  records 
permitted  such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate 
activities  were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 


VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS  AND  COST  OF  MATERIALS 

Data  on  cost  of  materials  and  value  of 
shipments  for  the  Motor  Vehicles  and  Parts 
Industry  are  not  shown  because  of  the  extensive 
duplication  included  in  these  data.  This  is 
caused  by  the  transfer  of  parts  between  plants 
of  the  same  company  and  by  the  shipments  of  parts 
from  independent  plants  to  motor-vehicle  com- 
panies for  assembly  into  completed  vehicles. 
Thus,  these  parts  are  to  a  large  extent  duplica- 
ted in  both  value  of  shipments  and  cost  of 
materials.  This  duplication,  however,  is  ex- 
cluded from  the  data  for  value  added  by  manufac- 
ture. 


In  view  of  this  duplication  in  the 
value  of  shipments,  the  exact  "primary  product 
specialization  ratio"  for  this  industry  cannot 
be  computed.  This  ratio  describes  the  extent  to 
which  plants  classified  in  an  industry  "special- 
ize" in  making  products  described  as  primary  to 
the  industry. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  o\  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others, 
repair  work,  etc . ) .  This  fact  should  be  taken 
into  account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  /this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the 
various  statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  industries 
during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  prelim- 
inary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry 
reports  and  final  State  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  Census  of  Manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States .  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  l8l0 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  I963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

though  the  parts  were  not  made  by  such  companies . 
The  value  of  replacement  parts  in  1958  totaled 
the  $1,903  million  referred  to  above. 


The  accompanying  table  shows  data  for 
1958  and  195^  on  the  total  production  of  selected 
motor  vehicle  parts  and  the  use  of  such  parts  in 
the  assembly  of  new  vehicles  as  well  as  the  use 
of  these  parts  for  replacement  and  export.  These 
data  are  not  a  precise  measure  of  the  sale  of 
replacement  parts  in  the  United  States  since 
they  include  shipments  of  parts  for  export  and 
are  affected  by  inventory  changes  of  parts 
during  the  year  by  both  producers  of  parts  and 
assemblers  of  vehicles .

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Aircraft  Propellers  Industry  shipped  products 
valued  at  $255.3  million,  an  increase  of  9  per- 
cent over  195^,  according  to  preliminary  results 
obtained  from  the  I958  Census  of  Manufactures 
conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department 
of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this  industry 
showed  a  decrease  of  7  percent  from  1951*-  to  1958 
to  a  total  of  15.5  thousand  employees  in  1958. 
Value  added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry 
amounted  to  $127.7  million  in  1958,  an  increase 
of  18  percent  from  195^  when  the  previous  census 


was  taken.  Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value 
of  shipments.  It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the 
value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of 
products  of  some  manufacturing  establishments  as 
materials  by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes, 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
industries  or  geographic  areas.  No  adjustments 
have  been  made  in  the  money  figures  shown  in 
this  report  for  changes  in  price  levels  from 
195^  to  1958.

The  Aircraft  Propeller  Industry  in- 
cludes establishments  engaged  primarily  in  the 
manufacture  of  aircraft  propellers  and  propeller 
parts,  but  not  engaged  in  manufacturing  or 
assembling  complete  aircraft.  This  report  does 
not  include  figures  for  administrative  offices , 
warehouses,  garages,  or  other  auxiliary  units 
which  service  manufacturing  establishments. 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  19^5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries. 
The  final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957 
edition  of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  exten- 
sive •  revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the 
manufacturing  sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  conducted 
by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each  estab- 
lishment. Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of 
almost  300,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by 
single -establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms 
operating  more  than  one  establishment  were 
required  to  submit  a  report  for  each  separate 
location.  Also,  companies  engaged  in  distinctly 
different  lines  of  activity  at  one  location 
submitted  separate  reports  if  the  company  records 
permitted  such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate 
activities  were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 


VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Aircraft  Pro- 
pellers Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Aircraft  Propeller  Industry  amounted  to 
$235.5  million.  Of  this  total,  $158  million 
were  products  primary  to  the  industry.  Virtually 
all  of  the  remainder  represented  shipments  of 
products  classified  in  other  industries. 


The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped  by 
all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing  in 
table  3>  indicates  that  $167  million  of  aircraft 
propellers,  propeller  blades,  and  propeller 
parts  were  shipped  by  all  producers  of  these 
products.  Of  this  total,  $158  million,  or 
percent,  were  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
Industry  3723,  Aircraft  Propellers,  while  the 
remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others, 
repair  work,  etc . ) .  This  fact  should  be  taken 
into  account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production, "  as  well  as  the 
various  statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  industries 
during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  prelim- 
inary summary  • reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry 
reports  and  final  State  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the  Air- 
craft Engines  Industry  shipped  products  valued 
at  $3,351  million,  an  increase  of  5  percent  over 
1954,  according  to  preliminary  results  obtained 
from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of 
Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this  industry 
showed  a  decrease  of  11  percent  from  1954  to  1958 
to  a  total  of  14-9.8  thousand  employees  in  1958. 
Value  added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry 
amounted  to  $1,524  million  in  1958,  an  increase 
of  17  percent  from  1954  when  the  previous  census 


was  taken.  Value  added  is  derived  by  subtract- 
ing the  cost  of  materials,  fuels,  etc. ,  from 
value  of  shipments.  It  avoids  the  duplication 
in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the 
use  of  products  of  some  manufacturing  establish- 
ments as  materials  by  others,  and  is  for  most 
purposes,  the  best  value  measure  available  for 
comparing  the  relative  economic  importance  of 
manufacturing  industries  or  geographic  areas.

Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195*+.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  Aircraft  Engines  In- 
dustry consisted  not  only  of  products  described 
above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  in- 
cluded the  value  of  secondary  products  (which 
are  primary  in  other  industries),  and  miscella- 
neous receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of 
products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments  and 
other  receipts  of  establishments  classified  in 
the  Aircraft  Engines  Industry  amounted  to  $3,351 
million.  Of  this  total,  $2,881  million  were 
products  primary  to  the  industry,  $268  million 
were  products  primary  to  other  industries,  and 
$202  million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous 
activities.  The  industry  shipments  of  primary 
products  represented  94  percent  of  the  total 
manufactured  product  shipments  (primary  and 
secondary).   The  1954  ratio  was  93  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 


should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $3,102  million  of  Air- 
craft engines,  engine  part  and  other  aeronautical 
services  were  shipped  by  all  producers  of  these 
products.  Of  this  total,  $2,881  million,  or  93 
percent,  were  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
Industry  3722,  Aircraft  Engines  while  the  re- 
mainder was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other 
industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics

Value  added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry 
amounted  to  $1,330  million  in  1958,  an  increase 
of  1  percent  from  195^  when  the  previous  census 


was  taien.  Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value 
of  shipments.

1958  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 


This  industry  comprises  establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  aircraft  parts 
and  auxiliary  equipment,  n.e.c,  but  not  engaged 
in  assembling  complete  aircraft.  Important 
products  of  this  industry  include  airframe 
assemblies,  wing  assemblies,  flaps  and  dive 
brakes,  elevators,  fins,  rudders,  and  other 
empennage  assemblies;  alighting  assemblies  and 
parts  such  as  landing  and  beaching  gear,  pontoons, 
and  landing  skis;  auxiliary  equipment  such  as 
deicing  equipment,  fuel  metering  systems,  air- 
craft hydraulic  systems,  bomb  racks,  turrets  and 
turret  drivers,  parachutes,  targets,  link 
trainers,  and  other  auxiliary  equipment  specif- 
ically adapted  for  aircraft.  Establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  or  assembling 
complete  aircraft  are  classified  in  Industry 
3721;  aircraft  engines  and  parts  in  Industry 
3722;  aircraft  propellers  and  propeller  parts  in 
Industry  3723;  aeronautical  instruments  in 
Industry  38ll,  Scientific  Instruments;  and  aero- 
nautical electrical  equipment  in  Industry  36^1, 
Engine  Electrical  Equipment. 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in 
manufacturing  aircraft  hardware  are  classified 
in  Industry  3J+29,  Hardware,  N.E-Cj  aviation 
job  stampings  in  Industry  3^63,  Metal  Stampings; 
aircraft  incandescent  lighting  equipment  in 
Industry  3^71,  Lighting  Fixtures;  aircraft  cabin 
air  conditioners  in  Industry  3585.>  Refrigeration 
Machinery;  panel  type  electrical  measuring 
instruments  in  Industry  3&13,  Electrical  Measur- 
ing Instruments;  and  aircraft  engine  instruments 
(except  electrical)  in  Industry  3821,  Mechanical 
Measuring  Instruments.

This  report  is  based  upon  the  19^5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries. 
The  final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957 
edition  of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  exten- 
sive revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the 
manufacturing  sector.. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  conducted 
by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each  estab- 
lishment. Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of 
almost  300,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms 
operating  more  than  one  establishment  were 
required  to  submit  a  report  for  each  separate 
location.  Also,  companies  engaged  in  distinctly 
different  lines  of  activity  at  one  location 
submitted  separate  reports  if  the  company  records 
permitted  such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate 
activities  were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 


figures  for  195^-  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports . 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Aircraft  Equip- 
ment, N.E.C,  Industry  consisted  not  only  of 
products  described  above  as  primary  to  the  indus- 
try, but  also  included  the  value  of  secondary 
products  (which  are  primary  in  other  industries), 
and  miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work, 
resale  of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of 
shipments  and  other  receipts  of  establishments 
classified  in  the  Aircraft  Equipment,  N.E.C, 
Industry  amounted  to  $2,277  million.  Of  this 
total,  $1,927  million  were  products  primary  to 
the  industry,  $207  million  were  products  primary 
to  other  industries,  and  $1^3  million  were 
receipts  for  miscellaneous  activities.  The 
industry  shipments  of  primary  products  repre- 
sented 90  percent  of  the  total  manufactured 
product  shipments  (primary  and  secondary) .  The 
195^  ratio  was  86  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $2,839  million  of 
aircraft  equipment,  n.e.c.,  were  shipped  by  all 
producers  of  these  products .  Of  this  total, 
$1,927  million,  or  60  percent,  were  shipped  by 
plants  classified-  in  Industry  3729,  Aircraft 
Equipment ,  N.E.C,  while  the  remainder  was 
shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other  industries. 
GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others, 
repair  work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken 
into  account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manuf actures  is  the 
twenty -seventh  Census  of  Manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States .  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  196k 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  I963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Motorcycles  and  Bicycles  Industry  shipped  prod- 
ucts valued  at  $118  million,  an  increase  of  18 
percent  over  1954,  according  to  preliminary 
results  obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manu- 
factures conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
Department  of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in 
this  industry  showed  an  increase  of  1  percent 
from  1954-  to  1958  to  a  total  of  7.2  thousand 
employees  in  1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture 
in  the  industry  amounted  to  $51  million  in  1958, 
an  increase  of  27  percent  from  1954  when  the 


previous  census  was  taken.  Value  added  is  de- 
rived by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  shipments.  It  avoids 
the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which 
results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manu- 
facturing establishments  as  materials  by  others, 
and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  industries  or  geo- 
graphic areas.

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by

value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $10^  million  of 
motorcycles  and  bicycles  were  shipped  by  all 
producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  $96 
million,  or  93  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants 
classified  in  Industry  3751,  Motorcycles  and 
Bicycles  while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.

1956,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  196U 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title

The  total  value  of  work  done  and  other 
receipts  of  establishments  classified  in  the 
Ship  Building  and  Repairing  Industry  amounted  to 
$1,570  million.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the  Boat- 
building and  Repairing  Industry  shipped  products 
valued  at  $320  million,  an  increase  of  96  per- 
cent over  1954,  according  to  preliminary  results 
obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this 
industry  showed  an  increase  of  4-6  percent  from 
1954-  to  1958  to  a  total  of  24-. 6  thousand  employ- 
ees in  1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture  in  the 
industry  amounted  to  $157  million  in  1958,  an 
increase  of  82  percent  from- 1954  when  the  previ- 


ous census  was  taken.  Value  added  is  derived  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  materials,  fuels,  etc., 
from  value  of  shipments.  It  avoids  the  duplica- 
tion in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results 
from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manufacturing 
establishments  as  materials  by  others,  and  is 
for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure  avail- 
able for  comparing  the  relative  economic  impor- 
tance of  manufacturing  industries  or  geographic 
areas.  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in  the 
money  figures  shown  in  this  report  for  changes 
in  price  levels  from  1954  to  1958.

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  I958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Boatbuilding  and 
Repairing  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Boatbuilding  and  Repairing  Industry 
amounted  to  $320  million.  Of  this  total,  $279 
million  were  products  primary  to  the  industry, 


$17  million  were  products  primary  to  other  in- 
dustries, and  $2k  million  were  receipts  for  mis- 
cellaneous activities.  The  industry  shipments 
of  primary  products  represented  9^  percent  of 
the  total  manufactured  product  shipments  (pri- 
mary and  secondary).  The  195^  ratio  was  93  per- 
cent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $293  million  of  boat- 
building and  repairing  was  done  by  all  producers. 
Of  this  total,  $279  million,  or  95  percent,  were 
shipped  by  plants  classified  in  Industry  373' 
Boatbuilding  and  Repairing  while  the  remainder 
was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other 
industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  C : 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3 )  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  c 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Locomotives  and  Parts  Industry  shipped  products 
valued  at  $4-08  million,  a  decrease  of  8  percent 
from  1954,  according  to  preliminary  results  ob- 
tained from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  con- 
ducted by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department 
of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this  industry 
showed  a  decrease  of  27  percent  from  1954-  to 
1958  to  a  total  of  15.3  thousand  employees  in 
1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry 
amounted  to  $153  million  in  1958,  a  decrease  of 
7  percent  from  1954  when  the  previous  census  was 


taken.  Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value 
of  shipments.  It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the 
value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  vise  of 
products  of  some  manufacturing  establishments  as 
materials  by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes, 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
industries  or  geographic  areas.  No  adjustments 
have  been  made  in  the  money  figures  shown  in 
this  report  for  changes  in  price  levels  from 
1954  to  1958.

The  Locomotives  and  Parts  Industry 
includes  establishments  engaged  primarily  in 
building  and  rebuilding  locomotives  (including 
steam,  compressed  air,  straight-electric,  storage 
battery,  Diesel-Electric,  gasoline-electric,  and 
Diesel-mechanical.

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  Locomotives  and  Parts 
Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products  described 
above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  in- 
cluded the  value  of  secondary  products  (which 
are  primary  in  other  industries),  and  miscellan- 
eous receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of  prod- 
ucts, etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments  and 
other  receipts  of  establishments  classified  in 
the  Locomotives  and  Parts  Industry  amounted  to 
1408  million.  Of  this  total,  $320  million  were 
products  primary  to  the  industry,  $59  million 
were  products  primary  to  other  industries,  and 
$29  million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous 
activities.  The  industry  shipments  of  primary 


products  represented  84  percent  of  the  total 
manufactured  product  shipments  (primary  and  sec- 
ondary) .  The  1954  ratio  was  82  percent. 

In  both  1958  and  1954  no  new  or  re- 
built locomotives  were  produced  in  railroad  re- 
pair shops.  The  general  statistics  .(tables  1  and 
2)  do  not  include  data  for  shops  of  operating 
railroads  for  either  1958  or  1954. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $355  million  of  loco- 
motives and  parts  for  locomotives  were  shipped 
by  all  producers  of  these  products.  Of  this 
total,  $320  million,  or  90  percent,  were  shipped 
by  plants  classified  in  Industry  3741,  Loco- 
motives and  Parts,  while  the  remainder  was 
shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other  industries. 


GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).

During  1958,  manufactures  in  the 
Surgical  and  Medical  Instruments  Industry  ship- 
ped products  valued  at  $110  million,  an  increase 
of  67  percent  over  1954,  according  to  prelimi- 
nary results  obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of 
Manufactures  conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census,  Department  of  Commerce.  Average  employ- 
ment in  this  industry  showed  an  increase  of  32 
percent  from  1954  to  1958  to  a  total  of  8.7 
thousand  employees  in  1958.  Value  added  by  man- 
ufacture in  the  industry  amounted  to  $73  million 
in  1958,  an  increase  of  71  percent  from  1954 


when  the  previous  census  was  taken.  Value  added 
is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  shipments.  It  avoids 
the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which 
results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manu- 
facturing establishments  as  materials  by  others, 
and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  industries  or  geo- 
graphic areas.  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in 
the  money  figures  shown  in  this  report  for 
changes  in  price  levels  from  1954  to  1958.

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single  - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  I958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Surgical  and 
Medical  Instruments  Industry  consisted  not  only 
of  products  described  above  as  primary  to  the 
industry,  but  also  included  the  value  of  sec- 
ondary products  (which  are  primary  in  other 
industries),  and  miscellaneous  receipts  for  con- 
tract work,  resale  of  products,  etc.  The  total 
value  of  shipments  and  other  receipts  of  estab- 
lishments classified  in  the  Surgical  and  Medical 
Instruments  Industry  amounted  to  $110  million. 
Of  this  total,  $83  million  were  products  primary 
to  the  industry,  $17  million  were  products  pri- 
mary to  other  industries,  and  $10  million  were 
receipts  for  miscellaneous  activities.  The  in- 
dustry shipments  of  primary  products  represented 
83  percent   of  the  total   manufactured  product 


shipments   (primary  and  secondary), 
ratio  was  86  percent.

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  ship- 
ped by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  ap- 
pearing in  table  3;  indicates  that  $97  million 
of  surgical  and  medical  instruments  were  shipped 
by  all  producers  of  these  products.  Of  this 
total,  $83  million,  or  85  percent,  were  shipped 
by  plants  classified  in  Industry  38^1,  Surgical 
and  Medical  Instruments  while  the  remainder  was 
shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  State  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  report  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty -seventh  census  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  the  United  States.  The  first  Census  of 
Manufactures  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses 
of  Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Surgical  Appliances  and  Supplies  Industry  shipped 
products  valued  at  $502  million,  an  increase  of 
31  percent  over  1954,  according  to  preliminary 
results  obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manu- 
factures conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
Department  of  Commerce .  Average  employment  in 
this  industry  showed  an  increase  of  2  percent 
from  1954  to  1958  to  a  total  of  25  thousand  em- 
ployees in  1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture  in 
the  industry  amounted  to  $273  million  in  1958, 
an  increase  of  41  percent  from  1954  when  the 


previous  census  was  taien.  Value  added  is 
derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials , 
fuels ,  etc . ,  from  value  of  shipments .  It  avoids 
the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which 
results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manu- 
facturing establishments  as  materials  by  others , 
and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  industries  or  geo- 
graphic areas .

artificial  limbs;  fracture  appliances;  elastic 
hosiery,  arch  supports,  and  other  foot  appli- 
ances; abdominal  supporters, braces,  and  trusses; 
sanitary  napkins;  bandages;  surgical  gauze  and 
dressings;  adhesive  tapes  and  medicated  plasters; 
and  personal  safety  appliances  and  supplies,  not 
elsewhere  classified,  gas  masks,  first  aid  kits, 
respirators.  Establishments  primarily  engaged 
in  manufacturing  surgical  and  medical  instru- 
ments are  classified  in  Industry  384-1,  Surgical 
and  Medical  Instruments.  Work  clothing  in  Major 
Group  23,  Apparel;  rubber  clothing,  including 
gloves  and  shoes  in  Major  Group  30,  Rubber 
Products,  leather  products,  including  straps, 
gloves  and  shoes  in  Major  Group  31,  Leather 
Products;  industrial  goggles  in  Industry  3851 
Ophthalmic  Goods.  Establishments  which  produce 
orthopedic  appliances  primarily  according  to  the 
specifications  of  individual  prescriptions  are 
classified  in  retail  trade.  This  report  does 
not  include  figures  for  administrative  offices, 
warehouses,  garages,  or  other  auxiliary  units 
which  service  manufacturing  establishments. 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  1945 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957 
edition  of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  exten- 
sive revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the 
manufacturing  sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location. 
Also,  companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted 
separate  reports  if  the  company  records  per- 
mitted such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate 
activities  were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  1954.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  Surgical  Appliances 
and  Supplies  Industry  consisted  not  only  of 
products  described  above  as  primary  to  the 
industry,  but  also  included  the  value  of  second- 
ary products  (which  are  primary  in  other  indus- 
tries), and  miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract 
work,  resale  of  products,  etc.  The  total  value 
of  shipments  and  other  receipts  of  establish- 
ments classified  in  the  Surgical  Appliances  and 
Supplies  Industry  amounted  to  $502  million.  Of 
this  total,  $366  million  were  products  primary 
to  the  industry,  $75  million  were  products  pri- 
mary to  other  industries,   and  $61  million  were 


receipts  for  miscellaneous  activities.  The  in- 
dustry shipments  of  primary  products  represented 
83  percent  of  the  total  manufactured  product 
shipments  (primary  and  secondary).  The  1954 
ratio  was  85   percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $435  million  of  sur- 
gical appliances  and  supplies  were  shipped  by 
all  producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total, 
$366  million,  or  84  percent,  were  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  Industry  3842,  Surgical 
Appliances  and  Supplies,  while  the  remainder  was 
shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other  industries. 


GENEPAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  in- 
dustry reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities 
of  the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others, 
repair  work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken 
into  account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  in- 
dustry will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,  "  "establishments, " 
and  "secondary  production, "  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  area  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  State  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  1960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 


The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  Census  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  firs 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  c 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  19( - 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  Dental  Equipment 
and  Supplies  Industry  consisted  not  only  of 
products  described  above  as  primary  to  the  in- 
dustry, but  also  included  the  value  of  secondary 
products  (which  are  primary  in  other  industries), 
and  miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work, 
resale  of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of 
shipments  and  other  receipts  of  establishments 
classified  in  the  Dental  Equipment  and  Supplies 
Industry  amounted  to  $11 6  million.  Of  this 
total,  $102  million  were  products  primary  to  the 
industry,  $5  million  were  products  primary  to 
other  industries,  and  $9  million  were  receipt:

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  Table  3,  indicates  that  $111  million  of  Dental 
Equipment  and  Supplies  were  shipped  by  all  pro- 
ducers of  these  products.

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Ophthalmic  Goods  Industry  shipped  products  valued 
at  $194-  million,  an  increase  of  22  percent  over 
1954,  according  to  preliminary  results  obtained 
from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufacture  conducted  by 
the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce. 
Average  employment  in  this  industry  showed  a 
decrease  of  2  percent  from  1954-  to  1958  to  a 
total  of  18.2  thousand  employees  in  1958.  Value 
added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry  amounted  to 
$136  million  in  1958,  an  increase  of  27  percent 
from  1954  when  the  previous  census  was  taken. 


Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost 
of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  ship- 
ments .  It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Optical  Instruments  and  Lenses  Industry  shipped 
products  valued  at  $109  million,  an  increase  of 
30  percent  over  1954- ,  according  to  preliminary 
results  obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manu- 
factures conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
Department  of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in 
this  industry  showed  a  decrease  of  15  percent 
from  1954  to  1958  to  a  total  of  7.4  thousand  em- 
ployees in  1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture  in 
the  industry  amounted  to  $63  million  in  1958,  an 
increase  of  10  percent  from  1954  when  the  pre- 
vious census  was  taken.  Value  added  is  derived 


by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials,  fuels, 
etc.,  from  value  of  shipments.  It  avoids  the 
duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  re- 
sults from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manufac- 
turing establishments  as  materials  by  others, 
and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  industries  or  geo- 
graphic areas.  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in 
the  money  figures  shown  in  this  report  for 
changes  in  price  levels  from  1954  to  1958.

This  Industry  includes  establishments, 
engaged  primarily  in  grinding  optical  lenses  and 
prisms ,  and  in  manufacturing  microscopes ,  tele- 
scopes, field  and  opera  glasses  and  related  opti- 
cal instruments  such  as  refractometers,  spec- 
trometers, spectroscopes,  colorimeters,  polari- 
scopes,  and  optical  measuring  instruments.

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1953  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Optical  Instru- 
ments and  Lenses  Industry  consisted  not  only  of 
products  described  above  as  primary  to  the  in- 
dustry, but  also  included  the  value  of  secondary 
products  $>hich  are  primary  in  other  industries), 
and  miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work, 
resale  of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of 
shipments  and  other  receipts  of  establishments 
classified  in  the  Optical  Instruments  and  Lenses 
Industry  amounted  to  $109  million.  Of  this 
total,  4587  million  were  products  primary  to  the 
industry.  Virtually  all  of  the  remainder  repre- 
sented shipments  of  products  classified  in  other 
industries . 


The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  ship- 
ped by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  ap- 
pearing in  table  3,  indicates  that  $122  million 
of  optical  instruments  and  lenses  were  shipped 
by  all  producers  of  these  products.  Of  this 
total,  $87  million,  or,  72  percent,  were  shipped 
by  plants  classified  in  Industry  3831,  Optical 
Instruments  and  Lenses,  while  the  remainder  was 
shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other  indus- 
tries . 


GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 


PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,* 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 


The  1956  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  Census  of  Manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  the  United  States.  The  first  Census  of 
Manufactures  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses 
of  Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight.

1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interia  years.

of  Manufactures  conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census,  Department  of  Commerce.  Average  employ- 
ment in  this  industry  showed  a  decrease  of  3 
percent  from  1954-  to  1958  to  a  total  of  61.2 
thousand  employees  in  1958.  Value  added  by 
manufacture  in  the  industry  amounted  to  $808 
million  in  1958,  an  increase  of  36  percent  from 
1954  when  the  previous  census  was  taken.  Value 


added  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of 
materials ,  fuels ,  etc . ,  from  value  of  shipments . 
It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  ship- 
ments which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of 
some  manufacturing  establishments  as  materials 
by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best 
value  measure  available  for  comparing  the  rela- 
tive economic  importance  of  manufacturing  indus- 
tries or  geographic  areas.  No  adjustments  have

Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Photographic 
Equipment  and  Supplies  Industry  consisted  not 
only  of  products  described  above  as  primary  to 
the  industry,  but  also  included  the  value  of 
secondary  products  (which  are  primary  in  other 
industries),  and  miscellaneous  receipts  for  con- 
tract work,  resale  of  products,  etc.  The  total 
value  of  shipments  and  other  receipts  of  estab- 
lishments classified  in  the  Photographic  Equip- 
ment and  Supplies  Industry  amounted  to  $1,223 
million.  Of  this  total,  $1,005  million  were 
products  primary  to  the  industry,  $35  million 
were  products  primary  to  other  industries,  and 
$183  million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous 


activities.  The  industry  shipments  of  primary 
products  represented  97  percent  of  the  total 
manufactured  product  shipments  (primary  and 
secondary) . 


The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $1,059  million  of 
photographic  equipment  and  supplies  were  shipped 
by  all  producers  of  these  products.  Of  this 
total,  $1,005  million,  or  95  percent,  were 
shipped  by  plants  classified  in  Industry  3861, 
Photographic  Equipment  and  Supplies,  while  the 
remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Watcheases  Industry  shipped  products  valued  at 
$34-  million,  a  decrease  of  3  percent  from  1954, 
according  to  preliminary  results  obtained  from 
the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce. 
Average  employment  in  this  Industry  showed  a 
decrease  of  32  percent  from  1954  to  1958  to  a 
total  of  2.6  thousand  employees  in  1958.  Value 
added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry  amounted  to 
$18  million  in  1958,  a  decrease  of  4  percent 
from  1954-  when  the  previous  census  was  taken. 


Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost 
of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  ship- 
ments. It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of 
products  of  some  manufacturing  establishments  as 
materials  by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes, 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
industries  or  geographic  areas.  No  adjustments 
have  been  made  in  the  money  figures  shown  in 
this  report  for  changes  in  price  levels  from 
1954  to  1958.

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  I958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Watchcases 
Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products  described 
above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  in- 
cluded the  value  of  secondary  products  (which 
are  primary  in  other  industries),  and  miscella- 
neous receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of 
products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments  and 
other  receipts  of  establishments  classified  in 
the  Watchcases  Industry  amounted  to  $3*4-  million. 
Of  this  total,  $27  million  were  products  pri- 
mary to  the  industry,  $6  million  were  products 
primary  to  other  industries,  and  $1  million  were 
receipts  for  miscellaneous  activities.  The  in- 
dustry shipments  of  primary  products  represented 
80  percent  of  the  total  manufactured  product 
shipments  (primary  and  secondary).  The  I95U 
ratio  was  86  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 


of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $28  million  of  watch- 
cases were  shipped  by  all  producers  of  these 
products.  Of  this  total,  $27  million,  or  98 
percent,  were  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
Industry  3872,  Watchcases,  while  the  remainder 
was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other  indus- 
tries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole'.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  'of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  census  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

During  1958,  manufactures  m  the  Watches 
and  Clocks  Industry  shipped  products  valued  at 
$336  million,  a  decrease  of  2  percent  from  1954- , 
according  to  preliminary  results  obtained  from 
the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted  by  the 
Bureau  of  The  Census,  Department  of  Commerce. 
Average  employment  in  this  industry  showed  a  de- 
crease of  8  percent  from  1954-  to  1958  to  a  total 
of  23.7  thousand  employees  in  1958.  Value  added 
by  manufacture  in  the  industry  amounted  to  $165 
million  in  1958,  a  decrease  of  9  percent  from 
1954-  when  the  previous  census  was  taken.  Value 
added  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  ma- 
terials ,  fuels ,  etc . ,  from  value  of  shipments . 
It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  ship- 
ments which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of 
some  manufacturing  establishments  as  materials 
by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best' 
value  measure  available  for  comparing  the  rela- 
tive economic  importance  of  manufacturing  indus- 
tries or  geographic  areas.  No  adjustments  have 
been  made  in  the  money  figures  shown  in  this  re- 
port for  changes  in  price  levels  from  1954  to 
1958. 

This  Industry  comprises  establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  clocks  (in- 
cluding electric),  watches,  mechanisms  for 
clock-work-operated  devices,  and  clocks  and  watch 
parts,  except  watch  crystals.  This  Industry 
includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in 
assembling  clocks  and  watches  from  purchased 


movements  and  cases.  Establishments  primarily 
engaged  in  manufacturing  watehcases  are  classi- 
fied in  Industry  3872  Watehcases,  glass  crystals 
in  Industry  3231,  Products  of  Purchased  Glass, 
and  unbreakable  crystals  in  Industry  3971,  Plas- 
tics Products,  N.E.C.,  time -recording  clocks, 
time-stamp  machines  and  watchmen's  clocks  in 
Industry  3579,  Office  and  Store  Machines,  N.E.C. 
The  purchase  of  complete  watches  and  the  attach- 
ment of  straps  or  bands  thereto  is  not  considered 
a  manufacturing  activity  and  is  included  in  the 
trade  industries. 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in 
Retail  or  Wholesale  Trade  which  also  assemble 
watches  from  purchased  movements  and  purchased 
cases  and  the  quantity  and  value  of  watches  they 
assemble,  are  excluded  from  the  Census  of  Manu- 
factures and  are  classified  in  trade  industries. 
This  report  does  not  include  figures  for  admin- 
istrative offices,  warehouses,  garages,  or  other 
auxiliary  units  which  service  manufacturing 
establishments . 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  1945 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector.

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ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  1951+«  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 


The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Watches  and 
Clocks  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  ±1  other  industries),  and  mis- 
cellaneous receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of 
products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments  and 
other  receipts  of  establishments  classified  in 
the  Watches  and  Clocks  Industry  amounted  to  $336 
million.  Of  this  total,  $283  million,  were  prod- 
ucts primary  to  the  industry,  $31  million  were 
products  primary  to  other  industries,  and  $22 
million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous  activ- 
ities. The  industry  shipments  of  primary  prod- 
ucts represented  90  percent  of  the  total  manufac- 
tured product  shipments  (primary  and  secondary). 
The  1954  ratio  was  82  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $298  million  of 
watches,  clocks,  and  parts  were  shipped  by  all 
producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total, 
$283  million,  or  95  percent,  were  shipped  by' 
plants  classified  in  Industry  3871,  Watches  and 
Clocks ,  while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by  plants 
classified  in  other  industries. 


GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 


PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  census  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  l8l0 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  195b  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Jewelers •  Findings  Industry  shipped  products 
valued  at  $72  million,  an  increase  of  2  percent 
over  1954,  according  to  preliminary  results  ob- 
tained from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  con- 
ducted by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department 
of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this  industry 
showed  a  decrease  of  7  percent  from  1954-  to  1958 
to  a  total  of  5.1  thousand  employees  in  1958. 
Value  added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry 
amounted  to  $34  million  in  1958,  an  increase  of 
7  percent  from  1954-  when  the  previous  census  was 


taken.  Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  materials ,  fuels ,  etc . ,  from  value 
of  shipments .  It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the 
value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of 
products  of  some  manufacturing  establishments  as 
materials  by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes, 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance. of  manufacturing 
industries  or  geographic  areas.  No  adjustments 
have  been  made  in  the  money  figures  shown  in 
this  report  for  changes  in  price  levels  from 
1954  to  1958.

The  Jewelers '  Findings  Industry  in- 
cludes establishments  engaged  primarily  in  the 
manufacture  of  jewelers '  findings  and  materials . 
This  report  does  not  include  figures  for  admin- 
istrative offices,  warehouses,  garages,  or  other 
auxiliary  units  which  service  manufacturing 
establishments . 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  1945 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies .  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classif iedin  the  Jewelers'  Findings 
Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products  described 
above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  in- 
cluded the  value  of  secondary  products  (which 
are  primary  in  other  industries),  and  miscel- 
laneous receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of 
products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments  and 
other  receipts  of  establishments  classified  in 
the  Jewelers '  Findings  Industry  amounted  to  $72 
million.  Of  this  total,  $61  million  were  prod- 
ucts primary  to  the  industry,  $8  million  were 
products  primary  to  other  industries,  and  $3 
million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous  activi- 
ties. The  industry  shipments  of  primary  prod- 
ucts represented  89  percent  of  the  total  manu- 
factured product  shipments  (primary  and  secondary). 
The  1954-  ratio  was  92  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 


value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  ap- 
pearing in  table  3,  indicates  that  $64  million 
of  jewelers '  findings ,  were  shipped  by  all 
producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  $61 
million,  or  96  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants 
classified  in  Industry  3912,  Jewelers'  Findings, 
while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  clas- 
sified in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).

1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

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During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Silverware  and  Plated  Ware  Industry  shipped  prod- 
ucts valued  at  $196  million,  a  decrease  of  10 
percent  from  1954- ,  according  to  preliminary 
results  obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures conducted  "by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
Department  of  Commerce.

The  Silverware  and.  Plated  Ware  Industry-

300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered,  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  1954.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  Silverware  and 
Plated  Ware  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  prod- 
ucts described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry, 
but  also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Silverware  and  Plated  Ware  Industry 
amounted  to  $196  million.  Of  this  total,  $175 
million  were  products  primary  to  the  industry, 
$10  million  were  products  primary  to  other  in- 
dustries, and  $11  million  were  receipts  for  mis- 
cellaneous activities.  The  industry  shipments 
of  primary  products  represented  95  percent  of 
the  total  manufactured  product  shipments  (pri- 
mary and  secondary).  The  1954  ratio  was  91  per- 
cent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 


of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $179  million  of 
Silverware  and  Plated  Ware  were  shipped  by  all 
producers  of  these  prodiicts.  Of  this  total, 
$175  million,  or  98  percent,  were  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  Industry  3914,  Silverware 
and  Plated  Ware  while  the  remainder  was  shipped 
by  plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,  "etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final'  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  1960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  census  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in'  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size* 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^«  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHrTMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  Jewelry  (Precious 
Metal)  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  re- 
sale of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  ship- 
ments and  other  receipts  of  establishments 
classified  in  the  Jewelry  (Precious  Metal)  In- 
dustry amounted  to  $326  million.  Of  this  total, 
$279  million  were  products  primary  to  the  in- 
dustry, $15  million  were  products  primary  to 
other  industries,  and  $32  million  were  receipts 
for  miscellaneous  activities.  The  industry 
shipments  of  primary  products  represented  95 
percent  of  the  total  manufactured  product  ship- 
ments (primary  secondary).  The  195^  ratio 
was  93  percent. 


The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry 
shipped  by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure, 
appearing  in  table  3,  indicates  that  $287  million 
of  Jewelry  (Precious  Metal)  were  shipped  by  all 
producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total, 
$279  million,  or  97  percent,  were  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  Industry  39H>  Jewelry  (Pre- 
cious Metal)  while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Musical  Instruments,  Not  Elsewhere  Classified, 
Industry  shipped  products  valued  at  $54  million, 
an  increase  of  23  percent  over  1954- ,  according 
to  preliminary  results  obtained  from  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  conducted  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce.  Average 
employment  in  this  industry  showed  a  decrease  of 
6  percent  from  1954  to  1958  to  a  total  of  4.6 
thousand  employees  in  1958.  Value  added  by 
manufacture  in  the  industry  amounted  to  $33 
million  in  1958,  an  increase  of  18  percent  from 
1954-  when  the  previous  census  was  taken.   Value 


added  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of 
materials ,  fuels ,  etc . ,  from  value  of  shipments . 
It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  ship- 
ments which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of 
some  manufacturing  establishments  as  materials 
by  others ,  and  is  for  most  purposes ,  the  best 
value  measure  available  for  comparing  the  rela- 
tive economic  importance  of  manufacturing  in- 
dustries or  geographic  areas.  No  adjustments 
have  been  made  in  the  money  figures  shown  in 
this  report  for  changes  in  price  levels  from 
1954  to  1958.

Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size.

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Musical  Instru- 
ments, N.E.C,  Industry  consisted  not  only  of 
products  described  above  as  primary  to  the 
industry,  but  also  included  the  value  of  second- 
ary products  (which  are  primary  in  other  indus- 
tries), and  miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract 
work,  resale  of  products,  etc.  The  total  value 
of  shipments  and  other  receipts  of  establishments 
classified  in  the  Musical  Instruments,  N.E.C, 
Industry  amounted  to  $54  million.  Of  this  total,

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts  of 
establishments  classified  in  the  industry,  should 


be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total  value  of 
primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped  by  all 
producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing  in 
table  3,  indicates  that  48  million  of  musical 
instruments,  n.e.c,  were  shipped  by  all  pro- 
ducers of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  14-6 
million,  or  97  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants 
classified  in  Industry  3939 ,  Musical  Instruments, 
N.E.C,  while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty -seventh  census  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing .activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  gnfl 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code,  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus-

1958   CENSUS  OF   MANUFACTURES 


The  Dolls  Industry  includes  estab- 
lishments engaged,  primarily  in  the  manufacture 
of  dolls,  doll  parts,  and  doll  clothing.  Es- 
tablishments primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing 
stuffed  toy  animals  are  also  included  in  this 
industry.  Establishments  primarily  engaged  in 
manufacturing  doll  wigs  are  classified  in  In- 
dustry 3994-,  Hairwork.  This  report  does  not 
include  figures  for  administrative  offices, 
warehouses,  garages,  or  other  auxiliary  units 
which  service  manufacturing  establishments. 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  19^5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.

mary in  other  industries),  and  miscellaneous 
receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of  products, 
etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments  and  other 
receipts  of  establishments  classified  "in  the 
Dolls  Industry  amounted  to  $162  million.  Of  this 
total,  $153  million  were  products  primary  to  the 
industry,  $3  million  were  products  " primary"  to 
other  industries,  and  $6  million  vere~  "receipts" 
for  miscellaneous  activities.

ments, primary  and  secondary).  The  1954  ratio 
was  92  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $162  million  of  dolls, 
doll  clothes  and  doll  parts  were  shipped  by  all 
producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total, 
$153  million,  or  94  percent,  were  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  Industry  3942,  Dolls,  while 
the  remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  classified 
in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.)-  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical,  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.

This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight.

ORGANS  INDUSTRY

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Organs  Industry  shipped  products  valued  at  $56 
million,  an  increase  of  93  percent  over  1954- , 
according  to  preliminary  results  obtained  from 
the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce. 
Average  employment  in  this  industr  showed  an 
increase  of  28  percent  from  1954  to  1958  to  a 
total  of  2.3  thousand  employees  in  1958.  Value 
added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry  amounted  to 
$19  million  in  1958,  an  increase  of  127  percent 
from  1954-  when  the  previous  census  was  taken. 


Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost 
of  materials ,  fuels ,  etc . ,  from  value  of  ship- 
ments. It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Organs  Industry 
consisted  not  only  of  products  described  above  as 
primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  included  the 
value  of  secondary  products  (which  are  primary 
in  other  industries),  and  miscellaneous  receipts 
for  contract  work,  resale  of  products,  etc.  The 
total  value  of  shipments  and  other  receipts  of 
establishments  classified  in  the  Organs  Industry 
amounted  to  $56  million.  Of  this  total,  $51 
minion  were  products  primary  to  the  industry, 
$1  million  were  products  primary  to  other  in- 
dustries, and  $4  million  were  receipts  for  mis- 
cellaneous activities.  The  industry  shipments 
of  .primary  products  represented  97  percent  of 
the  total  manufactured  product  shipments  (pri- 
mary and  secondary) .  The  1954  ratio  was  98  per- 
cent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 


of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers .  The  latter  figure, appearing  in 
table  3,  indicates  that  $79  million  of  organs 
were  shipped  by  all  producers  of  these  products. 
Of  this  total,  $51  million,  or  64  percent,  were 
shipped  by  '  plants  classified  in  Industry  3932, 
Organs. 


GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls.,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus-

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the  Games 
and  Toys,  N.E.C,  Industry  shipped  products 
valued  at  $550  million,  an  increase  of  35  percent 
over  195^>  according  to  preliminary  results 
obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department 
of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this  industry 
showed  an  increase  of  10  percent  from  195^+  to 
1958  to  a  total  of  42.0  thousand  employees  in 
1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry 
amounted  to  .j>282  million  in  1958,  an  increase  of 
36  percent  from  195^  when  the  previous  census 


was  taken.  Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value 
of  shipments .  It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the 
value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of 
products  of  some  manufacturing  establishments  as 
materials  by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes, 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance cf  manufacturing 
industries  or  geographic  areas.  No  adjustments 
have  been  made  in  the  money  figures  shown  in 
this  report  for  changes  in  price  levels  from 
195^  to  1958.

The  Games  and  Toys,  N.E.C,  Industry- 
includes  establishments  engaged  primarily  in  the 
manufacture  of  indoor  games  and  game  sets  for 
adults  and  children  and  mechanical  and  non- 
mechanical  toys .  Important  products  of  this 
industry  include  games  such  as  chess,  checkers, 
dominoes,  puzzles,  and  other  indoor  games;  and 
toys  such  as  toy  furniture,  doll  carriages  and 
carts,  toy  books,  construction  sets,  mechanical 
trains,  toy  gums  and  air  rifles,  and  other 
mechanical  games  and  toys.  These  games  and  toys 
may  be  made  of  wood,  metal,  plastic,  or  paper. 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in 
manufacturing  dolls  are  classified  in  Industry 
3942,  Dolls;  children's  outdoor  wheel  goods,  and 
vehicles  in  Industry  39^3,  Children's  Vehicles; 
sporting  and  athletic  goods  for  children  and 
adults  in  Industry  3949,  Sporting  and  Athletic 
Goods;  playing  cards  in  Industry  2699  >  Paper  and 
Board  Products.  N.E.C;  rubber  toys,  including 
balloons  and  balls,  in  Industry  3099;  Rubber 
Industries,  N.E.C,  and  children's  boots  except 
toy  books,  in  Major  Group  27-  This  report  does 
not  include  figures  for  administrative  offices, 
which  service  manufacturing  establishments . 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  1945 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries. 
The  final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957 
edition  of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  exten- 
sive revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the 
manufacturing  sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  conducted 
by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each  estab- 
lishment. Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of 
almost  300,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms 
operating  more  than  one  establishment  were 
required  to  submit  a  report  for  each  separate 
location.  Also,  companies  engaged  in  distinctly 
different  lines  of  activity  at  one  location 
submitted  separate  reports  if  the  company  records 
permitted  such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate 
activities  were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Games  and  Toys, 
N.E.C,  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 


in  the  Games  and  Toys,  N.E.C,  Industry  amounted 
to  $530  million.  Of  this  total,  $483  million 
were  products  primary  to  the  industry,  $24 
million  were  products  primary  to  other  indus- 
tries, and  $23  million  were  receipts  for  miscel- 
laneous activities.  The  industry  shipments  of 
primary  products  represented  95  percent  of  the 
total  manufactured  product  shipments  (primary 
and  secondary-)-  The  1954  ratio  was  95  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry 
shipped  by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure, 
appearing  in  table  3*  indicates  that  $522  mil- 
lion of  games  and  toys,  n.e.c,  were  shipped  by 
all  producers  of  these  products .  Of  this  total, 
$483  million,  or  93  percent,  were  shipped  by- 
plants  classified  in  Industry  39^1>  Games  and 
Toys ,  N.E.C,  while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others, 
repair  work,  etc . ) .  This  fact  should  be  taken 
into  account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  industry 
will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports,  which 
will  be  .  published  and  offered  for  sale  at  a 
later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
"secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  various 
statistical  items  such  as  "employment,"  "value 
added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and  final 
reports  will  be  issued  for  other  industries 
during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  prelim- 
inary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and 
totals  for  each  State  are  being  issued.  Final 
industry  reports  and  final  State  reports  will  be 
published  during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.

The  Hand  Stamps  and  Stencils  Industry- 
includes  establishments  engaged  primarily  in  the 
manufacture  of  rubber  and  metal,  hand  stamps, 
dies,  and  seals;  steel  letters  and  figures; 
stencils  for  use  in  painting  or  marking;  and 
branding  irons .  This  report  does  not  include 
figures  for  administrative  offices,  warehouses, 
garages,  or  other  auxiliary  units  which  service 
manufacturing  establishments. 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  194-5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.

300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size.

by 'all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $58  million  of  hand 
stamps  and  stencils  were  shipped  by  all  producers 
of  these  products.

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.

factures conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census , 
Department  of  Commerce .  Average  employment  in 
this  industry  showed  an  increase  of  19  percent 
from  1954-  to  1958  to  a  total  5.6  thousand  em- 
ployees in  1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture  in 
the  industry  amounted  to  $57  million  in  1958,  an 
increase  of  44  percent  from  1954-  when  1he  previous 


census  was  taien.  Value  added  is  derived  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  materials ,  fuels ,  etc . , 
from  value  of  shipments .  It  avoids  the  duplica- 
tion in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Carbon  Paper  and 
Inked  Ribbons  Industry  consisted  not  only  of 
products  described  above  as  primary  to  the  in- 
dustry, but  also  included  the  value  of  secondary 
products  (which  are  primary  another  industries), 
and  miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work, 
resale  of  products,   etc.   The  total  value  of 

shipments  and  otuer  receipts  of  establisaments 
classified  in  the  Carbon  Paper  and  Inked  Rio'oon 
Industry  amounted  to  $121  million.  Of  this 
total,  $107  million  were  products  primary  to  the 
industry,  $5  million  were  products  primary  to 
other  industries,  and  $9  million  were  receipts 
for  miscellaneous  activities.

(primary  and  secondary).  The  195k  ratio  was  93 
percent. 


The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  ship- 
ped by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  ap- 
pearing in  table  3,  indicates  that  $119  million 
of  carbon  paper  and  inked  ribbons  were  shipped 
by  all  producers  of  these  products.  Of  this 
total,  $10 (  million,  or  09  percent,  were  shipped 
by  plants  classified  in  Industry  3955,  Carbon 
Paper  and  Inked  Ribbons,  while  tae  remainder  was 
shipped  by   plants  classified  in  otner  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports , 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry'1  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  montns.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.

The  1956  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty- seventh  Census  of  Manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  lulO 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1938  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  Tnis  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  ne:rt  Census  will  be  conducted  in  196I+ 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorized  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

The  industry  shipments  of  primary 
products  represented  98  percent  of  the  total 
manufactured  product  shipments  (primary  and 
secondary) .  The  1954  ratio  was  97  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 


of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $59  million  of  arti- 
ficial flowers  were  shipped  by  all  producers  of 
these  products.  Of  tills  total,  $58  million,  or 
98  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
Industry  3962,  Artificial  Flowers,  while  the 
remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
other  industries. 

GENEBAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  e 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry.

The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809. 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight.

GENERAL  STATISTICS

During  1958,  manufacturers  In  the 
Needles,  Pins,  and  Fasteners  Industry  shipped 
products  valued  at  $221  million,  an  increase  of 
7  percent  over  1954,  according  to  preliminary 
results  obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manu- 
factures conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
Department  of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in 
this  industry  showed  a  decrease  of  24  percent 
from  1954  to  1958  to  a  total  of  17.7  thousand 
employees  in  1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture 
in  the  industry  amounted  to  $125  million  in  1958, 
an  increase  of  6  percent  from  1954  -when  the 


previous  census  was  taken.  Value  added  is 
derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  shipments.  It  avoids 
the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which 
results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manu- 
facturing establishments  as  materials  by  others, 
and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  industries  or  geo- 
graphic areas.  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in 
the  money  figures  shown  in  this  report  for 
changes  in  price  levels  from  1954  to  1958.

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^»  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Needles,  Pins, 
and  Fasteners  Industry  consisted  not  only  of 
products  described  above  as  primary  to  the  in- 
dustry, but  also  included  the  value  of  secondary 
products  (which  are  primary  in  other  industries), 
and  miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work, 
resale  of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of 
shipments  and  other  receipts  of  establishments 
classified  in  the  Needles,  Pins,  and  Fasteners 
Industry  amounted  to  $221  million.  Of  this 
total,  $197  million  were  products  primary  to  the 
industry,  $16  million  were  products  primary  to 
other  industries,  and  $8  million  were  receipts 
for  miscellaneous  activities.  The  industry 
shipments  of  primary  products  represented  93 
percent  of  the  total  manufactured  product  ship- 
ments (primary  and  secondary).  The  195^  ratio 
was  82  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 


should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $222  million  of 
needles,  pins,  and  fasteners  were  shipped  by  all 
producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total, 
$197  million,  or  89  percent,  were  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  Industry  396^,  Needles, 
Pins,  and  Fasteners,  while  the  remainder  was 
shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  sould  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments, " 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty -seventh  census  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  l8l0 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  196^ 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  anmial  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  year6.

Ball 
point  type  pens  and  refills  are  also  included  in 
this  industry.  This  report  does  not  include 
figures  for  administrative  offices,  warehouses, 
garages,  or  other  auxiliary  units  which  service 
manufacturing  establishments. 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  194-5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  1954.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  Pens  and  Mechanical 
Pencils  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Pens  and  Mechanical  Pencils  Industry 
amounted  to  $146  million.  Of  this  total,  $120 
million  were  products  primary  to  the  industry, 
$22  million  were  products  primary  to  other 
industries,  and  $4  million  were  receipts  for 
miscellaneous  activities.  The  industry  shipments 
of  primary  products  represented  85  percent  of 
the  total  manufactured  product  shipments  (pri- 
mary and  secondary) .  The  1954  ratio  was  89 
percent . 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 


of  establsihments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $136  million  of  Pens 
and  Mechanical  Pencils  were  shipped  by  all  pro- 
ducers of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  $120 
million,  or  89  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants 
classified  in  Industry  3951,  Pens  and  Mechanical 
Pencils,  while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry.

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Candles  Industry  shipped  products  valued  at  $34 
million,  an  increase  of  11  percent  over  1954, 
according  to  preliminary  results  obtained  from 
the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted  by  the 
Bureau  cf  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce.  Av- 
erage employment  in  this  industry  showed  a  de- 
crease of  17  percent  from  1954  to  1958  to  a 
total  of  2.5  thousand  employees  in  1958.  Value 
added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry  amounted  to 
$18  million  in  1958,  an  increase  of  4  percent 
from  1954  when  the  previous  census  was  taken. 


Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost 
of  materials ,  fuels ,  etc . ,  from  value  of  ship- 
ments. It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  prod- 
ucts of  some  manufacturing  establishments  as  ma- 
terials by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes,  the 
best  value  measure  available  for  comparing  the 
relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
industries  or  geographic  areas.  No  adjustments 
have  been  made  in  the  money  figures  shown  in 
this  report  for  changes  in  price  levels  from 
1954  to  1958.

tures conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
Department  of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in 
this  industry  showed  a  decrease  of  35  percent 
from  1954-  to  1958  to  a  total  of  1.7  thousand 
employees  in  1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture 
in  the  industry  amounted  to  $10  million  in  1958, 
a  decrease  of  16  percent  from  1954  when  the

The  Fireworks  and  Pyrotechnics  indus- 
try includes  establishments  engaged  primarily  in 
the  manufacture  of  fireworks  of  all  kinds, 
flares ..  flashlight  bombs ,  and  railroad  torpedoes 
and  fuses.

by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $3^  million  of  lamp 
shades  were  shipped  by  all  producers  of  these 
products.  Of  this  total,  $33  million,  or  97 
percent,  were  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
Industry  3987,  Lamp  Shades,  while  the  remainder 
was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other  indus- 
tries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls-  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).

The  industry  shipments  of  primary 
products  represented  87  percent  of  the  total 
manufactured  product  shipments  (primary  and 
secondary).  The  1954  ratio  was  91  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 


should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipper 
by  all  producers.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Morticians'  Goods  Industry  shipped  products  val- 
ued at  $238  million,  an  increase  of  34-  percent 
over  1954,  according  to  preliminary  results  ob- 
tained from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  con- 
ducted by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department 
of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this  industry 
showed  an  increase  of  4  percent  from  1954-  to 
1958  to  a  total  of  17.4  thousand  employees  in 
1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture  in  the  indus- 
try amounted  to  $129  million  in  1958,  an  in- 
crease of  35  percent  from  1954  when  the  previous 


census  was  taken.  Value  added  is  derived  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  materials,  fuels,  etc., 
from  value  of  shipments.  It  avoids  the  dupli- 
cation in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results 
from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manufacturing 
establishments  as  materials  by  others,  and  is 
for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure  avail- 
able for  comparing  the  relative  economic  impor- 
tance of  manufacturing  industries  or  geographic 
areas.  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in  the 
money  figures  shown  in  this  report  for  changes 
in  price  levels  from  1954  to  1958.

The  Morticians '  Goods  Industry  in 
eludes  establishments  engaged  primarily  in  the 
manufacture  of  caskets,  coffins,  burial  cases,

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  Morticians '  Goods 
Industry  consisted  no  only  of  products  de- 
scribed above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries ) ,  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Morticians '  Goods  Industry  amounted  to 
$238  million.  Of  this  total,  $217  million  were 
products  primary  to  the  industry,  $9  million 
were  products  primary  to  other  industries,  and 
$12  million  were  receipts  for'  miscellaneous 
activities.  The  industry  shipments  of  primary 
products  represented  96  percent  of  the  total 


manufactured  product  shipments   (primary  and 
secondary).  The  1951+  ratio  was  97  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  ship- 
ped by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appear- 
ing in  table  3,  indicates  that  $219  million  of 
Morticians '  Goods  were  shipped  by  all  producers 
of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  $217  million, 
or  99  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants  classified 
in  Industry  3988,  Morticians'  Goods,  while  the 
remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
other  industries. 


GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 


PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 


More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C.

This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight.

Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  I958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^»  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Plastics  Products, 
N.E.C.,  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries ) ,  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products ,  etc .  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Plastics  Products,  N.E.C.,  Industry 
amounted  to  $1,816  million.  Of  this  total,  $1,599 
million  were  products  primary  to  the  industry, 
$144-  million  were  products  primary  to  other  in- 
dustries, and  $73  million  were  receipts  for  mis- 
cellaneous activities.  The  industry  shipments 
of  primary  products  represented  92  percent  of 
the  total  manufactured  product  shipments  (pri- 
mary and  secondary) .  The  1954  ratio  was  90  per- 
cent . 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 


of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $1,880  million  of 
fabricated  plasties  products  were  shipped  by  all 
producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total, 
$1,599  million,  or  85  percent,  were  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  Industry  3971,  Plastics 
Products,  N.E.C.,  while  the  remainder  was  shipped 
by  plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc. )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  census  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  l8l0 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  I8O9.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  195b  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  196^ 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  I963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Umbrellas,  Parasols,  and  Canes  Industry  shipped 
products  valued  at  $36  million,  an  increase  of 
11  percent  over  1954,  according  to  preliminary 
results  obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manu- 
factures conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
Department  of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in 
this  industry  showed  a  decrease  of  9  percent 
from  1954  to  1958  to  a  total'  of  2.9  thousand 
employees  in  1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture 
in  the  industry  amounted  to  $16  million  in  1958, 
an  increase  of  8  percent  from  1954  when  the 


previous  census  was  taken.  Value  added  is 
derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  shipments.  It  avoids 
the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which 
results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manu- 
facturing establishments  as  materials  by  others, 
and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  industries  or  geo- 
graphic areas.  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in 
the  money  figures  shown  in  this  report  for 
changes  in  price  levels  from  1954  to  1958.

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The  Umbrellas,  Parasols,  and  Canes 
Industry  includes  establishments  engaged  pri- 
marily in  the  manufacture  of  umbrellas ,  parasols , 
canes,  and  parts.  This  report  does  not  include 
figures  for  administrative  offices,  warehouses, 
garages,  or  other  auxiliary  units  which  service 
manufacturing  establishments. 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  19I+5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  195b  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  1951*-.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  Umbrellas,  Parasols, 
and  Canes  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  prod- 
ucts described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry, 
but  also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Umbrellas,  Parasols,  and  Canes  Industry 
amounted  to  $36  million.  Of  this  total,  $33 
million  were  products  primary  to  the  industry, 
$2  million  were  products  primary  to  other  indus- 
tries, and  $1  million  were  receipts  for  miscel- 
laneous activities.  The  industry  shipments  of 
primary  products  represented  95  percent  of  the 
total  manufactured  product  shipments  (primary 
and  secondary).   The  195*4-  ratio  was  95  percent. 


The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 


should  be   clearly  distinguished  from  the  tota 
value  of  primary  products   the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,   indicates  that  $35  million  of  um- 
brellas, parasols,  and  canes  were  shipped  t 
all  producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total 
$33  million,   or  95  percent,  were  shipped  t 
plants  classified  in  Industry  3995,  Umbrella* 
Parasols..   and  Canes,   while  the  remainder  \ 
shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other  industri< 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

Tie  general  statistics   (employment 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  - 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indua 
try  reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  c . 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activitj 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Soda-Fountain  and  Bar  Equipment  Industry  shipped 
products  valued  at  $18  million,  a  decrease  of  15 
percent  from  1954,  according  to  preliminary 
results  obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manu- 
factures conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
Department  of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in 
this  industry  showed  a  decrease  of  29  percent 
from  1954  to  1958  to  a  total  of  1  thousand 
employees  in  1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture 
in  the  industry  amounted  to  $9  million  in  1958, 
a  decrease  of  19  percent  from  1954  when  the 


previous  census  was  taken.  Value  added  is 
derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  shipments.  It  avoids 
the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which

Industry  amounted  to  $10  million.  Of  this  total, 
$16  million  were  products  primary  to  the  indus- 
try, $1  million  were  products  primary  to  other 
industries,  and  $1  million  were  receipts  for 
miscellaneous  activities.

ufactures conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
Department  of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in 
in  this  industry  showed  an  increase  of  7  percent 
from  1954-  to  1958  to  a  total  of  36.1  thousand 
employees  in  1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture 
in  the  industry  amounted  to  $274-  million  in  1958, 
an  increase  of  26  percent  from  1954-  when  the 


previous  census  was  taken.  Value  added  is  de- 
rived by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  shipments.

The  Signs  and  Advertising  Display  In- 
dustry includes  establishments  engaged  primarily 
in  the  manufacture  of  electrical,  mechanical, 
cut-out,  or  plate  signs  and  advertising  displays, 
including  neon  signs  and  advertising  novelties. 
This  report  does  not  include  figures  for  admin- 
istrative offices,  warehouses,  garages,  or  other 
auxiliary  units  which  service  manufacturing  es- 
tablishments . 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  194-5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census .  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies .  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees ,  with  comparable 
figures  for  1954.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  Signs  and  Advertising 
Displays  Industry  con  isted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries ) ,  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  wort,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Signs  and  Advertising  Displays  Industry 
amounted  to  $4-57  million.  Of  this  total,  $352 
million  were  products  primary  to  the  industry, 
$56  million  were  products  primary  to  other  in- 
dustries, and  $49  million  were  receipts  for  mis- 
cellaneous activities .  The  industry  shipments 
of  primary  products  represented  86  percent  of 
the  total  manufactured  product  shipments  (pri- 
mary and  secondary) .  The  1954  ratio  was  93 
percent . 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 


of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  ship- 
ped by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  ap- 
pearing in  table  3,  indicates  that  $406  million 
of  Signs  and  Advertising  Displays  were  shipped 
by  all  producers  of  these  products .  Of  this 
total,  $352  million,  or  87  percent,  were  shipped 
by  plants  classified  in  Industry  3993,  Signs 
and  Advertising  Displays,  while  the  remainder 
was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other  in- 
dustries . 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls ,  cost  of  materials ,  value  of  shipments , 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities

The  Furs,  Dressed  and  Dyed  Industry 
Includes  establishments  engaged  primarily  in  the 
manufacture  of  scraping,  hurrying,  tanning, 
bleaching,  and  dying  pelts.  This  report  does  not 
include  figures  for  administrative  offices,  ware- 
houses, garages,  or  other  auxiliary  units  which 
service  manufacturing  establishments. 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  19^5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 


ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 


VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  Furs,  Dressed  and 
Dyed  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Furs,  Dressed  and  Dyed  Industry  amounted 
to  $29  million.  Of  this  total,  $18  million  were 
on  products  primary  to  the  industry  and  on 
dressing  and  dyeing  skins  for  others  on  a  com- 
mission basis;  $11  million  were  products  primary 
to  other  industries. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 


should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  ship- 
ped by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appear- 
ing in  table  3,  indicates  that  $12  million  of 
furs,  dressed  and  dyed  were  shipped  by  all  pro- 
ducers of  these  products. 


GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  c: 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 


PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reporte . 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents. 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  o: 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments, 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment . 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  Stat 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry 
ports  and  final  area  reports  will  be  public 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is 
twenty -seventh  census  of  manufacturing  es~ 
lishments  in  the  United  States.   The 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  I8O9. 
1958,   it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral   Industries,   Retail,  Wholesale, 
Service  Trades.   The  1958  Census  of  Manufactv 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  g:
